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Labour 
demands 
to see 
law advice 


A WOMAN saw two-year-old 
. James Bulger, who was ab¬ 
ducted and murdered at the 
weekend in Bootle, Mensey- 
sjde, dying and screaming as 
two boys dragged him 
through the streets on Friday, 
and contacted the police that 
night, it emerged yesterday. 
The woman said she saw 
James shortly after he was 
taken and told police that the 
child had cuts and bruises on 
his head. 

The woman, aged 73. has 
told police that she saw James 
with the two boys near the 
reservoir at the top of Breeze 
HOI on Friday. She also said 
the youngster was crying and 
screaming. “I asked *whars 


the matterr and the other two 
said they had just found him 
and claimed that he had fallen 
and hit his head. He had a 
terrific bump on his head and 
a terrific bump on the side of 
his forehead. 1 asked them 
‘what is happening?* and they 
said they were taking him to 
Walton Lane." 

At that point her pet dog 
was becoming a gitated , bark¬ 
ing and straining to get at the 
three children, so the woman 
had to pull away. “The little 
kiddie was screaming his head 
off and I could not go too dose 
because I was afraid he was 
frightened of the dog.” She 
said that James was holding 
hands with the two boys she 
describ ed as between 11 and 
13. He seemed to have confi¬ 


dence in them because he had 
held'their hands. Later that 
evening she saw television 
news reports about James and 
realised he was the same bey. 
Detectives interviewed her at 
7 pm the following day. Mer¬ 
seyside police said yesterday 
that detectives had inter¬ 
viewed the woman and that 
every one of the hundreds of 
calls and reports they had 
received was being acted 
upon. 

Last night, it was d»«fos ed 
that a second security camera 
on the outside wall of an office 
half a mile from the Strand 
shopping centre where James 
slipped away from his mother 
caught the youngster being 
dragged or swung between 
two boys about 20 minutes

later. Del Supt Albert Kirby, 
leading the investigation, said 
that the 30 seconds of video 
film showed that James ap¬ 
peared to be In distress and 
was struggling. “Jt looks as 
though he was either being 
dragged or they were on either 
side of him and swinging him. 
Witnesses have told us that he 
had some head injuries. He 
was seen with bruising and 
grazing to his forehead.” 

These injuries were caused 
after James had left his moth¬ 
er’s side and before he niched 
the embankment where his 
body was found, horrifically 
injured, on Sunday afternoon. 
Mr Kirby said. He appealed 
for three girls and a man seen 
in the background of the video 
pictures near the junction of 


Hawthorn Road and Breeze 
Hill. Bootle, to come forward. 

The video film has been sent 
for computer enhancement in 
the hope of gening a dearer 
image of the two hoys who 
were with James. Police also 
appealed for an elderly 
woman wearing a red or 
maroon-coloured mackintosh 
who was in the Strand centre 
on Friday morning to come 
forward. They believe she was 
accosted by three youths, two 
of them identified as the boys 
the police want to question. 

The Merseyside coroner. 
Roy Barter, opened an inquest 
on James in Liverpool yester¬ 
day. Rewards for information 
leading to the conviction of 
James’ killers rose to £40.000 
last night 
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JOHN Smith, the Labour 
leader, is demanding publica¬ 
tion of the legal advice which 
the government believes has 
outmanoeuvred its opponents 
on the Maastricht bill.

WALL Street has finally lost its 

nerve with the Clinton admin¬

The Dow Jones industrial 
average slumped more than 
85 points to about 3,300 by 
eariy afternoon yesterday, in 
response to the president’s 
public broadcast on Monday, 
m which he held out the 
prospect of a much more wide- 

ranging rise in taxes than had 

been expected. Economists on 
Wall Street now fear that the 
extent of the tax rises could 
constrain US economic 
growth and render generous 
expectations for the US econo¬ 
my too optimistic. 

The president’s programme 
of tax rises and spending 
is expected to total S500 
billion (£352 billion} over four 
years, which, if true, would 
amount to one of the biggest 
overhauls of economic polity 
since the 1930s, putting an

Writs have been issued against Stuart 
Christopher Ford, a Birmingham busi¬ 
nessman, his firm, Tilen Securities Inc, 
and Gamil Naguib, an Egyptian with 
whom Mr Ford is understood to have 
been associated.

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MPs attack Gummer 


for failing to declare 
work at countiy home

JOHN Gummer. the agricul¬ 
ture minister, was criticised by 
a committee of MPs yesterday 
for failing to declare more 
than £2.500 of work paid for 
by a food company to restore a 
pond at his country home. 

The cross-party select com¬ 
mittee on members’ interests, 
unimpressed by a 1,700-woid 
plea of mitigation, told the 
minister that he should have 
outlined the work in the 
Commons Register of Mem¬ 
bers’ Interests and ordered 
him to do so. 

Mr Gummer was reported 
to the committee by a Labour 
MP for failing to mention the 
refurbishment of the pond at 
the expense of Hfflsdown 
Holdings, sparking the so- 
called Gununergate saga. 

The company undertook the 
work as part of a three-day 
agricultural show, known as 
the “Agriculture Informal”, 
for European farm ministers, 
officials and their wives 
organised as part of the Euro¬ 
pean Community presidency 
at Mr Guminer's Winston 
Grange home in Suffolk. 

The exhibits were financed 
by various companies. The 
pond was one of them, intend¬ 
ed to illustrate the work of the 
Agricultural Development 
and Advisory Service. 

In a letter to the committee 
Mr Gummer went into detail 
over how he and his wife 
Penny planned the event 
“Ministers hate too much 
travelling and long bus-rides 
are particularly counter-pro¬ 
ductive ... They particularly 
value an invitation to the 
minister’s own home, not least 
because this is rare in conti¬ 
nental Europe (Already Penny 
and 1 had had many of our 
colleagues and their wives as

“The event. " Mr Gummer 
added, “proved a huge suc¬ 
cess.

That the whole enterprise 
should have ended with a 
complaint dearly distressed 
the minister. “Penny and I 
willingly and enthusiastically 
did all wc could to make this 
Informal a success. We should 
hate the committee to think we 
are complaining when we say 
that, far from having a benefit 
to declare, we were dearly 
disadvantaged and out of 
pocket”

Lucas factoiy closure will Salvation 
put further 500 out of work Arm > r sues

LUCAS. the engineering com¬ 
pany. yesterday announced a 
factory dosure and added 500 
more jobless to the three 
million due to be announced 
in the new unemployment 
figures tomorrow. 

Lucas’s move came as lead¬ 
ers of the engineering union 
disclosed that more than 
33.000 jobs have gone in the 
industry over the last six 
months, and Ford workers 
took strike action over jobs. 

In the latest job cuts. Lucas 
Diesel Systems said that it was 
cutting 510 jobs at its two 
factories in Kent, and would 
dose one later this year. 

The cuts amount to about a 
quarter of the workforce at the 
two sites at Gillingham and 
Rochester, which make elec¬ 
tronic diesel fuel injection 
systems for the Ford Transit 
van. Lucas said the Rochester 
site would dose by the sum¬ 
mer. The job reductions are 
part of restructuring plans 
caused by reduced demand 
for diesel products in agricul¬ 
ture. construction and other 
sectors. 

Roger Buffer, executive 
councillor of the AEEU engi¬ 


neering union, called the deci¬ 
sion “another body Wow" for 
manufacturing and said: “The 
South-east will soon have no 
industry left and this govern¬ 
ment must . take full 
responsibility." 

The AEEU today publishes 
its latest job survey in advance 
of tomorrow's government un¬ 
employment figures, which 
wfll show ’headline’ unadjust¬ 
ed unemployment passing the 
three million mark, though 
seasonally-adjusted unem¬ 
ployment will remain below it 

The survey shows a further 
33,352 jobs lost in manufac¬ 
turing between October and 
this week, involving 377 dif¬ 
ferent companies. London 
and the South-east were the 
hardest hit areas. 

The figure, which is roughly 
in line with the union’s job loss 
total for the previous six 
months, indicates that the 
level of job reduction is show¬ 
ing no sign of slowing down. 
It takes the total job losses 
monitored by the AEEU to 
300.000 in 3,000 companies 
across the last two years. Bill 
Jordan, union president, said 
the figures were a “watershed 


of shame" for the government 

There were mixed job devel¬ 
opments at Leyland DAF; the 
receiver announced SO more 
job losses, but the company 
hopes to restart production 
today at its van assembly and 
component plant in 
Birmingham. It believes a 
management buyout of the 
plant is more likely if deals 
have been struck with suppli¬ 
ers and foe factoiy is in 
production. 

• Production was hit at Ford’s 
Halewood body plant on 
Merseyside by an unofficial 
strike of workers who were 
sent letters warning them that 
they could be made 
redundant 

The engineering union said 
that the company, which Is 
looking for 1,500 job cuts, 
wrote to selected staff saying i 
that if they or somebody else 
had not applied for voluntary 
redundancy by March 31 they 
would be made redundant 
compulsorily. 

Ford denied that file letters 
were provocative, and said 
that workers in other parts of 
Halewood had carried on 
working normally.

European Court ready to wield 
legal stick on social charter 


L awyers are being held 
to blame for the mud¬ 
dle over whether the 
Treaty on European Union 
(TEU). signed at Maastricht, 
can be ratified even if Parlia¬ 
ment rejects its Protocol on 
Soda! Policy. Bat what pre¬ 
cisely do the relevant legal 
texts say? 

Under European Com¬ 
munity law the TEU must be 
ratified by the member 
states “in accordance with 
their respective constitution¬ 
al requirements”. Under the 
British constitution, ratifica¬ 
tion is normally a matter for 
the executive, not the legisla¬ 
ture. But Parliament can 
change this rule if it wants. 

Section 6. in the version 
currently in force, stipulates 
that “No treaty which. pro¬ 
vides for any increase in the 
powers of the [European] 
parliament shall be ratified 
by the UK unless it has been 
approved by an act of parlia¬ 
ment. In this section ’treaty* 
includes... any protocol.. 

That this catches the 
Maastricht treaty in general 
cannot be doubted, and is 
not denied. But does it cover 
the soda] policy protocol? 
Stripped of their subordi¬ 
nate clauses, the two key 
sentences in that protocol 
say the high contracting 


parties, ie all 12 member 
stales, “agree to authorise I i 
member states to have re¬ 
course to the institutions, 
procedures and mechanisms 
of the treaty for the purpose 
of taking among themselves 
and applying as far as they 
are concerned the acts and 
decisions required for giving 
effect to the [social charter] 
agreement Acts adopted by 
the council and any financial 
consequences ■.. shall not be 
applicable to the UK.” 

T his means two things. 
First, as the second set 
of italics demon¬ 
strates, measures taken 
under the protocol are not 
intended to have any effect 
here. Accepting it will not 
change our law. and reject¬ 
ing it will not magicalty 
import the social charter to 
these shores. 

Second, however, as the 
first italics show, the proto¬ 
col gives the UK’s consent to 
an increase in the powers of 
die European Parliament in 
making social polity laws for 
the 11. since that Commun¬ 
ity institution will be closely 
involved in the treaty proce¬ 
dures and mechanisms in 
question. Recent cases have 
made it dear that any at¬ 
tempt to bypass the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament will be 


firmly rebuffed by the Euro¬ 
pean Court 

It appears, then, that by 
the terms of our own 1978 
act the social policy protocol 
cannot be ratified unless 
approved by our own Parlia¬ 
ment It despite rejection by 
Parliament the government 
does ratify the protocol it is 
possible, though perhaps un¬ 
likely, that we would go 
before the European Court 

The real question is what 
our own courts would do 
about the issue. Their tradi¬ 
tional stance has been to say 
that the ratification of trea¬ 
ties is no concern of 
theirs-Thin^ are different 
now, however. We are 
obliged by Community [law to 
ratify in accordance with our 
own law. And in the string of 
cases dealing with Spanish- 
owned fishing boats regis¬ 
tered here, the European 
Court has not hesitated to 
teff our judges that it is then- 
job to see that both our 
government and our Parlia¬ 
ment play by EC rules.

Baby ‘placed in care 
of nurse who killed 
her twin sister’ 


A i,® A ^r whose twin sister was 
allegedly murdered by a nurse 
was left seriously brain-da m- 
aged after being admitted to 
the care of the same nurse for 
observation. 

. Beverley AUitt, 24. appear¬ 
ing at Nottingham Crown 
Court, has denied charges of 
murdering three babies and a 
chfld. A court was told that 
Kane Phillips had been 
admitted as a precaution 
because doctors mistakenly 
believed her twin sister. Becky, 
had died naturally and she too 
might be at risk. 

John Goldring QC. for the 
prosecution, said Becky had 
been murdered by Miss Aiiitt 
after collapsing in a style that 
was ‘’chillingly familiar”, and 
he detailed the deaths and 
mysterious collapse of eleven 
other children and two adults. 

The parents of the twins 
regarded Miss Aiiitt highly. 
They became friends and

Joyriders defy the 
violence of IRA

THE thrill of joyriding is such 
that even kneecappings and 
beatings by the IRA fan to act 
as a deterrent Nine out of ten 
young offenders are not put off 
by tile risk of being caught 
according to two surveys pub¬ 
lished yesterday. 

Most young people, for 
whom the excitement of joy¬ 
riding was similar to romantic 
infatuation, knew that stealing 
cars was morally wrong but 
did not think it was a serious 
offence. 

The findings give little com¬ 
fort to ministers as they plan a 
series of secure units, like 
approved schools, to deal with 
persistent young offenders 
aged 12 to 15. A Home Office 
research study showed that 
although offenders did not 
think non-custodial sentences 
were a deterrent to further car 
theft, only one of the 14 people 
who had been in custody said 
it had stopped him from re¬ 
offending. 

But Michael Jack, home 
affairs minister, said the find¬ 
ings showed the need to take 
children away from all the 
influences pushing them into 
crime. “Children are being 
sucked into offending by the 
example of their peers and, 
apparently, the need for a 
thrilL" 

Most of the 100 car thieves, 
aged between 14 and 35, 
interviewed in England and 
Wales became involved in 
stealing vehicles at 14 or 15. 
Some were taking care at least 


two or three times a week and 
many had had no contact with 
the police. 

The common reasons for 
car theft were the influence of 
-friends, boredom and excite¬ 
ment Being chased by police 
was seen as an occupational 
hazard rather than a deterrent 
to theft or something likely to 
lead to being caught 

The failure of punishments 
as a deterrent was also high¬ 
lighted in a survey of young 
criminals on the PennyweD 
estate in Sunderland. Tyne 
and Wear, by the Home Office 
Police Research Group. It 
pointed to the persistence of 
car theft in west Belfast, where 
beatings and kneecappings 
had failed to stop recurrent 
offenders from stealing vehi¬ 
cles as soon as they recovered. 

An extensive local blade 
market made the young crimi¬ 
nals on the Pennywdl estate 
dependent on the money they 
made from car theft. Experi¬ 
enced thieves travelled widely 
to steal care, often targeting 
private housing estates and 
stealing to order. 

One 17-year-old said:"All 
my males have been caught, 
too. fait we enjoy it and when 
you’re skint ywi can go out 
and make money."

Court win 
for man 
pestered 
to buy 
TV licence

A MAN who has been pes¬ 
tered to buy a TV licence for 
16 years despite never owning 
a television In that time won a 
victory over the licensing au¬ 
thority in the Scottish Appeal 
Court yesterday. 

David Guest, 45. an elec¬ 
tronics engineer, said the life 
of his family had been dis¬ 
rupted for 16 months while he 
prepared for eight court hear¬ 
ings to overturn the effects of 
a prosecution based on incor¬ 
rect information supplied by 
the TV licensing authority. 

Yesterday the licensing au¬ 
thority conceded that its pro¬ 
cedure was flawed and it did 
not have sufficient informa¬ 
tion to justify going to a 
sheriff to obtain a warrant to 
search Mr Guest's home in 
Balemo, near Edinburgh. 

Mr Guest has written nu¬ 
merous letters over the last 16 
years to inform the licensing 
authority that he did not have 
a television after he was 
instructed to buy a licence. 
Even so be had several visits 
from “heavify-buflt impolite 
men". The authorities ob¬ 
tained a search warrant in 
September 1991 for the 
house after claiming they had 
seen a flickering light inside. 

Mr Guest said: “We have 
never had a TV set nor 
anything else which flickers. 
But they have continually 
harassed us, shouting 
through our letter box and 
ringing the door bell continu¬ 
ously for 5 to 10 minutes". 

After a number of court 
hearings the licensing author¬ 
ity notified the court that it 
would no longer oppose Mr 
Guest’s proceedings to over- 
torn the search warrant and 
yesterday the Justiciary Ap¬ 
peal Court in Edinburgh 
granted suspension of the 
warrant and awarded ex¬ 
penses to Mr Guest. He 
estimates that defending him¬ 
self has cost about £5,000.

court the two officers had 
genuinely believed they saw a 
flickering light that night 
inside Mr Guest's home and 
believed It could have been a 
television. Mr Clarke said the 
licensing authority did not 
accept Mr Guest’s allegations 
that it was guilty of “blatant 
and malicious fabrication" to 
obtain a search warrant 
Mr Guest is taking advice 
about a damages action but 
points out that the family did 
not have a proper holiday last 
year while he prepared his 
defence He added that his 
case came against a back¬ 
ground of 400,000 people in 
Britain who were “routinely 
hounded” by the licensing 
authorities because they were 
eccentric enough not to own a 
television set.

Five hospitals likely to close by next election

AT LEAST five London hospitals 
are expected to dose before die next 
general election as pan of a plan to 
cut 2,500 beds in the capital But 
the government has made no 
decisions on die future of many of 
the most famous teaching hospi¬ 
tals; St Bartholomews and Char¬ 
ing Cross have been temporarily 
reprieved in the government's re¬ 
sponse to the Tomlinson report but 
their long-term future looks shaky 
and will prompt renewed cam¬ 
paigns from both. 

Virginia Bottomley. the health 
secretary, has decided to go with a 
number of dosures which were in 
the pipeline well before Sir Bernard 
Tomlinson's enquiry was set up but 
has fudged the more contentious 
proposals in his report While she 
has not put forward any sugges¬ 


tions he did not recommend, her 
proposals till well short of the 15 
dosures or mergers he suggests. 

The Tomlinson enquiry was one 
of many over the past 15 years to 
look at the future of acute services 
in London. Several have shown 
that London has a far higher 
proportion of hospitals and beds to 
patients than other parts of the 
country. The institutions are also 
extremely expensive to keep run¬ 
ning because of high rents and 
high staffing oasts. Mrs Bottomley 
is constantly reminding MPs that 
London has 20 per cent of die 
money but only 15 per cent of the 

population. 

William Waldegrave, Mrs

St Bartholomew's and Charing 
Cross hospitals will be reprieved for 
the moment as will Guy’s and St 
Thomas*, but the future of at least 
three of these looks untenable in 
Ihe longer term. Determined not to 
be accused of bowing to pressure

Bottomley gives 
extra £43m for 
family doctors

LONDON'S family doctor 
service is to be given a £43.5 
million facelift this year to fill 
the gap left by hospital do¬ 
sures and mergers. 

About £10 million will go 
towards renovating existing 
surgeries and building new 
ones, which could be sued in 
shops, sports centres, schools 
and offices to make them 
more accessible. A further DO 
million wfl] be spent on staff¬ 
ing and running costs. 

GPs will be invited to sub¬ 
mit bids for a £1 million 
challenge fund intended to 
support pioneering forms of 
care. Charities involved in 
caring for patients at home 
will get an extra £2.5 million. 

In responding to die 
Tomlinson report Virginia 
Bottomley. the health secre¬ 
tary. envisages measures to 
strengthen primary care in the 
capital running slightly ahead 
of the programme of hospital 
dosures and mergers. Her 


report Making London Bet¬ 
ter. contains the promise of an 
extra £170 million for capital 
projects over six years. Sir 
Bernard Tomlinson estimated 
that an extra £140 million 
would be needed over several 
years to build four new health 
centres and modernise die 46 
per cent of London surgeries 
that do not come up to 
standard. Mrs Bottomley app¬ 
ears to have gone a long 
way towards meeting that 
challenge. 

The extra money win come 
from the Treasury, but the 
report envisages long-term 
savings from hospital dosures 
and sties of surplus sites. The 
report also acknowledges that 
the shakenip will lead to 
additional, recurring costs as 
the bills for better staffed and 
equipped surgeries start up.

Leading clinics must 
compete in market

SOME of the country's most 
renowned specialist hospitals 
will need to compete hard 
within the health service inter¬ 
nal market rather than rely on 
central government funding, 
the report warns. 

Special health authorities, 
made up of London hospitals 
such as Moarfields Eye Hospi¬ 
tal, the Hammersmith Hospi¬ 
tal. the Hospitals for Sick 
Children and the Royal 
Marsden Hospital, are al¬ 
ready scheduled to join the 



internal market from April, 
1994. The report suggests that 
two-thirds of the hospitals' 
D00 million revenue midget 
in 1994-5 will be distributed 
among health authorities to 
fond patients referred from 
around the country for special¬ 
ist treatment 

The government is anxious 
that the hospitals do not rely 
on research funding to offset 
expensive treatment costs. 
There will, however, continue 
to be central funding for work 
directly related to clinical 
research. 

The eight special health 
authorities have provoked re¬ 
peated criticism from senior 
clinicians outside London who 
accuse London hospitals of 
taking too large a share of 


research funding. There have 
been allegations that opera¬ 
tion costs af some or the 
hospitals are up to four times 
as nigh as elsewhere. 

The report says the current 
system of central funding for 
the special hospitals “can insu¬ 
late them from die pressures 
for increased efficiency and 
effectiveness faced by other 
hospitals and distorts the pity- 
vision of health care". 

Two of Tomlinson's recom¬ 
mendations on merging some 
of the world's best-known 
medical schools are accepted 
in principle by the report, 
although it asks for more time 
to consider two more proposed 
mergers. The government 
agrees to the planned merger 
of Imperial College with the 
Charing Cross and Westmin¬ 
ster medical school and the 
King Is College with Guy's and 
St Thomas’ dental and medi¬ 
cal schools. 

The report says that further 
consideration needs to be giv¬ 
en to the proposed mergers of 
University College with the 
Royal Free and Queen Maiy 
and Westfield College with the 
London hospital and St Bar¬ 
tholomew’s medical colleges. 

Making London Better en¬ 
dorses Tomlinson’s call for 
closer links between medical 
schools and multi-faculty col¬ 
leges. which it claims offer 
academic and financial 
benefits. 
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improving much-needed pri¬ 
mary and community ser¬ 
vices". But more comfortable 
surgeries will not be enough. 
More teamwork is needed 
with the capital’s G Ps working 
with community nurses ana 
social workers. 

Changes in the terms and 
conditions of employment of 
GPs are also on the table. Mrs 
Bottomley plans talks with the 
British Medical Association 
about employing some GPs 
on a salaried contract, out-of- 
hours cover and higher depri¬ 
vation payments to attract 
high calibre staff to London. 

London has many elderly 
GPs working alone. One an¬ 
swer. the report says, would be 
for experienced GPs from the 
provinces to come to London 
on short-term contracts. 

About four million people 
live in the area of inner 
London covered by the report 
It is to be designated the 
London Initiative Zone. A 
sub-group of the London Im¬ 
plementation Group, the 
main body administering the 
shake-up. will supervise the 
primary care changes. 

The report reiterates the 
shortcoming of the family 
doctor service in London. 
‘Too often, services have fall¬ 
en short of the best standards." 
the report says. “More GPs in 
London than elsewhere work 
on their own, in outdated 
premises, where they can only 
offer limited access to a nar¬ 
row range of services. Team¬ 
working between doctors, 
nurses and other professionals 
cannot develop as it should. 
Many Londoners do not enjoy 
the sort of service that is taken 
for granted elsewhere... 

“Poor primary care can also 
have major consequences for 
the demands on hospitals. A 
typical London accident and 
emergency department re¬ 
ceives many patients who, 
away from London, would 
have gone to their GP. This 
makes it more difficult for the 
accident and emergency de¬ 
partment to deal with genuine 
emergencies."

Unions fear up to 
20,000 redundancies 


D espite the reputation 
for excellence of some 
of its great hospitals, 
standards of primary and 
community health care in the 
capital are the lowest in the 
country and there is universal 
agreement that improvement 
is overdue. Given this. Virgin¬ 
ia Bortomleys big invest¬ 
ment in primary care is wel¬ 
come. arid follows both the 
Tomlinson and King’s Fund 
Commission reports. The only 
doubt is about the speed at 
which improvements can take 
place. 

Inevitably, Mrs Bortomleys 
recommendations on individ¬ 
ual London hospitals will 
claim the greatest attention. 
Whatever the eventual deci¬ 
sions about St Bartholo¬ 
mew’s. it Is unlikely to survive 
in its present form. If the 
accident and emergency de¬ 
partment is dosed tiie hospi¬ 
tal win become a very 
different institution. Less dra¬ 
conian is the merger for the 
Royal Marsden and Bramp¬ 
ton hospitals, but Mrs 
Bortomleys decision not to 
relocate them may prove a 
mortal blow to Charing Cross. 
The merger ofSt Thomas’and 
Guy’s is proceeding, and wfll 
ultimately concentrate ser¬ 
vices on one site. 

But important questions 
remain. The first is whether 
the Secretary of State's moves 
will stabilise London's hospi¬ 
tal services in the face of the 
forces unleashed by the NHS 
market- Health authorities 
are switching contracts for 
routine workaway from high- 
cost inner-city providers na¬ 
tionwide. The situation will 
worsen when the special 
health authority hospitals are 
brought under the same fund¬ 
ing regime. It is still not dear 


whether the government will 
manage to pace the changes 
at a rate the NHS can absorb 
without collapse. 

The second question con¬ 
cerns the six speciality re¬ 
views announced by the 
Secretary of State. London is a 
world medical centre but its 
specialist services are frag¬ 
mented across too many 
small underfunded units. 
Concentration is needed to 
improve quality of outcome 
for patients at an affordable 
cost The speciality reviews 
win recommend how this is 


done: Inevitably, there will be 
winners and losers. Some 
centres wiD have to turn away 
from glamorous speciality 
work and concentrate on be¬ 
coming first-class local hospi¬ 
tals, caring for the routine 
needs of Londoners. 

G iven their highly polit¬ 
ical nature, the speci¬ 
ality reviews must 
demonstrate that they have 
marshalled the best available 
evidence, and paid careful 
attention to Londoners' ac¬ 
cess to care. They, and the 
decisions taken on their rec¬ 
ommendations, must be sub¬ 
ject to public and professional 
scrutiny if they are to become 
a pattern for development 
rather than a focus of 
resistance 

There are key areas that the 
Secretary of State did not 
cover. Most Londoners are 
convinced that tiie post- 
Tomlinson changes simply 
spell another round of NHS 
cuts. Their perception, and 
that of their GPs. is that 
waiting lists wfll lengthen and 


family doctors will spend even 
longer finding hospital beds. 
Their fear is that improve¬ 
ments in primary care will be 
too little, too late to avert 
deterioration in services for 
patients. 

These fears are real despite 
the conviction of most experts 
that radical change to 
London's health care is essen¬ 
tial if disaster is to be averted 
and excellence strengthened 
for the next generation. At a 
minimum. Londoners and 
their GPs need reassurance 
from the government on two 
key points. 

The first concerns access to 
accident and emergency ser¬ 
vices. Londoners know many 
of the existing services to be 
seriously overstretched. They 
need proof that the new 
arrangements, with fewer ac¬ 
cident and emergency depart¬ 
ments. win cope. The London 
Implementation Group, 
which wfll implement the 
Tomlinson proposals, must 
put this in train. Second, it 
must address the deficit in 
services for elderly people. 
This is the main source of 
GPS’difficulty in finding beds 
and is associated with the lack 
of nursing homes in London. 
The solution has to involve 
home support and nursing or 
GP-beds. 

Yesterday's statement is 
part of the resolution of a 
century-old problem. But In 
rooking it the health secre¬ 
tary stiD has a long way to go 
to convince Londoners that 
the government has the situa¬ 
tion under control and is 
laying solid foundations for 
future excellence.

UNION fears over health 
service job losses were rein¬ 
forced yesterday as the govern¬ 
ment accepted that redun¬ 
dancies could be among the 
“significant implications" of 
the changes. 

Although the report says 
that job losses would become 
necessary only “as a last re¬ 
sort", unions yesterday repeat¬ 
ed their prediction that up to 
20,000 health workers would 
lose their jobs. 

The government response 
to the Tomlinson report does 
not hint at the scale of job 
losses but focuses instead on 
the need to relocate some staff 
outside London when the size 
of units in the capital are 
reduced. New career options 

mi 

for staff will also have to be 
offered, including finding jobs 
in the expanded community 
and primary care fields. 

There is no direct response 
to Tomlinson's prediction that 
between 450 and 680 consul¬ 
tant posts will be lost although 
the government accepts the 
need to move specialists to 
other parts of the country. The 
report emphasises that highly 
trained staff with specialist 
skills need to be kept within 
the health service. 

Making London Better con¬ 
cedes that there wfll be reduc¬ 
tions in junior doctor posts. It 
emphasises, however, that cuts 
in burner London “will be 
matched by new opportunities 
elsewhere". 

The report recommends 
that a clearing house, super¬ 
vised by the new London 
Implementation Group, be set 


up in April to help staff who 
cannot find new jobs locally. 

The staffing of London hos¬ 
pitals was criticised by the 
Tomlinson report as being 
“top heavy” with consultants 
and the report forecast the 
need to move senior staff out 
of inner London as services 
developed in the provinces. 

Although the government 
said that redundancy pay¬ 
ments would be available, the 
health department is anxious 
to avoid the acrimony and 
protracted negotiation, not to 
me ntion expense, of such a 
programme. The clearing 
house system is designed to 
create a gradual movement of 
staff to areas of greatest need. 

Virginia Bottomley. the 
health secretary, yesterday 
pointed to the 20 per cent 
annual turnover of nursing 
staff in inner London as 
helping to offset the need for 
widespread redundancies. “I 
hope that redundancies wfl] be 
kept«»a minimum,“she said, 
emphasising the importance 
of the clearing house in re¬ 
training and redeploying staff.

Patten talks end in deadlock 


Unions divided over 


fighting school tests

DIVISIONS between teach¬ 
ing unions over opposition to 
English tests for 14-year-olds 
emerged yesterday after talks 
with John Patten, die educa¬ 
tion secretary, ended in 
deadlock. 

Leaders of five unions made 
different demands to Mr Pal- 
ten in meetings seeking to 
avert industrial action this 
summer. The National Union 
of Teachers said the tests must 
be scrapped while others 
concentrated their opposition 
on the publication of schools’ 
test results. 

The six unions have so Ear 
conjured an appearance of 
unity — and attracted consid¬ 
erable support from indepen¬ 
dent and grant-maintained 
school head teachers — by 
emphasising that the tests 
should be made a national 
pilot Five may ballot on a 
boycott saying die tests axe too 
narrow, pooriy prepared and 
results will be Invalid. 

Mr Patten is determined to 
publish the results. He is 
intent on exploiting union 


disag reement and refused to 
meet the National Associat i on 
of Schoolmasters and Union 
of Women Teachers yesterday 
because it is threatening to 
disrupt all national curricu¬ 
lum assessments for children 
at seven. 11 and 14. 

Peter Smith, general secre¬ 
tary of the Association of 
Teachers and Lecturers, said 
after a meeting with Mr 
Patten that high on the 
union’s list of options was for 
teachers to conduct die tests 
but withhold results from the 
government. "Individual par¬ 
ents are emitted to know how 
their children have performed 
even if teachers are very tenta¬ 
tive about the exercise." 

Mr Smith told Mr Patten 
that members considered the 
dispute a “professional protest 
and not politically motivated”. 
His association is committed 
to balloting teachers on a 
boycott of the tests unless the 
government changes its 
position. 

Doug McAvoy. NUT gener¬ 
al secretary, said Mr Patten 


made it dear that a gulf 
remained between their posit¬ 
ions. Mr McAvoy said 
English teachers would not be 
satisfied if Mr Patten sought 
an olive branch from the other 
unions and agreed not to 
publish die results nationally. 
The tests would still need to 
be marked and add to the 
burden on teachers, and pu¬ 
pils would stflJ have to take 
them ” he said. 

David Hart general secre¬ 
tary of the National Associ¬ 
ation of Head Teachers, said 
foe key question was whether 
Mr Patten -would insist on 
publishing results. "We do not 
want to see industrial action in 
our schools, even if it is on 
professional issues. But it takes 
two to tango." 

Mr Patten later reaffirmed 
the government’s commit¬ 
ment to testing at the ages of 
seven. 11, 14 and 16 and 
emphasised the importance of 
English in the curriculum. He 
said he had listened carefully 
to the various views and 
would reflect on them. 


Home plan

Habgood backs 
state role in 




church patronage

CHURCH leaders should not 
attempt to bypass the machin¬ 
ery of the state in the appoint¬ 
ments of senior churchmen, 
Dr John Habgood. the Arch¬ 
bishop of York, said yesterday. 
Committing himself firmly to 
the continued establishment 
of the Church of England, Dr 
Habgood said that to end die 
prime minister’s power of 
patronage in some senior 
church appointments would 
be to emer a minefield. 

He told the general synod at 
Church House, Westminster: 
"If the church wants to retain 
a relationship with the state as 
symbolised with the head of 
stale, there is no way of 
avoiding the constitutional 
machinery of state.” 

Dr Habgood challenged 
moves to distance the church 
from the state in appointing 
suffragan bishops, deans and 
provosts. He was speaking in a 
debate on the report Senior 
Church Appointments, which 
recommends moving the pow¬ 
er to appoint suffragan bish¬ 
ops and deans from the prime 
minister to the archbishops of 
Canterbury and York. 

He said that the present 
system worked fairly and for 
the benefit of the church. 
Suffragan bishops are chosen 
by diocesan bishops and sub¬ 
mitted through the prime 
minister for approval by the 
Queen. Deans are appointed 
by the Queen after a wide 
consultation by the prime 


minister’s appointments secre¬ 
tary. 

Dr Habgood said the 
Queen was Supreme Gover¬ 
nor of the church by virtue of 
being head of state. He added; 
To suggest, therefore, that 
she might act as Supreme 
Governor in a way which 
deliberately bypasses her nor¬ 
mal constitutional relation¬ 
ship with the state would be to 
undermine its basis.” 

The Very Rev .Eric Evans, 
dean of St Paul’s, said parts of 
the report showed a “ghetto 
mentality" and would lead to 
“colourless, monochrome, 
committee-designed deans". 

Canon Ivor Smith-Camer- 
on. one of the few black people 
who has held a senior job in 
the church, said the present 
system had led to racist bias. 
The report’s proposals would 
encourage the church to use 
the gifts of black people.

THE number of one-par¬ 
ent families has doubled in 
the past 20 years with up 
to two minion children 
living in such a household, 
according to a report pub¬ 
lished yesterday. 

More than half of lone 
mothers are separated or 
divorced but the most 
rapidly rising group is 
single unmarried mothers, 
rising from 90.000 in 
197! to 360.000 in 1989 
and representing 31 per 
cent of all lone-parent 
families. As a proportion 
of all families with depen¬ 
dent children. single 
mothers who have never 
married rose from 1 to 6 
per cent from 1971 to 
1991. with 93 per rent of 
them on income support 

Seven out of ten single¬ 
parent families are depen. 
dent on income support, 
compared with a third in 
the early 1970s.

Ward trial called yesterday for 
changes in the conduct of 
serious fraud trials after order¬ 
ing that the defendant's costs 
about E2 million be borne 
by the Crown.

At present 
the prosecution in criminal 
trials had to “lay bare its store 
of knowledge to the defence” 
but the defence need not 
reciprocate, and could “set up 
an ambush at any stage in the 
trial process". 

“One of the consequences of 
this imbalance is that proper 
issues of fact inducting any 
inference to be drawn from 
primary fact which the court 
and the jury may ultimately 
have to resolve, may lie buried 
until quite a late stage in tfre 
trial.” the judge said.

Failure rate high 
in showpiece cases

TH E reputation of the Serious 
Fraud Office has been dam¬ 
aged by high-profile failures 
during the past year, prompt¬ 
ing calls for reform and more 
care in the initial laying of 
charges. 

The overturning of convic¬ 
tions in the Blue Arrow fraud 
trial last July, and the acquittal 
of Thomas Ward on Monday 
in the final chapter of the long- 
running Guinness affair, are 
examples of the SFO’s failure 
to achieve its goals in large- 
scale cases. 

The powers of the SFO to 
compel suspects to answer 
questions have been under- 
mined recently in a test case 
involving one of the four men 
charged in the Maxwell 
pensions case. During a so- 
called section two interview, 
witnesses lose the right to 
silence but the ruling last week 
leaves the SFO with much less 
room for manoeuvre and 
means each case must be 
derided on its own merits.

So far. there has 
been only a handful of charges 
brought against the four de¬ 
fendants in the Maxwell case, 
and charges against Asfl Na¬ 
dir of Polly Peck have been 
reduced. 

The SFO has several other 
cases due to commence over 
the next three months, includ¬ 
ing the Bestwood case where 
the company’s former chair¬ 
man, Tony Cole, faces 20 
charges including the alleged 
theft of £1.2 million. The trial 
of the personal fund manager 
Roger Levitt, accused of steal¬ 
ing from clients, is due to start 
in September.

Major pressed over 
new bill to ratify 
Maastricht treaty

THE government was under 
pressure last night to explain 
whether it would have to bring 
forward fresh legislation on 
Maastricht if the social chap¬ 
ter protocol was removed from 
British legislation. 

The prospect of a second bill 
was raised by MPs as they 
pondered the government rul¬ 
ing that defeat on the social 
chapter would not prevent 
ratification of the treaty, and 
after John Smith had accused 
the prime minister of “slippery 
manoeuvres" to deny MPs a 
decisive say over die provision, 

MPs questioned whether 
the government would have 
power to authorise payments 
towards the administration of 
the soda! chapter, as envis¬ 
aged in the treaty, if there was 
no British law that required 
them to so. Others said the 
government would be left def¬ 
enceless in the European 
Court in actions under the 
soda! chapter, if the protocol 
enshrining the British opt-out 
was not included in British 
legislation. 

As Tory Euro-sceptics 
planned their tactics for the 


next debates on the bQl, start¬ 
ing cm Monday, Sir Teddy 
Taylor raised a succession of 
legal questions in a letter to 
Douglas Hurd, the foreign 
secretary. He also called on 
Mr Hurd to publish the 
contrasting advice of the For¬ 
eign Office legal department 
and the Attorney-general.

Tunnel rail link to test new rules

BUILDING the 6S-mile 
Channel tunnel rail link will 
test the new public and private 
sector joint ventures of the 
1990s, Stephen Dorrell. the 
financial secretary to the Trea¬ 
sury, will tell MPs today. 

New rules to encourage 
public and private sector part¬ 
nerships could revolutionise 
the provision of transport in¬ 
frastructure. from mainlines 
to motorways. Mr Dorrell will 
tell the Treasury and civil 
service committee. 

Government attempts to re¬ 
cruit private sector capital for 
new transport projects have 
been limited to minor schemes 
like the Dartford river crossing 
and the Birmingham north¬ 
ern relief road. Now ministeis 
want the private sector to take 
on a far bigger role. 

The new rules, which were 
unveiled in the Chancellor's 


Autumn Statement, attempt 
to eliminate the government's 
traditional hostility towards 
public/private sector joint ven¬ 
tures. providing that there is a 
sensible “sharing" of the risks. 

Mr Dorrell said the initia¬ 
tive was part of the govern¬ 
ment’s attempt to “challenge 
the conventional wisdom 
about what services should be 
provided by the public sector”. 
Up to now private sector 
capital has been seen as a way 
of funding small-scale infra¬ 
structure projects. “What we 
are now saying is that it can be 
the main option,” he added. 

Discussion of the new part¬ 
nerships had focused on the 
possible use of toll roads to 
help to develop the motorway 
network. Mr Dorrell said. But 
it also applied to new railway 
infrastructure. 

The initiative also marks the 


end of the government's oppo¬ 
sition to using subsidies to 
help build die high-speed rail 
link between Folkestone and 
London. Although the 
amount of support has yet to 
be worked out, the principle 
has effectively been conceded.

The reforms, which range 
from the privatisation of 
nationalised industries to the 
introduction of the citizen's 
charter, had widespread pub¬ 
lic support because they at¬ 
tempted to subject the public 
sector to the same market 
disciplines faced by the pri¬ 
vate sector, he said 

“The quality of spending 
should be analysed every bit 
as closely as its quantity, and 
never again should the elec¬ 
torate be presented with a 
false choice between low rates 
of taxation and high stan¬ 
dards of service," Mr 
WaJdegrave said 

Having privatised the non- 
essential functions of state, it 
was vital that government 
found “practical methods for 
preventing the remaining 
public sector from reinfecting 
itself with the old ills of , 
inefficiency, insensitivity, and j 
waste”. This was bring 
achieved as a result of the 
government’s market testing 
programme, which seeks to 
do to Whitehall what compul¬

UN prepares to take off the 
gloves as world policeman

IN NEW YORK 

the United Nations is start¬ 
ing to adopt a more aggressive 
policy towards deploying UN 
troops that could turn the 
organisation into the police¬ 
man of the post-Cold war 
world. In coming days 
Boutros Boutros Ghali. die 
strong-willed secretaiy-gener- 
al. wjl present his proposal for 
the first “peace-enforcement" 
mission under UN command 
a multinational corps of up 
to 25.000 men replacing the 
US-led force in Somalia. 

The plan will empower the 
UN force, led by a three-star 
Turkish general, to use force 
in the pursuit of peace in the 
famine-stricken country even 
if local leaders object. For the 
rust time, a large number of 
American troops on active 
duty — up to 5.000 specialists 
in logistics, communications 
and intelligence — would be 
placed under UN command. 

The Somalia plan is only the 
most dramatic example of the 
UN's willingness to deploy 
large numbers of “blue hel¬ 
mets" and authorise them to 
use force. Previous rules of 
peacekeeping, stipulating that 
UN troops could only be 
deployed with the consent of 
both sides in a conflict and use 
force only in self-defence, are 
now honoured almost as 
much in the breach as in the 
observance. UN troops in 
Bosnia are allowed to fight to 
meet their mandate of deliver¬ 
ing humanitarian aid, and the 
beefed-up UN bonder guard 
on the Iraq-Kuwait frontier is 
under orders to remain there. 

The UN has also sent a 
battalion of soldiers to police 
the borders of Macedonia 
without the consent of neigh¬ 
bouring states — the fust 
“preventive deployment" of 
peacekeepers. 

The organisation’s tougher 
stance has largely been forced 
on it but senior officials, 
including Dr Boutros Ghali. 


■ The use of force in peacekeeping is at 
the top of the agenda. Some UN members 
will strongly resist any frontline role 


accept that this is inevitable. In 
his Agenda for Peace, an 
ambitious blueprint the secre¬ 
tary-general called last sum¬ 
mer for more “preventive 
deployment" of peacekeepers, 
for the creation of "peace- 
enforcement units", and for 
the setting-up of a United 
Nations reserve army. 

The inadequacy of previous 
peacekeeping rules has be¬ 
come increasingly apparent as 
UN forces have suffered a 
series of embarrassments.

In neighbouring Croatia, 
even the presence of 14.000 
UN troops could not stop 
Serbs reclaiming their heavy 
weapons from supposed UN 
control in a recent offensive. 

UN observers on the Iraq- 
Kuwait border were powerless 
to stop repeated Iraqi incur¬ 
sions into Kuwaiti temtoiy. In 
Cambodia, Khmer Rouge 
guerrillas have repeatedly kid¬ 


napped UN soldiers, while in 
Angola United Nations troops 
have been forced to retreat 
after the collapse of the peace 
process and renewed civil war. 

The UN has promised to 
press ahead with elections in 
Cambodia despite the Khmer 
Rouge and to send some 
7,500 peacekeepers to police a 
peace accord in Mozambique, 
more than ten times the 
number sent to Angola. 

Dr Boutros Ghali has said it 
might be necessary to 
strengthen the UN force in 
Croatia if no progress is made 
towards a peace settlement 
between the government and 
the Serb minority. 

The tougher approach led 
this month to a changing of 
the guard at the organisation’s 
peacekeeping department in 
New York. M arrack Gould¬ 
ing, an undersecretary gener¬ 
al noted for his cautious 
attitude, has been moved side¬ 
ways from peacekeeping to a 
political department A Brit¬ 
on. he was replaced by Kofi 
Annan of Ghana. 

One immediate result could 
be that America succeeds in 
persuading the UN hierarchy 
to build a special 24-hour 
control centre for UN peace¬ 
keeping operations, some¬ 
thing that Mr Goulding 
resisted. 

Now also working in the 
peacekeeping department are 
seven senior military officers, 
seconded by their govern¬ 
ments. who are preparing a 
UN reserve army. Theywfll 
soon contact UN members to 
try to persuade them to place 
contingents on standby for 
UN duty in the hope of 
establishing a reserve force of 
some 40,000 men.

His message, which encom¬ 
passed the possibility of Japa¬ 
nese participation in new UN 
peace-enforcement units and 
activities in Europe and Afri¬ 
ca, particularly Somalia, 
touched a nerve and exposed 
the contradiction that lies at 
the heart of Tokyo's ambitions 
to be a force in international 
affairs. 

Mr Miyazawa reportedly 
expressed understanding of 
Dr Boutros Ghali's request, 
but said that constitutional 
restraints would make a wider 
Japanese role difficult. Japan 
should not attempt to amend 
its 1947 constitution. “We 
should never again become a 
military power," he said. 

Dr Boutros Ghali's uncom¬ 
promising statement is just the 
latest in a chorus of voices 
from within the UN and from 
Tokyo’s most important trad¬ 
ing partners, calling for a 
Japanese international polit¬ 
ical role proportional to its. 
economic might Tokyo is 
interpreting these messages as 
accusations that Japan- is too 
rich and powerful to continue 
its policy of “omni-directional 
diplomacy” — smiling politely 
at all sides from beneath the 
shade of an American-main¬ 
tained nuclear umbrella. 

To mollify its critics, on 
whom Japan as an export 
driven economy depends, To¬ 
kyo is seeking a more conspic¬ 
uous role in world politics. Its 
goal is a permanent seat on 
the security council, a reward 
which Tokyo believes would 
justly reflect the fact that Japan 
is die largest contributor to 
UN coffers after America. 

But Dr Boutros Ghali's visit

said, a psychological leap for 
Germany. “After all. we have 
been educated for 40 years 
that we should hesitate as for 
as any military involvement is 
concerned ... and now, after 
the Cold war, everybody is 
expecting Germany to change 
its positron in a very short 
time,” be said. 

As for as the SPD was 
concerned, the constitution 
could be changed to permit 
serious peacekeeping opera¬ 
tions. Herr Klose could see no

“I am ready to talk about this 
next step in five years.” 

The result of these differing 
positions is a political stale¬ 
mate in Bonn that seems to 
exclude or at least diminish 
German participation in the 
big. vital debates about the 
future of Western security.

Yeltsin summons 
MPs in attempt to 
end power struggle

PRESIDENT Yeltsin last 
night called for an emergency 
session of Russia's supreme 
legislature, the Congress of 
People's Deputies, to end a 
power struggle crippling the 
country. A statement from Mr 
Yeltsin's press office said the 
session could take place in the 
first ten days of March and 
would concentrate on ratifying 
a constitutional agreement 
Earlier, Mr Yeltsin met his 
rival for power, Ruslan 
Khasbuiatov, the parliamen¬ 
tary Speaker, in an attempt to 
defuse the damaging power 
struggle between parliament 
and the presidency. 

The two men began talks 
behind dosed doors in the 
Kremlin afteT Mt Yeltsin said 
that he was prepared to con¬ 
tinue with the negotiations 
despite leaving Moscow to 
begin a surprise holiday at his 
country dacha yesterday. 

The meeting is the second 
encounter in a week in which 
Mr Khasbuiatov has pressed, 
with increasing vigour, parlia¬ 
ment's daim to be the repre¬ 
sentative forum in the country. 
The last meeting, brokered by 


Valeri Zorkin, chairman of the 
constitutional court ended in 
failure. Yesterday, the meeting 
proceeded without a middle¬ 
man. a move that may signal 
that Mr Yeltsin intends to use 
it to thrash out a deal with the 
benefit of confidentiality. 

The Russian leader is facing 
strong pressure to devolve 
more power to the conserva¬ 
tive parliament, but fears los¬ 
ing control of the reform 
process if he does so. He has 
been wrong-footed by Mr 
Khasbuiatov over the planned 
referendum in April, which 
initially was called by Mr 
Yeltsin to establish a public 
mandate for his rule and end 
the debilitating deadlock. 

Mr Khasbuiatov. however, 
is insisting that the vote should 
be accompanied by a vote of 
confidence in the president, a 
rest that Mr Yeltsin, beset by 
economic problems, is not 
keen to undergo. 

The Russian president’s 
abrupt departure for a 12-day 
holiday is apparently intended 
to give him time to reflect on 
possible escape routes from 
the impasse, free of Mr Khas- 


bulatov’s harrying. He is also 
described by his staff as being 
over-tired. The departure inev¬ 
itably has drawn fire from his 
opponents, who see it as a 
flight from the fray. 

As the atmosphere becomes 
increasingly fraught, Viktor 
Chernomyrdin, the prime 
minister, has said that Russia 
could follow the Soviet Union 
into dissolution if regional 
leaders sought to exploit Mos¬ 
cow’s confusion by trying to 
grab power. He told politi¬ 
cians in the Siberian city of 
Tomsk; “To a certain extent 
tiie process that led to the 
disintegration of tile Soviet 
Union is now taking place in 
Russia. There can be no 
strong Russia if the regions 
are strong.” 

Siberia is Russia’s most 
resource-rich region and its 
leaders are pressing for in¬ 
creased autonomy. Mr 1 
Yeltsin, who needs regional 
allies, has said that he will 
devolve power, but Mr 
Chernomyrdin reflects the 
fears of many Russians that 
that process could lead to the 
Russian Federation splitting.

Holy days may be numbered

GERMANS enjoy their bank 
holidays. Indeed, few Euro¬ 
pean countries have so many. 
And nobody in Germany has 
so many as the Bavarians, who 
celebrate 14 national and 
religious festivals. 

In these straitened and secu¬ 
lar times, however, many 
people, especially in the more 
puritan north, are beginning 
to wonder whether this is too 
much. Can the country afford 
to down tools so often? Berlin¬ 
ers, reeling under the burden 
of unification, have now chal¬ 
lenged the Catholic southern¬ 
ers to do their bit for die 
austerity package by giving up 
some of their more obscure 
Christian feasts. 

Top of the list to go is Whit 
Monday. Also targeted are 
Epiphany, Corpus Christi, As¬ 
cension day. All Saints’ and 
“Peace day”, a thanksgiving 
for the end of the Thirty Years' 
war now observed only in 
Augsburg. The Protestant 
north enjoys none of these. 


Predictably, the north’s pro¬ 
posals have provoked uproar, 
with the bishops weighing in 
firmly against any curtailment 
of holy merriment Max 
StreibI, the Bavarian prime 
minister, who is himself under 
a doud for enjoying too many 
holidays at foe expense of a 
very rich and dearly secular 
commercial company, has 
promised the church his full 
support for maintaining the 
holidays. 

In search of ammunition, 
expats in Bonn have been 
looking at the religious signifi¬ 
cance of some of the holidays. 
They have found that Whit 


They have found that Whit 
Monday is a particularly spu¬ 
rious festival and that Chris¬ 
tianity would not be in tiie 
slightest damaged if it became 
a working day, which it al¬ 
ready is in Catholic Italy. 

Germans, a recent survey 
found, now admit they are 
living beyond their means and 
not working hard enough. But 
few are mlling to sacrifice 


holidays hallowed by tradi¬ 
tion: the only one most people 
are willing to forgo is the most 
recently instituted — Unity 
day, on October 3 which, for 
an increasing number of 
people in both east and west, is 
something of a hollow joke. 

In any case, the trade 
unions argue, giving up holi¬ 
days will hardly help tiie 
economy since so many people 
are now unemployed or on 
short-time working that an 
extra day of work would have 
only theoretical relevance. 

Nobody has yet suggested 
working on Rose Monday, , 
Ash Wednesday or the femi- ■ 
rusts’ day of empowerment, 
“Wenches’ Night”, the Thurs¬ 
day before. Any politician 
airing such an idea would 
quickly join the parade of 
"fools” who dominate the 
streets and pubs of Cologne 
for what seems to outsiders the 
interminable month or more 
of Kamival the Rhineland's 
favourite holiday.

Serbs test UN will 
in third day of 
convoy blockade

SERB leaders came under 
growing international pres¬ 
sure yesterday as a United 
Nations aid convoy was pre¬ 
vented for the third consecu¬ 
tive day from entering eastern 
Bosnia. 

On Monday. Cyrus Vance, 
the UN peace envoy, spoke to 
Slobodan Milosevic, the Ser¬ 
bian president, and Britain 
yesterday delivered official 
protests to Serbia and Bosnian 
Serb leaders. 

The convoy, destined for the 
surrounded Muslim enclave 
of Gerska, has been held up on 
the Yugoslav bank of the 
Drina river since Sunday, 
despite repeated assurances of 
free passage from Radovan 
Karadzic, the Bosnian Serb 
leader. Local commanders 
told the UN High Commis¬ 
sioner for Refugees (UNHCR) 
convoy that the order to stop 
the ten trucks had come from 
General Ratko Mladic, the 
Bosnian Serb military chief. 

Michael Robinsoa Brit- 
ant’s charge d’affaires in Bel¬ 
grade, yesterday reminded 
Serb leaders of the commit¬ 
ments that they have made 
about aid deliveries. No Euro¬ 
pean Communityprotest has 
yet been lodged but diplomat- 
ic scRirces said that they expect-. 
edthe issue to bediscussed in 
Brussels today. 

On Monday the Bosnian 
Serb military chief in Zvontik 
ordered a contingent of 
French UN convoy escort 
troops to- leave town, but 
according to the UNHCR they 
have stood their ground. "It's 
pretty tense,” said Lyndall 
Sachs, a UNHCR spokes¬ 
woman in Belgrade. 

Another convoy, bound for 
the enclave of Gorazde, was 
allowed to pass through the 
town yesterday. But UNHCR 
officials were pessimistic about 
its chances of getting through. 
Convoys for Gorazde have 
been blocked for the past three 
weeks further south at 
Rogatica. 

Sylvana Foa. a UNHCR 
spokeswoman in Geneva, crit¬ 
icised Bosnian Muslim lead¬ 
ers who are refusing to 
distribute aid in Sarajevo until 
die organisation manages to 
deliver aid to the Drina valley 
enclaves. She accused them of 


“depriving their own people of 
food for political reasons*', 
adding: “Our people are very 
depressed because when they 
see a UNHCR truck going 
down the road people chase 
the truck begging, because 
they think there's food in it. 
The people of Sarajevo are 
beginning to get hungry.” 

The Ceiska convoy carries 
not only food but much- 
needed medicine as weL Tony 
Land, a UNHCR official in 
Sarajevo, said that in all the 
Drina enclaves, operations 
were having to be performed 
without anaesthetic. “Th^ use 
alcohol,” he said. "The patient 
drinks himself unconscious 
and then the surgeon does the 
job ax top speed.” 

International concern about 
the Cerska convoy arises 
because the enclave has be¬ 
come the symbol of a test of 
strength involving file UN 
and the international com¬ 
munity as a whole, the Mus¬ 
lim-dominated government in 
-Sarajevo and the Bosnian 
Serbs. Following the Croatian 
attack on UN-“ protected” 
Serb-held territoiy in Croatia, 
and the continuing failure of 
the UNHCR to get food to 
more than 100,000 Muslims 
irv tfifr-'fendaves. the UNY 
atedib3ftyisasaii ail-time low 
with' aH ’sides. Cerska has 
become an opportunity for the 
UN to retrieve some of its 
standing. 

The issue has also thrown 
the spotlight on Dr Karadzic.

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Mitterrand lays ‘dirty war’ dead to rest amid the mimosa

BENEATH a lone pine tree 
on a Mediterranean hillside. 
President Mitterrand yester¬ 
day formally laid to rest the 
remains of 27,000 service¬ 
men and civilians who were 
kilted in Inrinrihma , an art 
which sought to efface the 
tegacy of bitterness felt by 
many who served in France’s 
“dirty war*’. 

In a moving c e rem ony that 
began with the Cast Post 
from a marine bugler. M 
Mitterrand opened a nat¬ 
ional necropolis and memori¬ 
al to the "wars of Indochina”, 
a pink-washed complex in a 


natural amphitheatre sur¬ 
rounded by pines and mimo¬ 
sa and overlooking the sea. 

Generals, admirals and 
hundreds of bemedalled vet¬ 
erans looked on In the pale 
sunshine as the president 
spoke of the sense of aban¬ 
donment and ingratitude 
which many had fait after 
their service in the battte- 
fields of Cochinchine, Aman, 
Laos and Cambodia, the 
lands of French Indochina. 

“You had to wait 40 years 
to be recognised,” he said, 
referring to tiie recent deci¬ 
sion to give formal war- 
veteran status to tire 
survivors. ‘There are saoi- 
fices which the vicissitudes of 


history do not erase.” Im¬ 
mured in the crypt are the 
remains of 24,000 military 
and 3.000 civilians, brought 
back over the past few years 
under agreements with the 
Hanoi government. Most of 
the mititajry had passed 
through this Riviera camp on 
their way to do their bit in 
France’s doomed effort to 
retain its empire, an effort 
which, like that of America a 
decade later, enjoyed little 


More than 90.000 died 
between 1946 and Dien Bien 
Phu in 1954. one of the 
greatest battlefield humilia¬ 
tions in French history. Aft 
their names are to be en¬ 


graved on a wall which 
intersects the circular monu¬ 
ment. a device similar to tiie 
Washington Vietnam Me¬ 
morial. Half of the dead at 
Dien Bien Phu came from 
the Foreign Legion. Their 
comrades stood guard in 
Frfjus yesterday. 

By a coincidence, as M 
Mitterrand noted, he had 
visited Dien Bien Phu only 
last Wednesday on a trip 
which reconciled France and 
Vietnam., bat also evoked 
anger from senior officers. 
Some were incensed by the 
president’s meeting with 
General Vo Nguyen Giap, 
the engineer of the French 
and American defeats. Gen¬ 


eral Marcel Bigeari, who 
served as a captain of the 
Colonial Infantry at Dien 
Bien Phu refused to accom¬ 
pany the president to Viet¬ 
nam, though he stood beside 
huninFrtjns yesterday. Gen¬ 
eral Bigeard and other veter¬ 
ans have made no secret of 
their disdain for the politi¬ 
cians who opposed the war. 
among them the young Fiat i- 
$ois Mitterrand. As a govenv 
ment minister at the time, M 
Mitterrand called the war 
“an error”. 

After the ceremony. M 
Mitterrand sought to set his 
record straight, talking of his 
“anguish” in seeing the evi¬ 
dence of such great sacrifice. 


“I never thought that that 
sacrifice was pointless. 
Something was sown there.” 
he said, speaking inside the 
old town hall of FWjus. Those 
seeds had given Vietnam a 
special tie with France which 
had just been reborn. 

Inc polemics over the war 
have still not died.

The Hang Seng Index fell 
sharply, rose sharply and fell 
again to dose slightly higher 
as investors took profits quick¬ 
ly just in case anything went 
wrong to destroy toe market’s 
new-found political confi¬ 
dence, brokers said. Yet out¬ 
side the stock market, the talks 
were seen as a Chinese stalling 
tactic to prevent Mr Patten's 
reforms being adopted by the 
colony’s legislauire. 

Since Mr Patten proposed 
broadening toe franchise for 
the Legislative Council last 
October, China has rejected 
any discussion of political 
reform in advance of its take¬ 
over of the colony in 1997. It 
has threatened to set up alter¬ 
native government institu¬ 
tions, and blocked progress on 
toe colony's ambitious new 
port and airport construction 
plans, in an attempt to get the 
proposals withdrawn. 

Both sides’ positions have 
become so entrenched that it 
would be hard for either to 
make concessions in public. 
However, local commentators 
say Mr Patten could not 
guarantee that any deal made 

in secret would be approved by 
the legislature. 

The flurry of reports in local 
Chinese-language newspapers 
this week comes as toe govern¬ 
ment is due to table the reform 
bill in the legislature by the 
end of the month. Unusually, 
although the governor’s adv¬ 
isory executive council has 
endorsed the bin, Hong Kong 
has delayed official publica¬ 
tion of the draft. 

Instead a copy has been 
handed to the Chinese govern¬ 
ment by Sir Robin McLaren, 


the British ambassador to 
Peking, apparently at China's 
request 

In response to the latest 
reports in Hong Kong’s Chi- 
nese-ianguage papers of a 
possible breakthrough, China 
has denied at toe highest level 
that it is dropping its demand 
for Mr Patten to withdraw the 
proposals. 

The Peking-owned media 
in Hong Kong, normally the 
best guide to China’s thinking, 
warned “Hong Kong compa¬ 
triots" not to be misted. Wen 
Wei Po, a mouthpiece for the 
People's Republic, said reports 
that China had softened its 
stance were a strategy to force 
Peking to accept the reforms 
as a fait accompli

The Peking-funded 
paper said the book portrayed 
British efforts to its vested 
interests in India, Pakistan, 
Cyprus, and toe former Afri¬ 
can colonies.

Jackson 
joins 
fast over 
HIV ban

IN NEW YORK 

THE Rev Jesse Jackson has 
gone on hunger strike in an 
effort to persuade President 
Clinton to honour his cam¬ 
paign pledge to lift the ban on 
foreigners infected with HIV 
entering America. 

Mr Jackson, who started a 
water-only fast on Sunday, 
said he might launch a nation¬ 
wide fast over the ban. im¬ 
posed by President Bush, if it 
was not reversed in a week. 

Last weekend, Mr Jackson 
met 15 of the 267 Haitians 
being held at the US naval 
base at Guant&namo in Cuba 
who have been denied entry to 
the US because they are HTV- 
positive. Many of toe refugees, 
who were picked up from 
makeshift boats bound for the 
US, are also on hunger strike. 
“We will not drink water," 
they said in a written state¬ 
ment handed to Mr Jackson, 
“now we are at the point 
where we see that the only 
solution is to put our lives in 
toe hands of God.” 

Mr Jackson said on Mon¬ 
day: “The Haitians at Guanfa- 
namo are facing desperation 
and death. I am fasting with 
them in an attempt to touch 
the hearts of our leadership." 

During the election cam¬ 
paign, Mr Clinton promised 
to allow foreigners infected 
with the virus that causes Aids 
to enter the country, but since 
he took office he has done 
nothing to change toe policy.

Saharawis say there are three 
vital ingredients for a 
So ofifa - people ttme “f 1 
vJ!od.

For 
the Saharawis tea-drinking is 
an important social event and 
they never serve fewer than 
three cups at a time. 

The camps are well 
organised and divided into 
districts. Local committees are 
responsible for handing out 
food from the UN and other 
international bodies. Supplies 
of sugar, beans, flour, milk 
powder and other essentials 
are brought in once a month 
fcy truck over dirt tracks across 


the hard, stony desert. But the 
aid is not enough and the 
Saharawis have supplemented 
these supplies by cultivating 
toe desert Circled by 6ft mud- 
brick walls, vegetable gardens 
yield onions, carrots and pota¬ 
toes in winter and melons in 
summer. 

“I was surprised at how 
much can be grown in the 
desert." said Baba Eftiid, who 
studied agriculture in Spain 
and Cuba. Most of toe fresh 
vegetables are used to supple¬ 
ment toe dirt of the young. 
Adults are outnumbered by 
children, who run around toe 
camp in iD-fitting hand-me- 
downs. “We are toe smallest 
people in toe region and have 
been at war since 1975. We 
urge families to have as many 
children as they can," said Mr 
Mhedi. 

Saharawi families often 
have as many as seven child¬ 
ren, but some babies do not 
survive the harsh desert life. 
One family said that three of 


their seven children had died, 
the oldest at four. Most of toe 
patients at the main hospital 
are children, but the ladt of 
lavatories puts everyone at 
risk. 

There are few men in the 
camps. Most are across toe 
frontier in Western Sahara, 
serving in the J 5,000-strong 
Polisano army. For 18 
months there has been a lull in 
the fighting, after toe intro¬ 
duction of a UN-sponsored 
ceasefire. The Polisano fight¬ 
ers, mostly in their twenties, 
also spend toe day drinking 
tea arid keeping toe sand out 
of their old Kalashnikov rifles. 

Polisano says it controls 
about a third of Western 
Sahara. At toe military base of 
Bir Lahlou, 150 miles inside 
toe territory, there is little 
optimism about toe UN peace 
plan. “There has been too 
much fighting," said AXi Sa¬ 
lem Abd el-Salhaq. 22. “But 
we are ready to take up arms 
again if toe peace plan fails.”

Anatomy of a child murder hunt 
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HOURS after 
the disap¬ 
pearance of 
James ■ 
Bulger. left, 
last ’weekend, 
Merseyside 
detectives 
were already 
storing their 
first witness 
statements and descriptions on the 
special computer designed fay the 
Home Office for important investi¬ 
gations. The two-year-old was then 
officially still a missing child, not a 
murder victim, but no one takes 
chances. Seasoned detectives have 
a simple rule of thumb. If there are 
no strong leads or suspects in the 
first few days the case may be long 
and hard. 

The urgency will not have been 
lost on Det Supt Albert Kirby, who 
is beading the Bulger investiga¬ 
tion. The murder scene is still fresh. 
The memories of witnesses are 
dear. Publicity is at its zenith, 
prompting a flow of information 
and putting pressure on the 
murdererfs). 

Merseyside police, according to a 
report by the inspector of constabu¬ 
lary published yesterday, achieved 
a 100 per cent detection rate for 
murder in 199!. the latest figures 
available, despite a rise of 27 per 
cent in killings. Now the force faces 
the challenge of a case which must 
rank as one of the worst seen in any 
British dty- Special profile tech¬ 
niques may suggest the type of 
oerson who killed the boy and 
forensic science may be able to 
corroborate the strength of any 
suspicion. The task for the police is 
to scour the middle ground. 

Yesterday the force had commit¬ 
ted 150 officers to the case. 5 per 
cent of the force's patrol and CID 
manpower. Using an array of 
techniques, both simple and techni¬ 
cal, Mr Kirby, a veteran of other 
child crime cases on Merseyside, is 
exploiting everything in his 
armoury. 

PHONE LINES 
SINCE the setting up of the 
incident room at Marsh Lane 
police station in Bootle, Mersey¬ 
side, last Sunday, thousands of calls 
have been taken from members of 
the public on the original telephone 
number. 051-777 2655. Yesterday 
another number also came into 
operation — 051-777 6488 — 
making available more than eight 
lines. Police set up help lines very 
quickly in murder investigations, 
aware that very often people may 
not want to be seen talking to foe 
police. Hoaxes are often very easy 
to spot and are not widespread. 
The Rachel Nickell case, for exam¬ 
ple, has produced vety few. 

Help lines have been proved to 
catch offenders, and the 
Crimestoppers system borrowed 
from America, whereby people ring 
in anonymously and offer informa¬ 
tion in return for a reward, has a 
good track record for lesser crimes 
such as burglary. 

Officers working on the banks of 
computers and telephone lines in 
Merseyside will log every call, 
gather foe information received 
and enter it into a computer, the 
Merseyside force says it has not had 
such an overwhelming response 
from the public since the 1985 
Heysel football stadium disaster 
when 39 people died. 

But yesterday afternoon officers 
were still waiting for "the one call” 
that would lead them positively to 
the two beys, who police believe wffl 
be able to help them with their 
enquiries, seen with James in foe 
Strand shopping centre in Bootle 
last Friday afternoon. In this case, 
foe police may find it difficult to 
pick up information from among 
juveniles. 

The police effort has been intens¬ 
ified owr the past 48 hours with 30 
officers in the incident room work¬ 
ing round the clock. 

STATEMENTS AND 
ENQUIRIES 

POLICE started making street 
enquiries around the area of the 
Bootle shopping centre vety soon 
after James disappeared. 

On the discovery of the boy’s 
body, street enquiries began in foe 
Walton area. Enquiries at local 
schools have been hampered fay the 
half-term holiday this week but

FORENSIC SCIENCE 


BY NOW foe first reports from foe scene of crime officers, foe patholo¬ 
gist and the forensic science laboratory have arrived on the desk of Det 
Supt Kirby, who is heading foe investigation. The pathologist’s report 
win give time of death, cause of death and method of inflicting death. 
Any wounds or bruising might indicate foe age, height and maturity 
of foe attacksr(s). There could also be indications of whether the murder¬ 
ers) might have been blood-stained or scratched by the child. Evi¬ 
dence of skin or blood would go to the forensic science laboratory. 

Scene of crime officers will have photographed foe area where the 
body was found and collected anything of possible significance. The soil 
round the body was sifted and foe trade examined. Police have already 
displayed a set of batteries and a small tin of paint which they link to the 
dead boy. Both could yield fingerprints. Body fluids such as saliva or 
blood left by foe attacker(s) may be in sufficient amounts to provide a 
DNA identification which can be matched with a suspect 

The boy's dothing and body may reveal pieces of fabric from the 
dothing of his attackers which can be matched later microscopically. Fo¬ 
rensic science laboratories now keep an extensive index of textiles used 
or imported into Britain. In a serial rape investigation in foe 1980s, sci¬ 
entists were able to make successful matches between a suspect's 
dofoes and material left on victims. 


VIDEO CAMERAS 


VIDEO pictures have been a vital and unexpected source of informa¬ 
tion in the investigation into James’s murder- Detectives believe that 
someone must now know the identity of the two beys seen with James 
and pictured in the blurred security camera images that have been used 
on scores of posters in foe Bootle and Walton areas. Hours of tapes 
taken on the security cameras at die Strand shopping centre have been 
examined and have allowed detectives to plot James’s movements 
down to foe second that he left the shopping complex. 

Another security camera, located on tne outside wall of a building 
company on the route to Walton village where James’s bodywas found, 
has provided foe police with further pictures of James with the two 
boys. This video film, with stills taken every force seconds, is being "com¬ 
puter enhanced" in foe hope of improving foe quality of foe images. 
This video shows in foe background three girls and a man near a junc¬ 
tion at Hawthorn Road and police have appealed for them to come 
forward. 

Merseyside police says that foe difference between foe original im¬ 
ages and foe enhanced onces is quite remarkable. “From them we 
should be able to get a better description of foe boys’ dothing and 
hopefully anyone who knows them will mare easily recognise them," a 
police spokesman said. 


more than 100 schools in the 
Bootle-Walton area are being tar¬ 
geted and staff asked to co-operate 
by disclosing the names of children 
who were absent last Friday. Tru¬ 
ancy runs at a high rate on 
Merseyside and there is a practice 
fay some pupils of registering for 
afternoon school before 
absconding. 

Every household in the area 
around the railway embankment 
where James's body was found has 
been visited twice by police officers 
and householders and shopkeepers 
interviewed. Hundreds of state¬ 
ments have been taken and are 
being collated in foe incident room 
where they will be categorised as to 
value and source and put on to foe 
computer. 

Police have also visited the video 
game arcades near the Strand 
centre, popular with young people 
who hang around there. Police say 
that a lot of petty theft takes place in 
the shopping precinct to finance an 
addiction for foe computer games 
available in the arcade. Two boys 
were reported to have accosted an 
elderly woman in the Strand centre 
earlier on Friday. 

PRESS CONFERENCES 

SO FAR there have been four press 
conferences, the most recent two 
headed by Det Supt Kirby who is 
leading the investigation. The aim 
has been to increase the pressure on 
the boys to come forward, or 


persuade whoever is guarding 
them to contact the authorities. 

Press conferences are now an 
important part of the detection 
process and are used very early on 
in an investigation. All senior CID 
or uniform officers receive national 
training in how to work with the 
press and use them, including 
lectures from working reporters. 

Police consider the presence of a 
dose relative of a missing or 


murdered person as very valuable 
because it guarantees media inter¬ 
est and therefore wider publicity. 
James’s father appeared at a press 
conference last Saturday while his 
son was still missing. Since foe 
bay’s body was found, only one 
member of the family has been 
produced at a press conference. 
John Bulger, unde of James, 
appeared briefly at yesterday's 
press conference appealing for help 


to find foe murderer, thanking foe 
public for their response and 
describing James's family as devas¬ 
tated by what had happened. 

Veiy rarely have these appeals 
produced anything from foe crimi¬ 
nals but they might reach someone 
who is dose to mem. 

REWARDS 

REWARDS for information can be 
a strong incentive, especially in 


THE COMPUTER 


MATERIAL from the scene, foe mortuary and the laboratory will 
come together in the storage discs of the Home Office computer. Dubbed 
Holmes (Home Office large major enquiry system), the computer is 
used fay every force in the country to find suspects. Capable of holding 
100 million words, the system allows foe creation of very large indexes 
vriddr can be instantly cross-referred. 

The Holmes system allows foe police to identify lay witnesses, re¬ 
construct scenes and pinpoint missing witnesses who have not come for¬ 
ward. I n the Merseyside case detectives are likdy to look at local 
intelligence on juvenile offenders such as shoplifters, drug abusers and 
thieves. Inside Holmes may be foe identity of foe two boys seen with 
James who police Believe will be able to help than with their enquiries. 

Much of the key material entered on foe computer has already been 
passed to Don Dovaston, tire assistant chief constable of Derbyshire, who 
runs a national database on 4,000 child murders going bade to 1960. 
The system, known as Catchem (Central Analytical Team Collating Ho¬ 
micide Expertise and Management), offers a general profile of pos¬ 
sible killers and suggests avenues of Investigation. Every team dealing 
with a child killing must now fin in a 230-question form which is ex¬ 
amined byCatchem officers- Data can pinpoint age, gender and details 
such as the distance the attacker lived from the murder scene.

areas such as Bootle where there is 
high unemployment In the Bulger 
case, rewards for information lead¬ 
ing to the oonviction of James’s 
murderwere offered after the boy’s 
botfy was found.

RECONSTRUCTION 

THE possibility of a reconstruction 
of James's abduction has not been 
ruled out Reconstructions are now 
commonly held after important 
incidents; it is thought to be the 
television and newspaper publicity 
that a reconstruction creates that 
brings forward more information 
rather than foe reconstruction 
itself. 

Many volunteers have offered to 
help in a reconstruction of James’s 
disappearance, and police officers 
with youngsters answering James’s 
description has said they will be 
happy for them to take part If no 
further leads to the two boys 
wanted for questioning emerge this 
week then it is likely a reconstruc¬ 
tion will be held. With such a 
weight of helpful publicity sweep¬ 
ing the enquiry along, detectives 
feel that a reconstruction at this 
stage could waste a device that 
would be useful should the investi¬ 
gation become bogged down. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL 

PROFILING 

OFFENDER profiling was used in - 
the 1980s to provide a picture of 
John Duffy, foe “railway rapisT m 
who killed three women in the 9 
home counties. David Canter, a 
professor of applied psychology at 
Surrey University, last year 
launched a degree course in investi¬ 
gative psychology. The study and 
collection of data on offenders and 
their behaviour has led to the arrest 
of rapists and murderers both in 
Britain and America. Research is 
under way into the badeground of 
80 murderers, 200 child sex abus¬ 
ers and serial killers. 

Research has been carried out fay 
various criminologists on juvenile 
offenders in general tail there is A 
nothing on child murderers nor is 
there any psychological' offender 
profiling for juveniles. 

Professor Canter believes that 
profiling is only part of foe value of 
psychology to policing. His course 
teaches police officers decision- 
making, interview techniques and 
data management Too often. Pro¬ 
fessor Canter says, foe public thinks 
of policemen looking for motives as 
a way of finding suspects. In reality 
detection is more complicated, and 
sophisticated tools are required to 
get someone into court Professor 
Canter believes it is quite possible to 
charge an offender without under¬ 
standing the reason for the crime.

I never 
thought I'd warm to Aman¬ 
da de Cadenet but i did 
when she became decently 
plump during her pregnan¬ 
cy — and from the photo¬ 
graphs. looked as if she 
didn’t give a damn. She’s 
the exception. Otherwise, 
what you get is pictures of 
models and pop stars in 
short tight black lycra 
dresses — Yasmin Le Bon, 
Angie Richmond, Yazz, 
Neneh Cherry. Jody Watfey 
— with just the bir in their 


middles sticking oul This is 
not fair. Doesn’t anyone 
know that real women get 
pregnant all oven 
When you're pregnant 
you notice, too. how eveiy 
interview with a woman 
celebrity who is expecting, or 
has recently given birth, 
includes an interrogation 
about her weight Incredi¬ 
bly. she answers, too. Heltol 
is my favourite culprit. The 
right reply, of course, is as 
lime as possible, even if that 
means (according to my 
pregnancy books) far too 
little. Patsy Kensit was the 
best example: Hello! photo¬ 
graphed her wafting around 
Cliveden at eight months 
pregnant and reported en¬ 
thusiastically how tiny she 
was.

T he trouble with civil war is that 
common cause can saddle you with 
iffy ideological bedfellows. There may 
be any number of reasons for. say. not liking 
the ait of Franco’s jib. and there you are. 
lustily dragging your 1 2 -pounder along the 
Ebro for the greater glory of the Inter¬ 
national Labour Party, only to discover 
during a fag-break thar the rest of the gun¬ 
crew comprises a Stalinist, an unrecon¬ 
structed Menshevik, an Anarcho- 
Syndicalist. a Tratskyite, a Wobblie. a 
Basque Separatist, two apolitical Glaswe¬ 
gian mercenaries, and an American novelist 
with a far advance. Not only do you not wash 
to die for these people, you do not even wish 
to die with these people, never mind it being 
quite on the cards that you might actually die 
of these people, Orwell, for example, was 
never certain who it was who shot him in the 
throat but a lot of smart money was laid on it 
having been an unemployed riveter who had 
marched from Jarrow to Catalonia and 
joined the International Brigade for the sole 
purpose of plugging Old Etonians. 

Well, today Barcelona, tomorrow Crickle- 
wood, as those at the barricades all but used 
to cry. and that tomorrow has become this 
today. For the village seethes with insurrec¬ 
tion, it has taken, quire literally, to thestreets, 
and 1 have just been invited to set my affairs 
in order, kiss my wife goodbye, and join 
revolutionary forces with all sorts and 
conditions of men who are marching off to 
lay siege to — get this — the local post office. 
And die summons is irresistible, not least 
because Cricklewood is hardly less Irish than 
Dublin, so that attacking the post office has a 
singularly stirring resonance: when l last 
visited the Ould Sod, you could still see the 
pockmarks in the breasts of the O’CbnneQ 
Street caryatids. 

But there is, of course, more to it than that 
(even here, we require a better excuse than 
mere nostalgia to knock over public build¬ 
ings) and the fact is that the Cricklewood 
Broadway Crown Post Office, to give it the 
title Her Majesty gave it when she graciously 
permitted it to set out its stall in 1955, has 
announced its intention to dose on April 2 1. 
and — here is a phrase for which God gave 
man italics — reopen for business inside the 
Food Giant hypermarket in Cricklewood 
Lane! 


S tone me, you cry, 1 can see why he 
would be prepared to sell his life dearly 
to stop that happening. Because once 
the post office has disappeared into the maw 
of that vast emporiopolis. then one more nail 
will have been driven into what die 
Broadway shopping street it has betrayed is 
rapidly becoming. I do not use the word 
emporiopolis lightly (who would?): Food 
Giant has not merely 55.000 sq ft of 
shopping, it has cafe, it has creches, it has. 
since it opened a year ago. become a 
rendezvous and a leisure centre, and if it 
gobbles our post office, as both service and 
bait then it will seduce yet more of the 
Broadway’s dwindling clientele, yet more 
little shops will disappear behind estate 
agents’ forlorn escutcheons and fly-posters 
for Snorrag Gestapo gigs. And what might 
follow? Will Food Giant attract, as other 
hypermarkets have, opticians, chiropodists, 
banks? And who can swear, in this off-hiving 
age, that it might not one day incorporate a 
surgery, a job-centre, a kindergarten, a nick? 
It will have not merely transformed 
Cricklewood. it will have transmogrified it I 
shall be living in Foodgiant 
Thar is why I shall be marching: hollering, 
as my invitation from the campaign com¬ 
mittee suggests: “No to the destruction of the 
Cricklewood community!" My only unease is 
that already signed up to march alongside 
me are local MPs Ken Livingstone, Glenda 
Jackson, and John MarehalL Good on. them, 
but if we consider their politics for a moment, 
we recall that John is the Tory who recently 
suggested that the teenage rapist who 
copped a fine of £500 should instead have 
been given "a damned good hiding" 
(Hansard), thereby simultaneously putting 
everybody on his side and taking them off it 
and that Ken and Glenda are, wefl. Ken and 
Glenda. There are, I suspect a fair number 
of different axes being ground here, but only 
one of them is mine. 

Which is why I reD all this today. Should I, 
tomorrow, cop a terminal one in the throat 1 
want you to know that I fell as a, well, son of 
a Liberal Democrat really. 



Doling out statistics 


T hree-mxliion-jobless week is 
here again and with it the 
season of unparalleled hypocri¬ 
sy. Every politician will profess 
a desire to cut the total. They will not 
mean it Of all the obscenities of a free 
society, none is greater than unemploy¬ 
ment Yet none is greeted with more 
cynicism. 

The figures mean nothing, mere 
drihblings from Whitehall's with doc¬ 
tors. The definition of unemployment 
has changed 30 times since 1979, 
almost three times a year. That officials 
can imply a trend line through such juju 
shows is astonishing. Norman Lament 
and Sir Terry Bums might as wefl be 
dressed in grass skirts and prance round 
Parliament Square chanting “dem dry 
bones”. 

What does ”claiming benefit and 
available for work” tell us of unemploy¬ 
ment when hundreds of thousands do 
not register or. for that matter, register 
and then do some form of work? What 
kind of figure gives London a higher 
percentage unemployed than Yorkshire, 
Lancashire or the Midlands? This week 
the south east will see a million “jobless", 
a third of the national total The 
government’s 1988 London labour 
market survey showed that a large 
minority of London's unemployed were, 
in effect, voluntary. Even today, to be 
jobless in London must be a wholly 
different concept from in Liverpool or 
Sunderland. 

The Labour party claims to know that 
far more are out of work than the figures 
show. How? Statistics that are tins naive 
tell us nothing useful They are a 
function of the registration system, 
women’s propensity to work, the level of 
benefit and the method of daiming. 
Trends in such shifting totals are near to 
meaningless, international comparisons 
are utterly so (yet the OECD in Paris still 
chums them out and newspapers still 
publish them). 

All 1 will accept is that in among the 
“voluntary” unemployed, the workshy 
and those who know how to con the 
system are millions of desperate victims 
of recession and technological change, 
trapped in an inflexible labour market 
and by deflationary monetary policies. 
These millions wB be briefly Sited on 
parade this week. Saluting them on the 
rostrum wfll be the panjandrums of the 
public sector, uttering soundbites of 
concern and weeping crocodile tears. 

Prominent will be John Major, his 
Chancellor and his employment secre¬ 
tary. Last week they greeted an inflation 
rate of 1.7 per cent as a triumph. It

merely proved what Keynes told us long 
ago: that if you impose a big enough 
squeeze on profits and employment you 
will sooner or later get a fall in prices. 
Enough blood drained from the body 
will eventually turn it white. Thai is not a 
policy, merely a tired experiment, in this 
case at the expense of the unemployed. 

Had the government truly cared 
about unemployment it would not this 
week have given itself another pay rise, 
of 1.5 per cent It would have reduced 
wages and spent the available money 
increasing public payrolls.

It is easy to be generous 
with public money, less easy to combat 
unemployment by forcing down real 
wages and stimulating recruitment 

Ministers claim to be embarrassed by 
high unemployment, bid they are not 
very embarrassed. Their instinctive re¬ 
sponse is to come up with programmes 
to make the unemployed more depen¬ 
dent on them, rather than less. They will 
this week boast of new public spending 
schemes as if Margaret Thatcher had 
never existed. The two latest ideas are 
intriguing*, workfare and another train¬ 
ing initiative. Both involve increases in 
public sector activity and spending at the 
expense of private. Both are examples of 
government “nationalising a problem 
that it cannot resolve". Neither are 
directed at freeing the private sector to 
make profits and employ lew-wage staff. 

The Labour party is no better. It will

John 
Smith, attacked the prime minister for 
refusing to give British workers the 
protection of the notorious "SMJC" 
(minimum wage) in France. Labour 
represents the interest of the oollectivised 
worker, not of the unemployed. The 
unemployed are the great disen¬ 
franchised. 

Britain's employment polides may be 
less injurious than Jacques Delors’s 
social charter. But as the small business 
lobby never ceases to point out, they 
remain hostile to job creation and biased 
against tire “well-springs of recovery", 
small-scale enterprise and the self- 
employed. I notice that the career choice 
of most pupils in a Teesside steelworks 
school is nowadays, for beys, catering 
and for girls, child care, jobs they believe 
they just might find down south. 

These young people will be dependent 
on a labour market — domestic, self- 
employed. small business — against 
which the Inland Revenue, Labour 


parry and trade unions fight a guerrilla 
war in the cause of higher wages and 
raxes, more security’ — and fewer jobs. 
Domestic help today must be the most 
widespread source of middle-class ille¬ 
gality in Britain. I wonder how many 
cabinet ministers would pass President 
Clinton’s “narmyga-te" test. 

The history of labour reform over the 
past century has been of a worthy desire 
to improve Victorian working condi¬ 
tions. With low unemployment, meticu¬ 
lous attention to welfare was progress. 
Nobody cared about the interests of 
those outside the charmed circle: the 
poor could always be banded public 
money. Today the gap between the 
unemployed and those enjoying the 
protection of Whitehall's “employment 
culture" has widened and is now 1 
yawning. The earnings of those in 
formal employment is. if the figures are 
to be believed, still keeping up with 
inflation. Those out of work are ever 
more left behind. 

I gnoring the unemployed must be 
a central abroganon of govern¬ 
ment Unemployment is a func¬ 
tion of labour market inflexibility. 
Combating that inflexibility is the job of 
government It was not enough for the 
government to attack union privileges in 
the 1980s or make half-hearted at¬ 
tempts at housing and training reform. 
The concept of work is changing from 
the “employer/employee" mode of the 
19tb century. Most of today's young will 
never have a single lifetime job. They 
wiB move from one skill one occupation, 
one location to another. Some of these 
jobs may demand eccentric skills but stiH 
be satisfying: the Oxford graduate 
makes tea for a video company, runs a 
restaurant or restores old canals. Work 
will be variegated activity, computerised, 
unregulated, mingled with household 
and family, hobby and season. Men’s 
careers will be as fragmented as those of 
women. Young people will slide in and 
our of the formal labour market 
The days when governments prom¬ 
ised foil employment are mercifully over. 
What is not over are governments and 
Oppositions that do nothing to make 
labour cheaper to recruit and thus 
reduce unemployment Right and left 
alike turn their backs on the unem¬ 
ployed. Labour and Conservative alike 
fill the market place with their supervi¬ 
sors, inspectors, tax gatherers, trade 
unionists. These apostles of Schedule E 
may demand tbeir place in the sun. But 
when they claim a concern for toe 
unemployed, they are lying. 


Sue before it’s too late 




JOHN MAJOR and Clare Lati¬ 
mer. who have both banked “sub¬ 
stantial" but undisclosed damages 
from the primers and distributors 
of the New Statesman article, 
made it to court just in time.

Mackay's seven-page consult¬ 
ation document. Defamation: The 
defence of innocent dissemina¬ 
tion., put an argument for chang¬ 
ing the law. “The essence of the 
case for extending the defence of 
innocent dissemination to printers 
(and distributors} is that the pos¬ 
sibility of being liable, even 
where there is no knowledge of 
negligence, places an unfair bur¬ 
den upon them," the paper said. 


“They cannot reasonably be ex¬ 
pected to scrutinise all the material 
they handle for libel, but if they 
do not, they face the risk of having 
to pay damages, which may be 
substantial" 

Mackay accepts the argument. 
In his response to the consultation, 
he wrote that it would be right to 
“allow printers as well as distribu¬ 
tors to defend libd claims based on 
defamatory content of which they 
were not aware and could not 
reasonably have been expected to 
be aware. It is therefore my 
intention that the defence of 
innocent dissemination should be 
extended to them as soon as a 
convenient legislative vehide is 
available." 

Fortunately for Major and Lati¬ 
mer, such a vehide has yet to be 
found.

O ne general point from yester¬ 
day’s response to the Tomlinson 
report should not be overiooked: 
the health secretary. Virginia Bottomiey 
has had to take personal charge or 
sorting out the capital's health provision, 
because of the abject failure of a vasr 
array of lower-tier bodies to ao so. 
Indeed, the grey regimes of what was 
Eastern Europe would have felt at home 

with the administrative arrangements 

for the NHS. No user of health care, 
unless dedicated to a career in higher 
research, could possibly understand who 

is responsible for what 

The administration of the NHS 
empire has been subject to much reform 
in rite past 20 years. A system of regions, 
areas and districts which was set up in 
1974 proved top-heavy. Area health 
authorities were duly abolished, but still 
the image of an over-governed NHS 
persisted. Waiting lists carried on 
growing. 

Most recently ministers have been 
attempting to inject the NHS with the 
disciplines of the market Such an 
approach has much to commend it not 
least because it should import a degree 
of openness and rationality into previ¬ 
ously hidden decision-making. But at 
the same time, a raft of intermediary 
bureaucracies has been sucked into foe 
administrative vacuum between the 
Department of Health and the public 
Most of the department’s day-to-day 
activities are handled by the National 
Health Service Management Executive. 
Based in Leeds, this is entirely separate 
from the department though there is a 
dose working relationship between the 
two. The management executive has 
recently spawned six new “regional 
outposts” to oversee trust hospitals. 


t "I X o not be fooled. Regional 

I 1 outposts are not the same as 
i JL-/ regional health authorities. The 
* RHAs are survivors from the 1970s 
- reforms. They receive resources from the 
department and pass the same resources 
down to lower-tier bodies. Descriptions 
of the RHAs and their functions are 
awash with words like “facilitate" 
"prioritise", “regulate", “monitor”, and 
“develop". 

The key lower-tier bodies in receipt of 
regional health authority bounty are the 
district health authority (DHA) and the 
family health service authority (FHSA). 
The former are responsible for purchas¬ 
ing hospital and community health 
services, while the latter plan and 
administer GPS. dentists and so on. 
Thus, in effect, there are two centrally- 
appointed local organisations ensuring 
provision: one for hospitals and health 
centres, and one for doctors. Their area 
boundaries are often different It is 
impossible to see any benefit from 
having separate DHAs and FHSAs. 
Both organisations are “commission¬ 
ing" health provision. Decisions made 
by one authority will have important 
implications for demands on the other. 

In parallel to the two types of local 
health authority there are a growing 
number of trusts providing hospital and 
community services, and, m addition to 
them, fund-holding GPs. GP fund- 
holders are financed directly by the 
regions. Truss receive resources in 
exchange for services provided to dis¬ 
tricts and other purchasers. 

Outside this complex administrative 
structure, every area has a community 
health council (CHQ, which is set up to 
represent the views of health service 
users. CHCs, like RHAs. DHAs and 
FHSAs, have their chairmen appointed 
fy tile government 

C onfused? The Department of 
Health, the NHS Management 
Executive, the regional outposts, 
the RHAs, the DHAs, the FHSAs land 
possibly trusts and fond-holding GPs) 1 
are, collectively, what citizens (they of the 
Charter) find interposed between them¬ 
selves and Mts Bottomiey. And, as if 
these were not enough, yesterday she

This bureaucratic quagmire contrasts 
starkly with tile system of elected local 
government in Britain. Local councils, 
you will remember, will soon be re¬ 
formed so as to make it easier for the 
elector to hold them to account. The two- 
tier system of counties and districts will 
be reduced to a single tier of unitary 
authorities. Perhaps the time has come 
for foe government to consider a little 
rationalisation doser to home. 

Two parts of the NHS administrative 
tree look ripe for pruning. The regional 
health authorities should be excised. Let 
the NHS management executive or its 
newly-grown outposts take over their 
foncuons. Further down the line, tile 
DHAs and FHSAs should be merged 
into single organisations. Indeed, a 
number of them are already trying to 
put together joint arrangements to 
minimise overlap and inefficiency. But 
tfrem up as separate bodies 
m the first place?

Here we have a prime minister, an 
unsophisticate at Number 10. who is 
notoriously sensitive to anything that news- 
^papers say. It would be unfair to cast him as 
a dupe. It would be wrong to deny his 
personal courage and resourcefulness. And 
yet he seems happy to be seduced by the 
great drama overseas while neglecting its 
effect on his own countiymen. 

Sir Gregory becomes inordinately excited 
over the prospect that a Protestant Pope, 
newly made infallible, would be able to force 
all Catholics to convert to Canterbury. What 
is the essence of Mr Major's argument over 
Maastricht? Thai Britain should be “at the 
heart of Europe"; that the presence of this 
sensible, Protestant country at the negotiat¬ 
ing table will temper those hot-headed Cath¬ 
olics intent on forging a federal superstate. 

The prime minister’s argument is fast 
losing force among the British people. Soon 
Hit will be fit for little more than comedy. The 
presence of Britain at the Maastricht 
negotiations did nothing to dampen the 
enthusiasm of other countries for economic 
and political union. They will still go ahead 
with the social chapter and a single currency 
if they want to. All Britain has achieved is an 
opt-out, just as Henry VIII opted Britain out 
of papal authority in 1534. 


And while Sir Gregory Gazette is simply a 
fool, with no malign intentions against 
anyone, John Major now seems willing to 
stop at nothing to push the Maastricht bill 
through Parliament Any legal opinion 
which suits him will do. He was happy to 
turn on a sixpence over amendment 27 on 
the soda! chapter. He let his foreign 
secretary, Douglas Hurd, face a jeering 
Commons alone on Monday. Yesterday, he 
reiterated the argument that whether MPs 
voted yes or no to this amendment mattered 
not a jot to the treaty's ratification. 

There is a fearful symmetry between the 
government's new indifference to the wishes 
of Parliament and the possibility of an 
oyermighiy Brussels ignoring the views of a 
dissenting member state once the Maas¬ 
tricht treaty is signed. Democratic deficits 
begin at home, arid one of the dangers of 
Britain's nebulous constitutional procedure 
is that a government intent on having its 
way can find a justification in law or 
precedent, it seems, for virtually anything. 

Once power is delivered into the hands of 
Brussels and an unaccountable European i 
central bank the prospects for abuse will 
abound all the more. Few men beyond the 
immediate circles of Mr Major and Mr 
Hurd believe that Maastricht will deliver the 
much-vaunted “subsidiarity". Voters across 
Europe are increasingly suspicious of Maas¬ 
tricht and anxious about ceding power 
irreversibly to a remote cabal of politicians, 
most of whom represent the interests of 
countries other than their own. A referen¬ 
dum is rejected with all the disdain of a 
prime minister powerful in his royal 
prerogative. Westminster, it seems, can be 
bypassed with equal ease. The people of 
Britain are justifiably angry. They are seeing 
their sovereignty whittled away; and are 
powerless to prevent it 
Meanwhile, the tenant of Downing Street 
recommends Edmund Burke in his Carlton 
Club lecture. Although Burke was a strong 
supporter of Sir Gregory Gazette’s creator. 
Conservatism’s greatest philosopher could 
hardly have looked without despair at the 
man auditioning for the role today. 


HEALTH AGAINST HUBRIS 

The true test of Mrs Bottomless reforms is a decade away 


After four months, of attrition by lobby 
groups, Virginia Bottomley, the health, secr¬ 
etary, has wisely endorsed the bullciof Sir 
Bernard Tomlinson’s report on the future of 
London’s health care and defied her public 
image as an appeaser of vested interests. 
Hell hath no fury like a senior consultant 
scorned, as the sometimes hysterical cam¬ 
paign against the report has proven. But, 
encouragingly, the government’s sym¬ 
pathies have been shown to lie with the 
health service’s consumers rather than its 
most privileged producer group. 

The outrage of the Tomlinson report is not 
its call for rationalisation of the capital’s 
teach ing hospitals but the fact that it is the 
20th enquiry in the past century to make 
such recommendations. In specialist services 
^jand acute medical care, London suffers from 
an embarrassment of riches: the inner city 
has 70 per cent more beds than the national 
average, many of which are underused. Yet 
good primary care and routine hospital 
treatment are in short supply. 

Since the internal market was introduced 
in 1987 district health authorities have sent 
fewer patients to the unusually expensive 
inner London hospitals. Throughout the 
country, city hospitals are losing custom to 
cheaper rural and suburban institutions. In 
her promise to “make London better", Mrs 
Bottomley proposes a strategic cure as a pre¬ 
-emptive alternative to the rougher medicine 
the market 

On financial grounds, the health secretary 
has declined to move the Royal Brompton 
and Royal Maisden hospitals to Charing 
Cross. Much of the detail of reform will be 
left to the new London Implementation 


Group. But the snap three-month review of 
specialist services which she has ordered 
suggests ^.determination not to budge from 
the principles of the Tomlinson report. 

Even St Bartholomew's, the most trucu¬ 
lent of the hospitals under scrutiny, has 
extracted only minor concessions. It has 
until die autumn to persuade Mis 
Bottomley that its blend of sentimental 
appeal and specialist expertise justifies a 
much reduced niche in the market. 

The contraction of London’s specialist 
services must now yield a radical improve¬ 
ment in primary care for the 90 per cent of 
patients who do not require hospital 
treatment London has twice the national 
average of single-handed general prac¬ 
titioners, a disproportionate number of 
whom are over retirement age. Better 
premises, proper screening farilities and 
more support staff are badly needed by 
London’s GPs — whose interests have been 
drowned out by the chorus of dismay from 
the older, more glamorous hospitals. 

Mrs Bottomley has wrung an extra £30 
million from the Treasury towards the six- 
year £170 million reform of health care in 
the new London Initiative Zone, which will 
embrace the capital’s most deprived areas. 
Spending should now be targeted on 
preventive medicine. GPS' premises and 
nursing services which facilitate day surgery. 
The health secretary must ensure that this 
money is rigorously audited. She has seen 
off the hubris of Harley Street in a manner 
which should be a model to her cabinet 
colleagues. But the state of the capital’s 
primary care a decade hence wiU be the true 
test of her resolve.

But 
it is now time to bring in younger players for 
the Ashes next summer. May they break the 
cliquey wicket, and revert to treating cricket 
as sport rather than drudgery.

A necessary step on social chapter Eye operations in Britain and India

Sir. It is surety right that passage of 
the amendment excising the social 
chapter (consisting of protocol, agree¬ 
ment and declarations) from the 
Maastriditbill (Mr Gtyn Ford's letter, 
February 12) would lead to a need for 
“re-ratification" by member states. 

The effect would be to remove 
Parliament's consent to the use by the 
other 11 states of Community institu¬ 
tions (legislative and judicial) in 
developing soda! policy, and this the 
Sovereign coukl hardly ignore when 
using the prerogative. 

Re-ratification might be a formal¬ 
ity, or it might be a prolonged process. 
But the United Kingdom cannot “opt- 
in" unilaterally to the social chapter, 
paradoxically, the passage of this 
amendment is a necessary first step to 
adopting it 

Secondly, however, the social chap¬ 
ter's ambit of protection for workers 
tends always to be overstated by the 
government (in pursuit of its implau¬ 
sible argument that it will “destroy 
jobs") and sometimes even tty 
supporters. 

Mr Norman Willis (letter, February 
12) rightly says, “No one is talking 
about having die same pray level in 
Denmark and Portugal”, for the very 
good reason that the legislative 
machinery of the chapter's agreement 
has no application to pay at all: “The 
provisions of this article shall not 
apply to pay, the right of association, 
the right to strike or tbe right to 
impose lock-outs” (article 2 (6)). 

Many other matters are excluded 
from subjects available for legislation 
by majority voting, among them 
dismissal of workers. The social 
chapter does not. therefore, im¬ 
plement the whole, or even the major 
part, of toe 1989 Community Social 
Charter.

Untangling traffic

Sir, There can be little doubt that our 
motorways are overcrowded (“Mac¬ 
Gregor’s plans for motorway tolls run 
into opposition". February 9). We 
need to reduce the traffic on diem or 
increase their size. If we increase the 
size we only encourage more traffic to 
use them and the problem recurs. 

It in order to reduce traffic, we 
impose conventional tolls we are in 
danger of driving off toe long¬ 
distance traffic for which they are 
designed and increasing congestion 
on urban through routes. 

One reason why toe motorways are 
overcrowded is that many drivers use 
them for short journeys to avoid local 
bottlenecks. The answer surety is to 
impose tolls which decrease as the 
distance covered on a motorway 
increases. 

Thus, a driver tearing a motorway 
at the next junction might pay £10; 
after five junctions he might pay £5 
and if be continued for ten junctions 
or further he would not pay a toll. 

This would encourage long-dis¬ 
tance through traffic to use motor¬ 
ways and avoid busy urban centres 
and would discourage those making 
local journeys.

Safety of apple juice 

From the Chairman of the British 
Fruit Juice Importers Association 

Sir, Your leader (“MAFF over a 
barrel", February 11) is right to refer 
to the outcry over appte juice as a scare 
story, not least because the over¬ 
whelming evidence suggests that the 
juice on rale in toe United Kingdom is 
safe. Our members and those of 
related trade bodies produce apple 
juice in which pahilin is earner 
undetectable or below the recom¬ 
mended guideline of 50 parts per 
billion. 

It is unfair, however, to criticise 
MAFF for their handling of the 
matter. On the contrary, they aded 
responsibly in recbeckmg tbe scien¬ 
tific tests, passing their foldings to a 
specific scientific working party for 
further examination, and seeking the 
industry's views on how patulin can 
be identified and its presence mini¬ 
mised, if possible even below the level 
recommended by the World Health 
Organisation. 

MAFF received a responsible re¬ 
action from the industry, in terms of 
technical input both to the research 
and to checking and tightening of 
existing specifications. The ministry 
plans to publish a guide for toe benefit 
of toe public, once accurate informa¬ 
tion has been property collated. 

I do not believe that the answer lies 
in the American system advocated by 
your leader, which in practice involves 
every food factory employing a full¬ 
time government inspector, accompa¬ 
nied by tomes of codified food laws. 
That is a significant on-cost which 
ultimately the consumer has to bear.

Sir, The need for cataract surgery in 
England is increasing because of 
increased longevity resulting in more 
cataract sufferers and also surgical 
techniques allowing of operation at an 
earlier age.

Sir. As an eye surgeon working in the 
National Health Service 1 share toe 
frustration expressed tty Mr Mike 
Briggs about toe waiting list for 
cataract surgery in this country. I 
spent last October in Uttar Pradesh 
carrying out cataract surgery as a 
Rotary volunteer in a charitable eye 
camp. I think there are some points to 
consider before his father arranges a 
“package to India". 

The surgery there might be carried 
out in the manner of 25 years ago in 
Britain. There would be no question 
of an intra-ocular implant being used, 
as is routine here. 

The instruments used would prob¬ 
ably be cleaned but not sterilised after 
the previous case because of lack of 
running water and unpredictable 
electrical supply. One of the main 
tasks of the surgical assistant would be 
to tty to fend off toe hordes of insects 
trying to land on toe surgical field. 

The post-operative phase would be 
in a closely packed “ward" containing 
perhaps 100 patients with their 
relatives and sometimes animals, and 
musing care and medication for any 
complications might be non-existent. 
Washing and toilet facilities would be 
dr amatically primitive. 

Such surgery may be cheapen it is 
certainty not pleasant either for 
patients or carers. It is, however, the 
only option available to toe rural poor 
who live in the appalling deprivation 
of the third world.

*!£?:NG the many tales of rehabili- 
tation from wanime injurv and 
mutilation tftat of Jimmv tori«hi k 
suidy one of the most exfraordfnaij 
When he was pulled from the blazing 
wreckage of a crashed reconnais¬ 
sance bomber m Italy in 1944 
gave him any chance of survival- let 
alone survival to pursue a useful and 
creafrve career. Suffering from severe 
shock, deeply'drugged and appS 
fy tarty disfigured beyondthe 
recalled surgery, Wright seemed at 

!SJ*? *? ha r e life of a virtual 
cabbage ahead of him. even if he 
managed not to succumb from his 
injuries. 

At this point the devotion of two 
individuals was decisive for his 
future. One was his father, who. as a 
war correspondent in the Mediterra¬ 
nean theatre, (Jew f0 his son's 
hospital bedside and through his 
energetic intervention got him flown 
home to England. The other was a 
man whose name has become almost 
inseparable from the history of 
recovery from wartime bums — the 
plastic surgeon Sir Archibald 
Mclndoe. 

It has been remarked of Mclndoe 
that had war not come when it did. 
he might well have made his reput¬ 
ation through surgical improvement 
of the faces and breasts of wealthy 
women. As it was. his tigerish nature 
found an outlet in the fight to sustain 
the will to normal life in the ruined 
bodies of the victims of air crashes — 
Mclndoe's “guinea pigs" as they 
were to become known. 

In Wright’s case Mclndoe's treat¬ 
ment involved seven years and eighty 
operations. Though blinded and 
terribly burnt, as well as having lost 
the full use of his hands, Wright 
fought his way back to normality, to 
resume a career as a cameraman and

film maker and to put his gifts at the 
disposal of those who had been 
injured like himself. This career 
culminated, remarkably, in his ap¬ 
pointment as OBE for his work on 
behalf of the blind in 1980. and. the 
following year, in a BAFTA Award 
for film and video work in the same 
cause. 

James Wright was educated at 
Denham Lodge School and at the 
old Regent StreeL Polytechnic before 
starting work in a bank. Soon tiring 
of this, he joined the camera depart¬ 
ment of Technicolor. But war had 


now begun, and he offered himself to 
the RAF. Turned down for aircrew 
because of poor sight he volunteered 
as a cameraman with the RAF Film 
Unit. In this way he got airborne, 
anyway, joining raids on targets over 
Europe and then in North Africa, 
filming approaches to objectives, 
bomb damage and occasionally, the 
attacks of enemy fighters. When the 
Allied campaign In the Mediterra¬ 
nean moved over to Italy. Wright 
went with it 

He had several narrow escapes 
filming raids and reconnaissance 


missions over the Italian peninsula in 
American Martin Baltimore and 
Marauder bombers which were 
being used by the RAF. before the 
accident which eventually put paid to 
his wartime career. In February 
1944 the bomber in which he was 
flying crashed on take-off at Taranto 
and he was written off for dead by 
those who pulled him from its 
burning remains. 

From Italy he was flown home to 
the Rpyal Victoria Hospital East 
Grinstead, where, for the next seven 
years he was one of Mclndoe’s 


“guinea pigs". In that time Mclndoe 
completely rebuilt Wright's face — 
and his confidence to face normal life 
again. But he was unable 10 save his 
eyes. Consequently when the staff at 
East Grinstead asked Wright, to¬ 
wards the end of the seven years, 
what he wanted to do when he left, 
they were astonished when he said: 
“I'm going back to making films.'* In 
1952 he founded a company at 
Shepperton Studios and over the 
next few years produced films for the 
Central Office of Information as well 
as commercials for industry. 

Bur dearer to him than his very 
successful commercial career was the 
work he was able to do for those 
disadvantaged like himself. It took 
him four years and £15.000, which 
he raised himself, to make ITs Ability 
That Counts, a documentary on the 
sporting fears of handicapped people 
which was eventually networked by 
Thames Television in 1977. He 
produced a video. Sight by Touch for 
the Braille Authority in 1991 and in 
the previous year he had 
parascended across the Channel 
from Ramsgate to Dunkirk, to raise 
£6,000 for the RAF Benevolent Fund 
for its Battle of Britain 50th Anniver¬ 
sary Appeal 

He was a member of the Court of l 
the Royal School for the Blind. ; 
Leatberhead. and was on the com¬ 
mittee of the Julie Andrews appeal 10 
fight arterial disease. Last year he 
persuaded a rose grower to name a 
rose after Miss Andrews, in support 
for this charity, and the resulting 
bloom, “Julie Andrews", featured at 
the 1992 Chelsea Flower Show. 

Wright's constant cheerfulness 
might have seemed a rebuke to those 
who allowed themselves prostration 
of spirits under far lesser afflictions: 
but he was a modest man who would 
never have allowed himself to think 
such things. His mental strength and 
buoyant outlook on life were innate, 
and not a self-conscious reaction to 
whai he had been through. 

He is survived by his wife. Jan, and 
by two sons. 


SCOTT MEREDITH 


DEREK RUSSELL DAVIS 


Scott Meredith, an 
American titerary agent 
who outraged the 
publishing wodd by 
initiating tile now- 
common practice of 
auctioning manuscripts to 
the highest bidder, died of 
cancer at Manhasset 
Long Island, on February 
11 a ged 69. He was born 
m New York on . 
November 24.1925. 

AUTHORS in general and 
his dients in particular, had 
good reason to be grateful to 
Scott Meredith. By circulating 
their work to a number of 
publishers and inviting com¬ 
petitive bids, he greatly in¬ 
creased the size of their 
advance payments (and his 
own commission). The staid 
and polite publishing world 
was horrified by such an 
outrageous manoeuvre, but 
had little choice but to foil into 
line as the practice spread. 

Meredith carried out his 
first auction in 1952. though 


the name of the book involved 
has long since been forgotten. 

According to Jack Scovil. a 
vice-president of the Meredith 
Agency: “It didn’t start with 
one property that was super- 
spedacular. I suspect it was 
more mundane. The author 
needed a sale right away, and 
this was a device to get an 
answer more quickly- When 
Sccitj discovered it was a very 
good idea and nobody kflfod 
him for doing ft, he made it 
part of the regular practice." 

Meredith founded his liter¬ 
ary agency with his brother 
Sidney in 1946. shortly after 
being demobilised from the 
US Air Force. He had wanted 
to be a pflm, but poor eyesight 
kept him out of the cockpit, 
and he spent the war on the 
staff of the Air Force 
magazine. 

The agency got off to a 
flying start when P. G- Wode- 
house became a client, and 
Meredith established a reput¬ 
ation as a publishing icono¬ 
clast and a tough negotiator. 


His combative attitude extend¬ 
ed to other agents as well as 
publishers. "I'd like them all to 
be assassinated," he once said. 
“Then there would be one 
agent, and that’s us." 

Whatever the publishing in¬ 
dustry thought of him. his 
clients, to whom he showed 
fierce loyalty, were duly grate¬ 
ful. They came 10 include such 
famous names as Norman 
Mailer, who signed on in 
1963, Arthur C. Garke, Mar¬ 
garet Truman. Judith Camp¬ 
bell Exner, and Spiro T. 
Agnew. 

Himself a prolific writer, 
Meredith produced several 
books and a host of articles 
and short stories. He also 
edited numerous collections, 
mainly of humorous writing. 

In 1950 he published Writ¬ 
ing to Sell, a practical guide 
for aspiring authors which is 
still in print 

Scott Meredith is survived 
by Danuta, his wife of 48 
years, one son and one 
daughter. 


Derek Russell Davis. 
Emeritus Professor of 
Mental Health in the 

University of Bristol died 
on February 3 aged 78. 

He was born on April 2d 
1914. 

DEREK Russell Davis was a 
clinical psychiatrist in Cam¬ 
bridge and Bristol. He con¬ 
ducted research on a wide 
range of topics, induding 
human error in flying and 
other transport accidents, and 
studied the significance of 
environmental factors, partic¬ 
ularly disturbances of the fam¬ 
ily environment in mental 
disorders. 

After being educated at 
Stowe and Clare College, 
Cambridge, he worked as a 
clinical psychiatrist in Cam¬ 
bridge with out-patients at 
Addenbrooke's Hospital and 
in-patients at Fulboum Hospi¬ 
tal. He was made Reader in 
Clinical Psychology at Cam¬ 
bridge in 1950. and In 1961 
was appointed to the first 



Chair of Mental Health at 
Bristol, where he continued 
his work as a clinical 
psychiatrist 

His books and papers 
covered an impressive span of 
topics, including, in 1991. 
studies of major playwrights 
from a psychiatric point of 
view (published as Scenes of 


Madness: a psychiatrist at the 
theatre). 

He had a rare ability to 
combine a completely unsenti¬ 
mental view of human behav¬ 
iour with a passionate 
commitment to the value of 
human interaction. He was 
convinced that human beings 
were capable of taking their 
own decisions to alter their 
lives, which is why he viewed 
the automatic recourse to drug 
therapy, so characteristic of 
much modem medicine, with 
such scepticism. His most 
recent work on the prison 
health service was informed by 
the same dislike of the. all too 
pervasive, use of drug treat¬ 
ment in prisons and the same 
passionate commitment to 
more humane forms of 
therapy. 

He faced his final illness 
with characteristically cheerful 
defiance. To the last he was a 
charming host and a wry 
observer of humanity. He is 
survived by his wife, Marit. a 
son and a daughter. 
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Antony Dale, 
preservationist; died on 
January 31 aged 80. He 
was born in Brighton on 
July 10.1912. 

ANTONY Dale was a founder 
member, in 1945, of the 
Regency Society of Brighton & 
Hove and its honorary secre¬ 
tary for 45 years. His success¬ 
ful fight with others, to save 
Brunswick Square and Ade¬ 
laide Crescent Hove, from 
demolition and. later, the 
centre of Regency Square. 
Brighton, from being turned 
into an overground car park 
are but two examples of what 
he achieved through the Re¬ 
gency Society. 

Other achievements were 
the preservation of Stanmer 
House and Pavilion Parade. 
Brighton; Patcham Court 
Farmhouse; Hangleton Man¬ 
or, Hove; and the Archway. 
Park Crescent Worthing. In 
addition, he was instrumental. 


through the Regency Society, 
in listing and describing 
Brighton and Hove’s build¬ 
ings of special significance 
(later suspended by the Minis¬ 
try of Housing’s listing); en¬ 
suring that Regency terraces, 
crescents and squares are 
painted a uniform cream col¬ 
our and the ironwork painted 
black; and suggesting conser¬ 
vation areas. 

He was educated at Brigh¬ 
ton College and Oriel College, 
Oxford. He was an investiga¬ 
tor of historic buildings at the 
Department of the Environ¬ 
ment and as head of the 
investigative team from 1961 
his influence on conservation 
extended far outside his native 
Brighton. Of his books. Fash¬ 
ionable Brighton has become 
a standard work while About 
Brighton is regarded as one of 
the best books on the architec¬ 
ture of the town. 

He leaves a widow and a 
daughter. 


DrE. L MascalL 
philosopher and 
theologian, died on 

February 14 aged 87. He 
was born on December 
12.1905. 

OF ALL the leading Anglo- 
Catholics within the Church of 
England. Eric Mascali might 
well have been considered the 
one most likely to “go over to 
Rome" as a result of the 
General Synod's decision on 
women priests. But. in fact, 
wen before his death he had 
resolved not to do so. An 
Anglican to his fingertips, he 
had an abiding loyalty (0 the 
Church in which he was 
brought up — a feeling which 
comes our clearly in his last 
book, a volume of memoirs 
entitled Sarafnznd. published 
at the end of last year. 

An academic rather than an 
administrator. Mascali was 
never rewarded with any high 
office within the Church of 
England. It was only when he 
was on the verge of retirement 
that he was appointed Canon 
Theologian of Truro by the 
then bishop. Graham Leon¬ 
ard (subsequently to be Bishop 
of London). But. as perhaps 
the leading Anglican author¬ 
ity on St Thomas Aquinas and 
a respected international 
scholar, he played a foil part in 
university life, being succes¬ 
sively the Clerical Student of 
Christ Church. Oxford, univ¬ 
ersity lecturer in the Philoso¬ 
phy of Religion (1946-62) and 
Professor of Historical Theol¬ 
ogy at King’s College. London 
(1962-73). He was elected a 
fellow of the British Academy 
in 1974 and spent part of 
1976 as a visiting professor at 
the Gregorian University in 
Rome. 

In truth, Mascali was proba¬ 
bly never cut out to occupy a 
deanery, stfll less a bishopric. 
He belonged to the honour¬ 
able strain of lone eccentrics 
within the Church of England 
— an aspect of his personality 
that was fufly displayed in the 
16 years he spent living in 
Tom Quad. Christ Church. 
Although his duties were sup¬ 
posed to include those of being 
coDege chaplain, he signally 
foiled to fulfil them. Unknown 
to most undergraduates, he 
chose to follow his own diffi¬ 
dent, academic path as an 
almost Trollopian figure far 
removed from the evangelical 
fervour of the Oxford Inter¬ 
collegiate Christian Union or 
even from the international 
social gospel already being 
embraced by the Student 
Christian Movement 

He had enough self-know¬ 
ledge to be aware of his own 
limitations. When the legend- 
ary Canon Claude Jenkins 
died in 1959 and someone 
remarked in the senior com¬ 
mon room. "Well, the last of 


the real Oxford eccentrics has 
gone", his immediate re¬ 
sponse was to murmur. “Do 
be careful — somewhere in 
Oxford this evening they'll be 
saying that only l am left" 

On his own’ admission, he 
disliked administrative or 
organisational activities — al¬ 
though he served a four-year 
term as Dean of the Faculty of 
Theology at London, he was 
not notably successful at it 
Some of his shyness, no doubt, 
came from his upbringing. 
The product of no grand 
background, he was brought 
up as an only child in south 
London where he attended 
Latymer Upper School, com¬ 
ing under the influence of the 
senior maths master, Gran¬ 
ville Morton Grace, who in¬ 
spired him with a youthful 
love of mathematics, reflected 
in the open scholarship he 
won to Pembroke College. 
Cambridge. It was in the 
Mathematical Tripos that he 
took his degree (becoming a 
wrangler)- The original inten¬ 
tion had been that he should 
take a PhD. with a view 10 
seeking a college fellowship, 
but when no such offer was 
forthcoming he went instead 
to teach mathematics at 
Bablake School. Coventry. 

His three years there were 
miserable and when in 1931 
he went to Ely Theological 
College, it was, no doubt, 
partially as a means of escape. 
By' now Mascali who, as a boy. 
had been a keen Evangelical 
had become an ardent Anglo- 
Catholic and it was in the 
AngloCatholic parish of St 
Andrew's, StockweH that he 
served his title before going in 
1937 to the equally “spiky” 
Anglo-Catholic stronghold of 
St Matthew's, Westminster, 
under the same vicar. 

This pre-war period in 
London gave him his only 
experience of parish work. By 
1939. when he became sub¬ 
warden of Lincoln Theological 
College, his career had already 
taken the academic fork it was 
to follow until his retirement 
Mascali was a prolific author, 
writing more than 25 books, 
but none perhaps of the dis¬ 
tinction his early academic 
attainments had seemed to 
promise. He was awarded a 
DD by Oxford in 1948 and by 
Cambridge in 1958. His best 
known theological work is 
probably one of his earliest 
ones. He Who Is (1943), 
though his later book of 
humorous verse. Pi in the 
High (1959). also has its 
admirers. 

In his later years Mascali 
lived in a flat in the clergy 
house of St Mary's, Bourne 
Street where he frequently 
preached until illness forced 
him to retire to a Sussex 
nursing home. He was 
unmarried.

which was a repeated and prolonged outburst 
of “He’s a joDy good fellow." sung to the usual 
popular tune, and followed, as the delighted 
occupant of the chair was shot out at his cabin, 
with three times three ranting British cheers. 
When the list of officers had been exhausted, 
the petty officers were also treated to a taste of 
the triumphal entertainment, but with much 
less delicacy of handling; and when the spree 
had wetl-nigb run its course, the dogs 
belonging to various parties on board were 
decorated with ribands, and underwent the 
chairing process in a stale of blank bewilder¬ 
ment. and with countenances on which the 
most comic consternation was expressed. 
After tea singing and dancing were resumed, 
and set-dances, drde-dances, and step-dances 
were carried on simultaneously with unflag¬ 
ging zest and vigour. One great feature of the 
day's amusement is that the boys on board are 
for the day promoted (o the rank of men and 
petty officers, and these in turn take the place 
or the boys- Great scope is thus afforded to the 
youngsters to have some playful retaliation. 
The proceedings were foil of good humour, 
and the visitors will not soon forget Christ- 
mas-day on board the Galatea.

The housing market 


is at last adapting to 


the changing needs 


of the first-time 


buyer, reports

A ngus Kennedy is 28, has a 
good job and would one 
day luce to buy a house. 
Meanwhile he is happily 
renting. UBS Phillips & Drew esti¬ 
mates that there are about 150,000 
young potential buyers such as Mr 
Kennedy, all of them stubbornly 
refusing to put their foot in the door 
of home-ownership. 

Five years ago, people such as Mr 
Kennedy and his friends would no 
sooner have received their first pay- 
checks than they would have been on 
their way to the building society. 
Figures from the Building Societies 
Association show that 30 per cent of 
buyers in Britain in the early 1980s 
were under 25. compared with just 4 
per cent In West Germany. Happi¬ 
ness was securing their place on the 
first step of the housing ladder before 
prices increased. 

A new generation is emerging of 
young people with no plans to buy in 
a hurry. UBS Phillips & Drew 
calculates that the number of first¬ 
time buyers has fallen by more than 
40 per cent since 1988. with a 
marked absence of 18 to 24 year- 
olds. And this despite the most 
attractive rates on offer from lenders 
for 20 years: despite steadily rising 
incomes for those in work and despite 
steadily falling house prices. 

It is not that today’s jeunesse have 
given up on home ownership: every 
survey confirms dial owning your 
own home continues to be seen as the 
ideal form of tenure. 

The delay can be explained partly 
by fear of unemployment to which 
the young are proving especially 
vulnerable. Government figures 
show that the percentage of unem¬ 
ployed in the 20 to 24 age bracket in 
April last year stood at 13.1 percent, 
compared with 9.6 per cent in the 25 
to 29 age group and 6.6 per cent in 
the 30 to 39 age bracket. 

There is also the fear of negative 
equity and further house price falls. 
First-time buyers typically wish to sell 
within three or four years as marriage 
and children mean they need more 
space. Thus the ability to move is 
especially important 
The effect of such fears is that 
would-be homeowners are getting 
older, adopting the pattern more 
common in Germany. They are 
staying with their parents or taking 
advantage of the wider availability of 
rented accommodation. The longer

they wait before they buy. the fussier 
and richer they become. Slowly, the 
market is adapting to their 
requirements. 

In the new homes market builders 
are frying to cater for this new 
hardened consumer. Gone are the 
days when a contractor could buiki a 
row of identical box-like houses, fill 
them with identical fixtures and 
finings and expea them to sell off 
plan. A survey of mare titan 2,000 
adults by the developers Woolwich 
Homes, the house-building subsid¬ 
iary of the Woolwich BuQduig Soci¬ 
ety. showed that buyers are seeking 
more choice. They wish to choose 
their own cupboards, carpets and 
colour schemes. 

Trevor Baker, the managing direc¬ 
tor of Woolwich Homes, says: “In the 
past, only buyers of large, individual 
and expensive new homes have felt 
they could have some influence over 
their purchase, but gradually greater 
involvement from customers is work¬ 
ing its way dawn through the 
property price brackets.” 

Buyers are becoming increasingly 
sophisticated and prepared to talk 
about any physical aspect of the home 


as wefi as the whole spectrum of 
financial deals. Mr Baker says. “We 
believe this will become an accepted 
part of how our industry works and 
we have to welcome and embrace 
these changes in order to survive:” 

Other builders are offering a 
bespoke design service to their diems. 
Palace Gardens, a development by 
Hunting Gate homes in Royston. 
Hertfordshire, offers four and five- 
bedroom homes in which buyers win 
be allowed to redesign the room 
layout to suit their needs. A buyer, for 
example, could request that an extra 
upstairs bathroom be converted into 
a gym or a downstairs breakfast room 
be converted into an office. 

Marilyn Oliver, the sales and 
marketing manager, says: “This tai¬ 
lor-made service has been developed 
in response to customer demand.” 

Naturally, the second-hand market 
is less flexible, and slower to reflect 
the (hanging profile of buyers. But 
agents report that first-time buyers 
are shunning one-bedroom flat con¬ 
versions in favour of buying small 
two or three-bedroom bouses. 

Savflls, the estate agent, reports 
that while house prices have gone 


down by 5.6 per cent over the past 
year, flats have fallen by 10 percent 
Yolande Barries, tire firm’s head of 
research, says: “The price of booses 
has kept up relatively over the past 
two years because there is a scarcity of 
very good family homes. Would-be 
buyers are prepared to pay slightly 
more for what they see as a long-term 
home rather than a speculative 
investment” 

J ohn Wriglesworth, a housing 
analyst at UBS Phillips & 
Drew, expects that great 
swathes of London’s Victorian 
housing converted into flats in the 
1980s to cater for first-time buyers 
could soon lie derelict “I expect 
Fulham and Balham will become the 
inner-city disaster areas of the 1990s. 
The future lies in flat conversions 
being changed hacked into bouses, 
but this is much more complicated 
than the other way round as all the 
flat-owners have to dub together.” 

Lenders, too, are reacting to the 
demands of people such as Mr 
Kennedy. He works in his family 
business producing reports on tire 
confectionary trade and is content to 


rent a fiat in north London while he 
saves for a larger deposit on a 
property of his own. 

He ays: “I seriously believe that 
there is a new breed of hardened 
consumer. They are going to read the 
small print on the mortgage forms. 
The new consumer is tough and not 
stupid. Today's buyers have seen the 
damage to their friends and 

families. They will not go down the 
same track.” 

Building societies have responded 
by bending over backwards in tire 
deals on offer to first-time buyers: 
discounted rates for the first two or 
three years and fixed loans thereafter. 
At the same time, however, they have 
tightened up their lending criteria— 
100 per cent mortgages are difficnlt 
to find, and typically a minimum 5 
per cent deposit is required for a 
mortgage. Bor first-time buyers are 
not complaining. They would rather 
save than be in tire lenders' thraH- 
■ Whether such chang es will be 
permanent depends on future horse 
prices. If the balance of power shifts 
back to the sellers, lenders and 
buOdeis may well return to their old 
ways.

George Soros, 
the American investor who 
made $1 billion when the 
pound was devalued, last 
month bought a 3 per cent 
stake in Berkeley Grotto, the 
Surrey housebuilder. His ac¬ 
tion could be a better indica¬ 
tor of the bousing market 
than any statistics.

Ready for the hard cell 


T he McNulty family has 
lived in a big Gothic 
house at Temple Cloud, 
near Bristol, for seven years. 
The five-bedroom house has 
several reception rooms—and 
a couple of cells. 

Ceils? Might one suspect a 
perversion? In fad, the 
McNultys. who live in a 
former magistrates* court, u se 
the cells to store garden furni¬ 
ture and the children’s bicy¬ 
cles.

Bank sees inflation hovering under 4 % Hie Flemings

THE government still has 
some way to go before it can 
argue that its has met the 
objective of beating inflation, 
the underlying rate of which is 
likely to hover between 3 and 
4 per cent over the next two 
years, according to the Bank of 
England in toe first of its 
special quarterly inflation re¬ 
ports on toe economy.

The largest risks to inflation 
could come from a further fell 
in storting and lack of action 
on the public sector deficit 
which could feel inflationary 
expectations and therefore 
wage demands. "Expectations 
of inflation have not yet adjust¬ 
ed to levels compatible with 
the target range fra' inflation 
of 1 per cent to 4 per cent 
Such a target range would 
mean that at this stage of the 
cyde. inflation would be ex¬ 


pected to be nearer 1 per cent 
than 4 per cent The reverse is 
the case." the report said. 

The report suggested that 
toe government should take 
care to make its determination 
to continue fighting inflation 
dear in older to influence 
broader inflationary expec¬ 
tations. 

One Bank official said that 
the private sector had not yet 
been convinced of this. The 
report also suggested that the 


government should signal 
that it is prepared to take 
action to steadily bring down

The Central Statistical Of¬ 
fice said yesterday that the

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Coal is the test of government intentions

S hould tomorrow's underlying 
unemployment figures stay 
below toe symbolic three mil¬ 
lion mark, the government can 
thank a few of its more tiresome 
bankbenchers. Had they not obliged 
ministers to rethink the October 
plan for instant and massive pit 
closures, up to 40,000 more people 
might be on toe dole, without much 
prospect of their status being season¬ 
ally adjusted Sadly, toe rebels may 
achieve little more than fudge and 
delay. 

The fundamental review of the 
energy market supposedly undertak¬ 
en by toe energy department within 
Michael Heseltine's DTI has proved 
far from fundamental. It has looted 
for palliatives, baited at difficulties 
and assumed that toe policies that 
led logically to toe further halving of 
the coal industry were right and 
inviolate. The new softer positron, 
previewed in this column four weeks 

ago. was a poor thing, but gwe time. 

Ministers seemed to have found a 


big extra demand for deep-mined 
British coal, but most was tempo¬ 
rary, retying on slowing toe run¬ 
down of stocks. Ministers have not 
backed British Coal but merely tried 
to cover their own backs. 

Even the DTI proposals appear to 
have been too much for others in the 
cabinet The arguments are more 
about principle and privatisation 
than the best way to ensure toe 
health of an important British 
industry. If the DTI is lukewarm 
about British coal others of our 
leaders remain hostile. 

By contrast, look at what is 
happening in Germany. Ruhrkohle 
is planning to shed 16,000jobs over 
the next few years, about half toe 
cuts envisaged here, as part of its 
plan to reduce capacity below 38 
million tonnes a year by the year 
2001. German companies might 
still be producing nearly 60 million 
tonnes of deep-mined coal then and 
employing, perhaps. 90.000 people. 

The October plan had British 
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Coal output felling rapidly to less 
than 40 million tonnes a year with 
the less of more than 30,000 jobs, 
more than half toe workforce. The 
plan iikety to emerge from cabinet 
next week may add less than 10 
million tonnes in five years’ time 
and not mate much difference ar all 
by the end of toe century. 

Yet German coal sdls at almost 
£120 a tonne, three times the new 
average price of British coal It has to 
be subsidised by power users, indus¬ 
trial customers and state and local 
government FOockner. a troubled 
second-rank Goman steelmaker, 
reckons it could save £25 million a 
year simply by switching two steel¬ 


works to British coaL What are we 
playing at? We should not follow toe 
model of Germany, which has few of 
its own energy sources, by imposing 
costs on industry or pledging huge 
permanent subsidies to keep unem¬ 
ployment down. We should be using 
as much ingenuity, hard work and 
muscle as our continental rivals to 
back our own viable industries. 

T he trade and industry select 
committee did adopt this 
attitude. Its proposals were 
wett thought out, realistic and 
pnobabty cheaper for both taxpayers 
and power users than the govern¬ 
ment’s unimaginative ideas. As 
British Coal has rather hamfistedty 
pointed out they did not go fax 
enough, because of the committee's 
desire to maintain unanimity. 

The committee rightly called for 
some vulgar horse-trading with toe 
two big generators, electricity dis¬ 
tributors. gas generators and the 
French electricity monopoly. Much 


more could be done. British Gas 
would surety surrender some gas 
contracts to be left in peace, at no 
cost to the consumer. Community 
partners that subsidise uneconomic 
coal industries should be persuaded 
to agree anti-dumping suits against 
some coal imports to mate way for 
British coal. Old nudear power 
stations should be phased out in a 
coordinated way to make room for 
coal at toe right moments. 

There are plenty of means if the 
desired end is dear. That end is not 
some fair deal for salt-okhe-earth 
miners but toe long-term develop¬ 
ment of a large economic coal 
industry in tandem with our North 
Sea interests. This is toe critical test 
of toe government’s assertion that it 
will bark British industry by inter¬ 
vention hut not by subsidy from 
taxpayers. Far more than over DAF 
or toe property or construction 
industries, toe important cards are 
in toe government’s hands. It 
should play them.

Bickering 
casts doubt 
over DAF 
rescue deal 

From Tom Walker 
IN BRUSSELS 

DUTCH sources dose to the 
company are increasingly un¬ 
certain about rescue plans for 
the Dutch-Belgian arm of 
DAF as Renault the French 
car and track maker, yesterday 
denied Dutch press stories 
that it wants to take over 
DAPs van-making facilities in 
Birmingham. 

There has been a gradual 
change here this week. It’s by 
no means certain there will be 
a new company,” one Dutch 
source said. 

The agonising wait for 
5,000 workers in Eindhoven 
and 1,147 in Westerlo, Flan¬ 
ders, continues as the creditor 
banks to the old oompany ny 
to win back as much as 
possible from any sale of 
viable assets, while Dutch and 
Belgian banks prepared to 
finance the new DAF, want to 
pay as low a price as possible. 

The Dutch government still 
appears prepared to invest

er. the Flemish regional gov- 
OTiment, which had comm¬ 
itted itself to giving 110 
million guilders is now threat¬ 
ening to reduce the aid unless 
ax least 1,000 jobs at Westerlo 
are saved. Both the receivers 
and commercial banks in¬ 
volved, including ABN/Amro, 
the Dutch giant say this is 
impossible. 

In Brussels, Karel Van 
Miert, .the Flemish so cialis t 
now in charge of EC competi¬ 
tion polity, has said state aid to 
the new company will be 
looked on favourably if com¬ 
mercial banks are ready to put 
in money as well. If the Dutch 
and Belgian governments 
suddenly start bickering over 
how much money they wifi 
commit, banks may get cold 
feet about the project 
altogether, 

Freso Meeter and Louis

LONDON Electricity is in 
negotiations with BAA about 
acquiring an interest in the 
airport authority’s dectridty 
distribution assets at Heath¬ 
row. Gatwick and Stansted 
airports. The deal would in¬ 
volve the acquisition of the 
dectridty distribution systems, 
in chiding cables, switch sys¬ 
tems and transformers, out¬ 
side the airport terminals. It is 
estimated to be worth tens of 
millions of pounds. 

As a private distribution 
network, it would be a signifi¬ 
cant addition to London's 
businesses that fall outside the 
control of Offerthe electricity 
regulator. In a statement to 
the Stock Exchange. London 
Electricity said the two com¬ 
panies have entered into a 
non-leg ally binding heads of 
agreement as a framework for 
negotiation and to enable 
London to conduct further due 
diligence investigations. 

If the negotiations are suc¬ 
cessful, the two expect to reveal 
details of the proposed trans¬ 
action, including its financial 
effects, next month. The deal 
would not affect the supply of 
electricity to the airports, 
which is currently supplied 
under contracts from three of 
the other regional companies.

» Michael Hartnall, Bowater 
finance director, said the main 
reason for the increase was the 
acquisitions last spring of 
DRG Packaging and Cope 
Allman Packaging.

up 11.1 per cent. The increase 
is in line with the estimated

Cummins to link 
with Komatsu

KOMATSU and Cummins

Cummins, of America, is 
the world's biggest manufac¬ 
turer of diesels over 200 horse 
power. Sales in the year to 
end-December were $3.7 bil¬ 
lion. The company has made 
Britain one of its three main 
world production centres. 
Three plants, at Darlington, 
Daventry and Shoos, in the 
central lowlands of Scotland, 
produce a wide range of diesel 
engines.They are sold 


throughout Europe, the Mid¬ 
dle East and Africa, 

Komatsu, a diversified Japa¬ 
nese manufacturing group 
with sales in the year to Iasi 
March of $6.9 billion, has an 
earthmover manufacturing 
plant at Birtley. near Gates¬ 
head. Tyne and Wear, em¬ 
ploying 370 people. 

As a fust step to doser co¬ 
operation. the companies are 
considering production of 
Cummins' small engines in 
Japan, to be installed in 
Komatsu construction equip¬ 
ment for Asian markets. 

The companies said they 
were also “considering pro¬ 
duction of a large Komatsu 
engine at a Cummins facility, 
with distribution planned 
throughout the Cummins net¬ 
work”. However, it was not 
dear if the engine would be 
built in Britain or America. 

The “new relationship” is 
expected to result in the estab¬ 
lishment of joint ventures both 
m Britain and America. 


Thomson to dispose 
of some free papers

SHRINKING advertising in 
the recession is to lead to the 
sale or closure of up to a fifth of 
the 76 free newspapers owned 
in the UK by The Thomson 
Corporation, the biggest re¬ 
gional media group in the 
country. 

Canadian-owned Thom¬ 
son. whose newspaper arm in 
the UK is Thomson Regional 
Newspapers, announced yes¬ 
terday that it would recoitl a 
charge of US$170 ntiUion in 
the fourth quarter to reflect the 
restructuring of its worldwide 
newspaper business. 

Mr W. Michael Brown, 
president of Thomson, said 
the derision to sell or dose a 
significant number of free 
papers in the UK and America 
had been forced on the com¬ 
pany by the severity of tile 
transatlantic recessions. He 


said it would allow the group 
to develop the remaining 
newspaper operations. 

Mr Nigel Harrison, TTCs 
chief financial officer, said 
none of TRN’s flagship daily 
regional tides, such as The 
Scotsman, Aberdeen Press 
and Journal, Belfast Evening 
Telegraph and Newcastle Eve¬ 
ning Chronicle, was affected 
by foe restructuring. 

Mr Harrison believed “ten 
to 20” of the UK free papers 
would dose, and slightly more 
in Canada and America. He 
said the fall in advertising 
revenue had hit the group 
badly. 

However, he emphasised 
the restructuring charge was 
purely a book-keeping opera¬ 
tion. and had no chance of 
pushing TTC into the red for 
the 1992 trading year.

Thames Water Utilities Limited is a water 
and sewerage undertaker, holding a licence 
from ihe Secretary of Stale for the Environ¬ 
ment, which took effect on I September 
1989. The Company has agreed with the 
Director General that its licence should be 
modified as described in this notice. 
Statement of the reasons for and effects 
of the proposed modifications: 
Background 

1. Condition B of the instrument of 
Appointment of every Water and Water and 
Sewerage Undertaker in England and Wales, 
deals with charges. Part If contains the 
Charges Limit. The percentage increase in 
average charges must not exceed die annual 
change in the Retail Price Index and an 
Adjustment Factor for the year in question. 

2. Pan IH provides for Periodic Reviews of 
the Adjustment Factors, which must happen 
every ten years and may happen every five. 

3. Pan IV enables the Director General, in 
defined circumstances, to revise a 
company's Adjustment Factors, between 
Periodic Reviews, by making on Interim 
Determination. This usually happens when 
a Relevant Orange of Circumstance arises. 
Eight Relevant Changes of Circumstance 
are defined in the licence. They are 
summarised in the schedule to this notice, 
in addition, when price limits are set. some 
items of expenditure may be uncertain and 
therefore not allowed for (either wholly or 
in part). These Notified items may be 
quantified and dealt with at an interim 
Determination. There is a separate 
provision, which enables an undertaker to 
seek a price limit change, if it has suffered 
some other substantial adverse effect upon 
its business (the long-stop provision). 

The proposed changes and (he reasons 
for them: 

4. The Director General has proposed that 
the eight Relevant Changes of 
Circumstance should be reduced to three. 
The revisions are summarised in the 
■schedule below. He has also proposed that 
(he long-stop provision, should be deleted. 

5. These changes would reduce the scope 
for changes in price limits between Periodic 
Reviews. The Director General believes 


that the interests of the Company and its 
customers would be best served if the 
majority of changes in price limits were 
made at a Periodic Review. This should 
provide a stable basis on which the 
Company can draw up expenditure plans, it 
would enable revenue to grow more 
steadily, investments to be reasonably stable 
and assets to be renewed in a steady and 
sustainable way. Any necessary price 
increases would be more predictable. 
Adjustment of price limits beiweeti Periodic 
Reviews would still be possible, but mainly 
to take account of any unanticipated, 
material obligations which may be imposed 
upon the Company. Other changes would 
be recorded and their impacts taken into 
account at the next Periodic Review. 

6. The Director General has also proposed 
an amendment of the provisions in Part IV 
which describe how he must calculate 
revised price limits at an Interim 
Determination. In calculating the costs 
attributable to a new or changed legal 
requirement upon the undertaker, he would 
have regard to whether (he Secretary of 
State for the Environment had told him of 
any change of policy (since the price limits 
were last set) which had given rise to the 
legal requirement Alternatively, he would 
have regard to whether the undertaker had 
itself given to him notice of the new or 
changed legal requirement, before seeking a 
revision of the price limit on account of it. 

7. This proposed change will highlight whai 
the Director General considers to be an 
important aspect of the regulatory regime. 
He believes that changes in environmental 
and water quality standards ought to be 
introduced only after all the costs and 
benefits associated with them have been 
properly assessed, if any such changes are 
introduced between Periodic Reviews, he 
would expea either the Secretary of State 
or the undertaker concerned to bring that 
change to his attention.

Many Americans, let alone foreign¬ 
ers. have nor quire woken up to all the 
implications of today's State of the 
3 ^dress. during which the 

* president will set out his economic 
policy agenda for his term. The speech 
has been hailed in advance by the 
White House as "one of the most 
important economic statements the 
country has seen in a decade" And so it 
will be. given that the last genuine 
policy innovation happened almost J 2 
years ago to the day, when Ronald 
Reagan set the scene for the economic 
episode that carried his name. 

Some of the most enthusiastic sup¬ 
port so far has come horn American 
companies, especially those, such as 
AT&T, that are in die high-tech held 
Many of them have publicly applaud¬ 
ed the new administration on the 
grounds that it was going to be more 
“hands-on” and willing to listen to the 
concerns of business, especially when it 
came to trade and anti-dumping 
complaints. 

On Wan Street, yesterday's stomp in 
the Dow following the president's 
televised addresss from the Oval Office 
on Monday night shows America is 
getting nervous. Yet the yield on long- 
bonds dropped to a low 7.2 per cent 
and the dollar is once again a 
respectable currency. 

But the “hands-on” approach can 
work both ways. Clintonomics will see 
losers as wen as winners—inducting in 
industry. In tod. if things are to 
proceed as envisaged by the president 
— $145 billion of deficit cuts over four 
years; drastic cutbacks in the defence 
budget, starting with an initial $11 
billion; and a series of tax increases — 
enemies are virtually assured. 

Most unusual for America, tax risesfcj 
especially middle class tax rises which 
we are about to see in big way, are 
among the least controversial mea¬ 
sures. and according to a recent USA 
Today/CNN opinion poll. a small 
majority of Americans are even in 
favour of making a “sacrifice” for the 
greater good of the country, which is 
Clintonomics for higher taxes. 

The current top marginal income tax 
rate is likely to go up substantially. 
There may also be a new top rale for 
those with incomes above some yet to 
be defined higher threshold. Corporate 
taxes are also going up. foreign 
companies will see limits imposed on 
tax deductions and. most symbolic of 
afl. it is expected that companies will no 
longer be able to deduct “excessive"

executive pay. which is yet to be 
defined. 

The impact of the new administra¬ 
tion on business is going to be frit 
much more ' directly than merely 
through the tax system. The pharma¬ 
ceutical sector has already received an 
inkling of what Clintonomics could 
mean in practice. With less than two 
weeks in office, foe president gave foe 
briefest of outlines for his approach to 
healthcare reform when he proposed a 
universal child-vaccination prog¬ 
ramme. He blamed foe pharma¬ 
ceutical industry for overcharging and 
threatened deep cuts in research fund¬ 
ing. unless prices dropped to affordable 
levds. Various pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies immediately put out statements 
in defence of pricing polities. 

The administration knows foal the 
explosion in health costs, which ac¬ 


count for 14 percent of America’s gross 
national product, has two prime 
causes: one is the salary ofriodors the 
other, the price of pharmaceuticals. It is 
here that cost savings wiB have to start 
A polity to restrain pharmaceutical 
margins will also affect foreign phar¬ 
maceutical groups, including, and 
especially, from Britain. 


T he case of the pharmaceutical 
industry shows only too dear¬ 
ly foal someone has to pay if 
foe president’s economic plan 
is to add up. These indude, foe rich, 
generally defined as those with annual 
incomes over $200,000, but also 
“unlucky" companies, that are rightly 
or wrongly perceived as making exces¬ 
sive profits, and those who do not 
figure in the new administration’s 
high-tech oriented industrial policy. 


T he intellectual basis for this 
approach to trade, especially 
in regard to high-tech indus¬ 
tries, has been set by Laura 
D’Andrea Tyson, who chairs President 
Clinton's Council of Economic Advis¬ 
ers. In her recent book Who's bashing 
Whom? Trade Conflict in High- 
Technology Industries (published by 
the Institute for International Econom¬ 
ics) Ms Tyson argued in favour of an 
“activist" policy, arguing that free trade 
may not be (he most beneficial form of 
trade in an industry with strong 
government involvement on foe nat¬ 
ional level and imperfect competition. 
Thus, the president’s most influential 
economic adviser advocates activism in 
trade policies, at least until such time as 
there is a satisfactory system of multilat¬ 
eral enforcement. But she also notes 
that the most robust trade sanctions 
could at best delay Airbus’ foray into 
the lucrative commercial airline mar¬ 
ket Trade laws cannot reverse foe 
process. “Ultimately, the tote of the 
nation’s high-technology industries de¬ 
pends not on the trade battles we fight 1 
abroad but on foe choices we make at 
home." she concludes. 

And this is where die rest of foe 
administration’s policies begin. Educa¬ 
tion reform and employment law 
reform, especially foe adoption of 
German-style vocational training and 
more extensive workfare programmes, 
are high on the agenda, as is an activist 
industrial policy especially oriented to 
high-tech dvfl and defence companies. 
But this wifl all costa lot of money; a 
European physical, educational and 
social infrastructure cannot be finan¬ 
ced with American-style taxes, not even 
with Mr Clinton’s tax package today. 

After years of industrial decline, 
these policies may help America back 
to its feet, and these taxes may be a 
price well worth paying, to put a bad 
quote in a good context While these 
policies deserve to win. America and 
the rest of foe world should be under no 
illusions about the new policy. There 
wfll be losers all over the place. 
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Time for a Hanson bid 


Foreign companies, indeed foreign 
countries, may also end up paying for 
the Clinton economic programme 
through higher trade barriers. 

Whkher this is justified or not is 
another issue, but there are already 
indications that the new administra¬ 
tion wDl cement its new industrial 
policy with trade sanctions. To this end, 
it will accelerate the already apparent 
shift from a free trade policy under 
President Reagan, through the tough- 
on-trade policy of President Bush, to a 
system of “managed trade”. 

In an ideal world, managed trade 
should not discourage market aiww by 
foreign companies, bur it should 
manage the speed with which this is 
happening and prevent unfair trading 
practices such as dumping — invari¬ 
ably an ill-defined concept 

The Clinton administration has 
already given notice erf its intention to 
pursue a restrictive trade polity, 
through a decision to ban European 
manufacturers of teleoommumcations ; 
and power equipment to bid for federal 
US procurement orders. Furthermore, 
the administration is almost certain to 
raise the tariffs on mini vans and utility 
cars, such as Range Rovers and 
Volkswagen minibuses, from 2.5 per 
cent, foe tariff on cars, to 25 per cent, 
foe prevailing tariff on trucks. 


HANSON'S drab first-quarter figures, en¬ 
hanced only by currency gains and disposal 
profits, confirm the view that the group’s 
enforced reliance on organic growth, even if 
supplemented by bolt-on acquisitions, is 
inadequate to maintain its growth. 

Virtually all hs businesses are in mature 
industries.

Sir, In your issue of Februaiy 
10. Mr Michael Kinch asks 
why our exporters don't re¬ 
duce export prices anyway, 
when the value of foe pound 
tolls. 

The answer may be three¬ 
fold. First some exporters 
may, I suppose, do as Mr 
Kindi suggests. Second, lower 
interest rates, as a matter of 
logic, have the effect of encour¬ 
aging the investment of sav¬ 
ings in new capital equip¬ 
ment machine tools etc, 
which facilitates lower export 
prices with greater confidence 
than if interest rates were not 
lowered, or were actually 
raised. And third, whilst lower 
interest rates also foster bor¬ 
rowing to increase foe pur¬ 
chase of consumer goods in 
the shops, to the detriment of 
foe balance of payments, in 
the longer term beater capital 
equipment must offset that 
effect 

It is sad that, in these times. 
Professor Hayek is no longer 
with us to explain all this more 
effectively than anybody seems 
able to do today.

offers increased flexibility — 
the ability to pay for additional 
machine power or program¬ 
ming staff as and when need¬ 
ed. Mr Mabbutt says: “By out¬ 
sourcing, we thought we could 
buy *lty-the-yard* and would 
avoid major capital invest¬ 
ment such as having to spend 
£500.000 to up-grade to the 
next level of mainframe." 

Out-sourcing also makes it 
possible to accomplish 
organisational changes that 
would be difficult bom within. 
For example. Varity. best 
known for its Massey Fergu¬ 
son and Perkins Engines divi¬ 
sions. has become heavily 
centralised. Like many com¬ 
panies preparing for the 
] 990s, it wanted to shift to a 
flatter management structure. 


and distributed computer 
processing. 

Mr Mabbutt says: “We 
planned to change our mono¬ 
lithic structure into half a 
dozen independent operating 
businesses that wcnzld be 
much more accountable for 
their own performance." It 
was no longer appropriate to 
force die divisions to take the 
computer services of a central 
department Out-sourcing of¬ 
fered a relatively painless way 
to phase it out 

Out-sourcing also guaran¬ 
tees service levels or at least 
ensures users can pursue com¬ 
pensation when their comput¬ 
ers do not perform. An in- 
house computer director who 
fails to deliver can only get the 
sack, whereas an out-sourcing 
supplier can be sued. Oppo¬ 
nents of out-sourcing often 
argue that since computing is 
central to most companies’ 
operations, it is tantamount to 
putting the key to a business 
into the hands of outsiders. 

The counter-argument is 
that organisations should con¬ 
centrate on their core business¬ 
es. delegating computer opera¬ 
tions. just as they would

canteen services or office 
cleaning. 

Computer out-sourcing is 
rather like buying electricity. 
Mr Mabbutt says. “As with a 
power station, nobody need 
see the computer centre or 
know where it is." AH the 
operators and telecoms experts 
that keep the machines run¬ 
ning are out of sight to the 


general user. *Tn fact the 
source of supply is almost 
transparent — you could just 
as easily be running your 
application on someone else’s 
computer and you would not 
know any different It is also 
very secure.” 

But few out-sourcing con¬ 
tracts run without a hitch. The 
toughest area to get right is the 


contract — a matter of crucial 
importance because ft deter¬ 
mines bow a company’s rela¬ 
tionship with its out-sourcing 
supplier will develop over sev¬ 
eral years. The contract helps 
avoid all too frequent 
disappointments. 

A recent United Kingdom 
survey by CMG. another out¬ 
sourcing supplier, found that 


cost-savings were rare 3rid 
expectations of increased flexi¬ 
bility frequently disappointecL 

Mr Mabbutft advice is to 
never make any assumptions- 
“Whatever you take for grant¬ 
ed. the other side is likely to 
assume the opposite” For 
example, Varity supposed that 
its former data-proeessuig 
workforce would continue to 
be available at all times. 

Sente, on the other hand, 
believed it had agreed that the 
transferred staff would per¬ 
form only the tasks they had 
carried out at Varity. Addition¬ 
al duties would cost extra. 

S ince computer projects 
always develop over a 
period of years, it is 

essential when draw¬ 
ing up the contract to think in 
detail about how to finance 
such developments. 

There can also be personnel 
problems. Staff can be the last 
to be tokl about a move to out¬ 
sourcing, and they do not 
appreciate waking up one 
morning to find they work for 
a different company. 

Above all. companies that 
out-source should not get rid of 
all their experts. One or two 
should be retained, so that aB 
computer expertise is not lost 
Such experts will be able to 
bring operations bade in- 
house if this is ever required. 
As one computer manager 
who re-introduced in-house 
operations recalls: "Out¬ 
sourcing is rather like a vasec¬ 
tomy. Extremely difficult and 
painful to reverse-”

P rivate sector contractors 
that tender to provide 
local authority sendees 
— a potential growth area 
since compulsory competitive 
tendering was introduced — 
are becoming concerned that 
some authorities are faltering 
in face of trade union pressure. 

The issue involves the 
Transfer of Undertakings reg¬ 
ulations which are aimed a 1 
protecting the continuation of 
employment and conditions 
when an entire public sea or 
business is privatised or trans¬ 
ferred to some other operation. 

At the Cleaning and Sup¬ 
port Services Association 
[CSSA), the trade body for the 
large contractors, there is con-

cem that some local authori¬ 
ties “appear” to be willing to 
apply the regulations to service 
contracts or even to suspend 
tendering altogether. John 
Hall, the association's director 
general, says: “When one or 
two services not part of the core 
business are put out to tender, 
these regulations, we believe, 
definitely do not apply.” 

Robin Oakley Smith, the 
CSSA chairman, says that 
trade union claims that the 
regulations apply to contracts 
under competitive tender

present “a major threat” to 
competitive tendering and 
market-testing programmes 
in the public sector. 


He says that if the regula¬ 
tions were to apply, “the 
process of competition would 
be virtually meaningless, as 
every company would be 
obliged to maintain the same 
cost base”. 

He has welcomed depart¬ 
mental views thar contracts 
will not normally be covered 
by the regulations, but he 
says: “It is important that this 
policy is enforced.” The associ¬ 
ation is monitoring the situa¬ 
tion dosely and Mr Hall has 
written to every local authority 


chief executive warning of 
referral to the environment 
department for anti-competi¬ 
tive behaviour if the regula¬ 
tions are wrongly invoked. 
The department has asked the 
association to report on any 
apparent difficulties. 

Pulse (the Public and Local 
Service Efficiency Campaign), 
the Conservative-aligned pres¬ 
sure group which has long 
campaigned for competitive 
tendering in the public sector, 
is compiling a dossier of local 
authorities which appear to be 


offending against the Transfer 
of Undertakings regulations. 

The dossier will soon be 
given to Whitehall in the wake 
of an earlier one from Pulse 
demanding ministerial action 
against health authorities and 
hospital mists that have either 
suspended competitive render¬ 
ing or have insisted thai the 
regulations apply to contracts 
awarded for ancillary services. 

About a dozen health au¬ 
thorities and hospital trusts are 
identified by Pulse. David 
Saunders, the director of 


Pulse, says: “Some of them 
may be genuinely worried 
about getting ft wrong and so 
have delayed acting. But for 
others die situation offers a 
pretext for delay. 

“Competitive tendering for 
services such as cleaning, ca¬ 
tering and pottering, is cur¬ 
rently saving the NHS more 
titan £100 million a year. 

These resources instead 
can be devoted to patient care. 
The government’s whole poli¬ 
cy of competition is now 
threatened by these authorities 
which are acting in dear 
breach of government 
guidelines.”

for survival 


Britain enjoys the finest documentaries in the 
world, but this quality film-making is almost 
an endangered species, warns Roger Graef 


T elevision documentary is rath¬ 
er like the theatre: its demise 
is constantly predicted. In die 
ten years since we made the 
Police series for the BBC, television has 
changed dramatically. 

Seduced by the notion of the short¬ 
ness of viewers’ attention span, it has 
fallen prey to the “three-minute cul¬ 
ture" in which everything from death 
to taxes is dealt with in a narrow variety 
of magazine formats. It is surprising 
that documentaries could survive in 
this environment, especially those that 
demand audience attention like our so- 
called “fly-on-the-wall" films that have 
little narration, no staging and are 
often shot under poor lighting 
conditions. 

Yet this form of observational film- 
making is alive and well, as is the 
documentary itself. In the past month 
we have seen Molly Dineen’s fine 
series. The Ark, about the London zoo. 
Carlton launched its patronage to 
documentaries with Mike Grigsby’s 
elegiac portrait of a Vietnamese family. 
Central offered Chris Curling’s In the 
Black, a record of miners who defied 
the strike but lost their jobs. 

This week forty Minnies returns 
under the adventurous new steward¬ 
ship of Paul Watson, joining Fine Cut 
and Inside Story , offering consistently 
wed-crafted and interesting work. And 
on Channel 4, Cutting Edge and True 
Stories actually boost the channel’s 
ratings with a How of challenging 
documentaries. Also starting this week 
on Channel 4 is my own Turning the 
Screws — a three-part record of a year 
inside Wandsworth prison. 

British viewers may not appreciate 
that no other country in the world 
offers anything like such a cornucopia 
of thoughtful considered work. Where¬ 
as all television stations invest in news, 
documentaries are concerned with the 
impact of decisions on people's lives — 
in contrast to the litany of facts and 
figures thar litter our screens in a form 
we can seldom digest or remember. 

Documentaries about public institu¬ 
tions such as prisons and zoos translate 


these abstractions into everyday experi¬ 
ence: we put outsdves in the shoes of 
the keepers, the prison officers and 
governors. Our excitement is height¬ 
ened by the knowledge that, as in fife, 
they do not know what will happen 
next — nor do the film-makers. These 
are true-life dramas. 

Why do normally closed institutions 
let film-makers in when the results are 
not predictable and not always flatter¬ 
ing? The case I put to such bodies as the 
prison service is that the public impres¬ 
sion gained only through headlines — 
usually bad news — is too crude to be 
accurate. The media shorthand used to 
describe institutions in crisis leaves out 
the human dimension which allows 
the public to identify with their 
predicament and whatever efforts they 
make to resolve it As in life, there are 
fewer bad guys in out films. 

life has a maddening way of 
resisting deadlines. Turning the Screws 
began filming last February. Negotia¬ 
tions about plans to improve the 
regime at Wandsworth were expected 
to last no more than ten weeks. We 
finished shooting in December. By 
August both our cameramen had left 
the country. It would have been 
unthinkable to introduce a stranger 
into such a tense situation, so I had to 
shoot the third film myself. 

Backing the uncertainties — all the 
way from research and development to 
possible legal problems at transmission 
— needs a support system that can 
respond flexibly to changing demands. 
Despile an unprecedented depth of 
film-making talent in all the key 
editorial positions in British television, 
the new management ethos has diffi¬ 
culty with such documentaries. Most 
accountants and planners like 
predictability. 

Yet foe BBC, despite the growing 
dominance of economic criteria, has 
overspent some £120 million during 
the past two years. Clawing back this 
money from modest documentary 
budgets means cutting into the mar¬ 
row. The latest cut of £800.000 equals 
13 films for Forty Minutes.

1TV has a different problem. Stewart 
Prebble. the new Network Head of 
Factual Programmes, plans to con¬ 
dense all the traditional strands — 
Central’s Viewpoint Yorkshire’s First 
Tuesday, and Granada’s Disappear¬ 
ing World — into one Tuesday ITV 
documentary, to increase its visibilityto 
viewers. 

As drama and entertainment bud¬ 
gets soar but their ratings do not, Mr 
Prebble hopes the cost-effectiveness of 
factual programmes will win more 
support He defends the lateness of the 
dot — 10.40pm — as easing the 
pressure on documentaries to win the 
huge audiences now demanded at 
peak time. 

Fears are that losing their guaran¬ 
teed network slots mil hamper com¬ 
panies’ indination to take long-term 


risks and that the editorial haven each 
has provided for gifted film-makers 
will wither. This is what is meant by the 
delicate ecology of television. 

As Prebble rightly says about the 
value of Ids own former programme. 
World in Action- “Although each 
producer is experienced, the presence 
of the others is vital But their collective 
experience has the strength of a 
dandelion. If you blow too hard on it it 
falls apart and you cant put it bade 
again." 

In today’s rirreafe each of us now 
making films knows how fortunate we 
are to be doing so. On the strength of 
recent output, it is the viewers’ good 
fortune too.

Privacy laws could 
be impractical 


I 
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R espect for the privacy of 
the individual is at the 
heart of the guidelines 
under which the BBC's jour¬ 
nalists operate. This is funda¬ 
mental given the potential 
problems of intrusion faced by 
all people — but especially 
private citizens. For us, any 
exception to this rule can only 
be justified by serving a higher 
public good, for example ex¬ 
posing. crime or anti-social 
behaviour, and wrongdoing 
against ordinary people. Each 
exception is examined case by 
case by a senior journalist 
whose job. removed from the 
pressures of the operational 
fines of command, is to act as 
final guardian of the BBCs 
journalistic ethics. 

The guidelines recognise 
that the right to privacy of a 
public figure may be more 
circumscribed than that of a 
private individual The public 
should have only the facts that 
bear upon the ability or suit¬ 
ability of public figures to 
perform their duties. This does 
not mean information about, 
say, scandal is irrelevant, but it 
does mean that whatever we 
say must be significant and of 
course accurate, not just inter¬ 
esting. There must be dear 
issues arising from the report 
— of political survival for 
example, or implications for 
the constitution. 

That is not to say groundless 
rumour cannot itself became 
the cause of a factual story, 
publication of which is dearly 
in the public interest. It was so 
last month with the prime 
minister’s decision to take 
legal action over the New 
Statesman's account of how 
entirely unsubstantiated ru¬ 
mour about his private life had 
circulated among journalists. 

The BBC took the view that 
the mere appearance of the 
rumours in print did not 
constitute a story which it was 
in the public interest to know 
about But the decision a few 
hours later by Mr Major to 
threaten libel action put into 
the public domain the impor¬ 
tant question of the balance 
between intrusion and pubfac 
interest 

We have also worked 
through the issues involved in 
the reporting of disasters. We 
take great care to ensure that 
we do not cause unnecessary

distress to people by showing 
overtly intrusive scenes of suf¬ 
fering. But a careful balance 
has to be struck. There is a 
need to ensure that we do not 
over-sanitise the information 
the public requires. Responsi¬ 
ble coverage depends on the 

sensitivity of camera crews and 

reporters at the scene, and the 



being made a criminal 
fence- But there are exception¬ 
al circumstances when a 
surreptitious recording, as op¬ 
posed to a bug. is justified. In 
the BBC these haw to be 
agreed by John Wilson, con¬ 
troller of editorial policy, to 
whom producers must refer. 

Viewers may recall the out¬ 
standing series Black find 
White where secret recording 
revealed instance after in¬ 
stance of covert racial discrimi¬ 
nation against a black BBC 
reporter. He also agreed to 
clandestine filming for an 
edition of Panorama called 
Getting Rid of Granny, which 
exposed the scandal of how a 
few old people's homes treated 
their residents. As a result of 
this investigation, one home 
was dosed- 

These cases passed a series 
of key tests: the activity was 
anti-social reporting on it 
served an important public 
purpose and proof of wrong¬ 
doing could not be obtained 
by more open means.

judgment of their editors back 
at base. 

The guidelines represent 
our way of handling the 
balance between the interests 
of privacy and the importance 
of honest enquiry on behalf of 
the public. We strongly defend 
the right of the individual to 
privacy. But unlike Sir David 
Cakutt, we do not believe a 
law would help us weigh the 
conflict of interest more rigor¬ 
ously than we already do 
ourselves. In an ideal world 
the media themselves should 
balance those conflicting inter¬ 
ests, always weighing most 
heavily on the side of the right 
to privacy. 

Any law on privacy would 
have to be drafted very careful¬ 
ly to protect reasonable jour¬ 
nalistic inquiry. There can be 
no question that bugging — 
placing a surveillance device to 
gather information randomly 
— is wrong, and we would 
have no argument against it 


’ e also fear that a law 
— however decent in 
intent and wisely de¬ 
fined — could be exploited by 
those whom society would not 
normally seek to protect. The 
Contempt Act of the early 
1980s produced the unintend¬ 
ed outcome of a huge increase 
in the number of court orders 
restricting publication. Any 
Bfll would have to be complex 
and detailed to ensure proper 
journalistic enquiry. It may be 
that dealing with scurrilous 
journalism creates a problem 
for serious, decent journalism. 

In broadcasting, our experi¬ 
ence is that self-regulation 
through guidelines works. Ev¬ 
eryone has to think through 
some very difficult matters of 
journalistic ethics before they 
deal with complex and sensi¬ 
tive issues. The system of 
editorial review ensures that 
all journalists understand and 
discuss the standards which 
inform their practice. Finally, 
it ensures that at every stage 
there is a second opinion, and 
a chance to stop, take breath, 
and think of the implications.

Geoft Brown reports from the Berlin Film Festival. Plus a film expressing the tragic plight of Sarajevo 

Sony, no moon: count stars instead 


W hile new film festivals 
proliferate, and the 
old faithfuls elbow 
other to main¬ 
tain prestige. the amount of high 
quality product suitable for festivals 
snows no signs of keeping pare 
Even an event as secure in the 
calendar as the Berlin Film Festi¬ 
val. now 43 years old, must scour 
the world hard for material. Eco¬ 
nomic recession and political chaos 
tn the East have caused Rim 
production levels to drop. Within 
Europe, more and more countries 
tor oght for the same limited amount 
of subsidies. Moritz de Hadeln, 
Berlin’s director, is not the man 
even to consider defeat, though he 
aid admit to the trade paper Variety 
last week that he did not think they 
were “discovering the moon" in 
this year’s competition slate. 

Yet the festival’s opening film, 
Emir Kusturica’s Arizona Dream, 
made a valiant if doomed attempt 
to reach unexplored territory. In 
one of many trick shots, an ambu¬ 
lance conveys the dead Jerry Lewis 
(an Arizona car dealer dressed in 
pink) right through the galaxy. 
Johnny Depp, as Lewis’s nephew, 
dreams of a flying fish soaring 
across Alaska. Faye Dunaway, an 
over-sexed widow, builds primitive 
planes that mostly crash. 

Kusturica’s intended aim in this 
troubled film was probably to muse 
on the myth of the American 
dream. But the Yugoslav director, 
making his first English lan gu a ge 
venture, muddies his goal by letting 
his scenes and fancies run un¬ 
checked. He needs a strong produc¬ 
er with the courage just to say no. In 
France, where auteur directors, 
and indeed Jerry Lewis, are consid¬ 
ered gods, the film is drawing 
enthusiastic crowds. Other coun¬ 
tries may find this free-wheeling 
fantasy contains too much twaddle 
among the brilliant visual conceits. 

The eccentric cast of Arizona 
Dream has its rival in the 11-strong 
Berlin jury. The mind boggles 
trying to imagine a film project mat 
would unite Zhan g Yimou, the 
Chinese director of Raise The Red 
Lantern, with performers as varied 
as Krystyna Janda, Johanna ter 
Steege, Brock Peters and Susan 
Strasberg. Yet here they are in 
Berlin, weighing the merits of a 
competition schaiule where Ameri¬ 
can heavyweights such as Malcolm 
X rub shoulders with offerings from 
Norway. Romania and Burkina 
Faso. 

Hollywood clout, however, does 
not necessarily mean artistic riches. 
Hoffa. directed by Danny DeVito, 
boasts a David Mamet script and a 
barnstorming show by Jack Nichol¬ 
son as the pugnacious union leader 
• whose underworld links earned the 
enmity of Attorney-General Robert 
Kennedy. Yet, apart from giving a 
platform for Nicholson's histrion¬ 
ics, there seems little reason for the 
fibn to exist Through a time span 
hazily stretching from the 1930s to 
1975, when Jimmy Hoffa met his 
mysterious end, we see the actions 
of a thoroughly unscrupulous, un¬ 
lovely man who could inspire fierce 
loyalty in the workforce. But 
Mamet’s disappointing script nev¬ 
er takes us inside his bead, still less 
his heart, if he had one. So we gaze 
unedified at Nicholson's little piggy 
l eyes, thin tips and nasal whine—a 
star turn marooned. 

Far better to gaze at MicheDe 
Pfeiffer in Jonathan Kaplan’s Low 
Field, a sweet off-beat tale about a 
bored Dallas housewife of 1963 



Berlin was shocked 
by a powerful film 
portrait of the city of 
Sarajevo under siege 


O f all the scenes of carnage 
in Un Jour dans la mort de 
Sarajevo. Bemhard-Henri 
Levy’s film about the destruction of 
Sarajevo, it is the simple footage of 
a woman’s journey home that best 
illustrates the awfol reality of the 
war. What was once a pleasant 
amble through Sarajevo's winding 
Turkish streets is now, every time 
she ventures out. a gamble with 
death or injury. The camera follows 
her bade on the hazardous journey 
from her job as a curator in the art 
museum—its treasures now moved 
underground to escape the bom¬ 
bardment — to her flat 
When she is in sight of her 
apartment block, just ten yards 
from the door, fighting erupts 
again and she must wait until it 
fades before she can run across. 
Once inside she must walk up a 
back staircase, across the Mock’s 
attic because the corridor, too, is 
erqrosed to fire. A neighbour is 
waiting for her, frightened and 
tearful because of the fighting, 
whom she tries to comfort 
This is the success of Un Jour 
dans la mort de Sarajevo. While 
daily news footage on the world’s 
television networks chronicles the 
diplomatic dance played out 
around foe Bosnian war and maps 
out the militaiy campaigns, the 
human cost has often been neglect¬ 
ed. Levy and his co-director. Alain 
Ferrari, have focused on foe people. 

The film shows how everyone is a 
victim. Levy travels to the front¬ 
lines where poorly armed teen¬ 
agers, middle-aged businessmen 
and ex-Yugoslav army officers are 
dug in on hills and in basements. 
He visits the shell-battered hospital 
where a trail of victims is daily 
roshed in. The destruction of daily 
life and the minutiae of the 
bloodshed are carefully chronicled 
in the city where Bosnian Serbs, 
Croats. Muslims and Jews once 
lived together in harmony. Levy, 
who made force trips to Sarajevo, is 
careful to interview Sarajevans of 
all fourfaiths. 

News footage is cut in with foe 
film’s original footage, giving the 
film a raw, uncut feel that only adds 
to its emotive power. But for all its 
powerful, emotiveness Levy’s work 
is ultimately flawed Horror is 
heaped cm horror and the audience 
in Berlin was shocked into silence 
after its screening there. 

Levy can outrage but he makes 
no attempt to explain why Sarajevo 
is under siege, or to examine foe 
motives of foe besiegers. Sarajevo's 
destruction is presented as an 
isolated snapshot, an act of seem¬ 
ingly inexplicable violence. But this 
siege, like every other, is one scene 
in a panorama of destruction across 
Bosnia. It, too, has roots and causes 
that stretch back centuries. 

Tens of thousands of Serbs 
remain in foe Serb-controlled sub¬ 
urb of Qidza. fighting against thdr¬ 
one-time neighbours. Qidza is just a 
couple of miles away but Levy does 
not go there to talk to the besiegere- 
Instead they are presented as 
faceless monsters, kfllers of new¬ 
born children, and the film's 
soundtrack is continually marred 
by his heavy editorialising. 

Levy admits that his film, already 
shown on French television, is one¬ 
sided “This is an emergency film 
and it was necessary to make and 
finish it very quickly,’’ he said at a 
press conference after foe screen¬ 
ing. Levy hopes the film wifi trigger 
action by foe West But it is only 
when the West understands why 
the city is under siege, and why war

Sergei 
Ovtscharov. a puckish Russian 
director, surveys the chaos of the 
former Soviet Union through the 
crazy wanderings of a sad-faced 
drummer and his “Stradivarius" 
drum, bequeathed by a corpse at a 
funeral. Instead of dialogue, there 
are exaggerated sound effects and a 
soundtrack accompaniment of pop¬ 
ular classics. The film desperately 


needs an editor’s scissors; yet there 
is enough absurd humour and 
shafts of satire to win an audience’s 
heart 

If tiie new films in foe Berlin 
daily schedule fail to appeal, you 
can always refy on the retrospective. 
This year foe theme is Cinema¬ 
scope. The curved screen on the 
Fflmpalast is playing hast to a 
tempting assortment of foe wide, 
weird and wonderful, mostly from 
Hollywood. Press screenings here 
are generalty marked by the sounds 
of critics doing their duty; but foe 
Fihnpaiast auditorium throbs with 
tire buz of normal people expect¬ 
ing pleasure. 

Sometimes the delight comes 
more from foe stereophonic sound- 
trades than the elongated images: 
time has reduced foe colour used in 
The Egyptian, an amusing epic of 
ancient Egypt, to bilious blues and . 
pinks. Samuel Fuller’s delirious 
Forty Guns, shot in black-and- • 
white, has no such problems. Its 
terse teeming story verges on the in¬ 
comprehensible: but when the 
CinonaScope frame is used so dyn¬ 
amically. and Barbara Stanwyck is 
saluted in song as “a higb-ridin’ 
woman with a whip**, who cares?

T elevision documentary is 
going through an oddly 
aggressive patch at the mo¬ 
ment All roads seem to lead to 
“recession-torn Britain" and its 
disasters with a monotony that is 
becoming counter-productive. Pro¬ 
test television is a powerful and 
important genre, but predictability 
is its worst enemy. 

The new series of 40 Minnies 
(BBC 2) bucked foe trend last night 
with Ted dishy’s gentle and 
searching film. Sanctuary, on a 
group of fishermen exploring their 
passion for the sport and their 
affection for a stretch of foe River 
Avon. The acbingly skw pace was a 
calculated risk, but came off. 

Like George Bowling in Orwell’s 
Coming Up for Air, th«e men — or 
“rods” — found a unique solace in 
fishing, an escape from the drudg¬ 
ery of over- {and under-) employ¬ 
ment Much of their mythology 
was contrived. Ray, the flash busi¬ 
nessman weighed down by high- 
tech angling equipment claimed 
optimistically that he was re-discov¬ 
ering his roots as a hunter-gatherer. 
Myth can be a personal thing. 

All the talk of primordial instinct 
disguised the fact that this was 
homage to a lost world rather than 
an outlet for repressed blood-hist 
The rituals — the catch, the weigh- 


in. the tall stories — seemed more 
important than foe prospect of a 
121b salmon in the freezer. 

In this spirit most of foe fish 
were released into the water again. 
The wiser anglers knew their pity 
was huiting beyond foe boundary 
cord, “their sanctuary from us", but 
would eventually make an error 
and glide into the trap. This game 
of chess with Nature was quite dif¬ 
ferent from the tally-ho of foe 
foxhunt 

“ Recession-torn Britain” did rear 
its head, but in a subtle way. The 
river might act as a temporary 
leveller, uniting the men in a single 
pursuit but they inevitably brought 
foe baggage of their lives with them 
along with their bait and tackle. 
Dick, the un employed builder, and 
his friend waxed philosophical on 
their misfortune and position on 
the planet and bemoaned foe 
training schemes suggested to 
them. “Perhaps we can retrain as 
bankers,” one muttered- 

Ray. foe entrepreneur and aspir¬ 
ing “country sportsman”, saw 
things rather differently. He 
moaned about foe money spent on 
social workers and grumbled into 
his caiphone about his cash- 
strapped clients. “The fact that the 
world and his wife is having trouble 
with the bank at foe moment has 


very little to do with me," he said, 
departing momentarily from the 
fraternal spirit of the riverbarik. 
The Compteat Angler, of course, is 
never compleatiy dassless.

THEATRE: Orton revived; colonialism denounced; Rus sia’s dark side revisit ed 

Snakes alive, he 
is still shocking 


THE process is familiar enough. 
When Joe Orion's Entertaining Mr 
Sloane appeared in 1964, it met with 
resistance from the usual quarters. The 
Daily Telegraph's critic felt “as if 
snakes had been writhing round my 
feer, and. when he re-reviewed the 
play, his headline read M 3 Repulsive 
Folk Well Acted’*. Peter Cadbuiy, 
chairman of Keith Prowse, made it the 
focus of a campaign against drama 
that “reflects the lowest forms of 
human life”. And yet here Sloane is in 
1993, as admired a piece as 1960s 
i conod asm produced. 

It was not the wittiest nor the most 
flamboyantly original of Orton's ar- 
' tacks on his pet hate. English hypocri¬ 
sy. Those honours respectively 
belonged to Loot and What the Butler 
Saw. But Sloane was the most slyly 
subversive and. since it was the most 
realistic or (rather) least unrealistic of 
his foil-length plays, perhaps also the 
most damaging. Imagine a spoof 
GA Henty and a parody Enid Blyton 
collaborating on the kind of steamy 
story that back in 1964 stDl had to be 
smuggled in from Paris; and you will 
have some sense of how Orton in¬ 
dulged his pet pastime, which was 
upsetting the bourgeoisie. 

Thirty years and a thousand offen¬ 
sive plays on stage and television have 
subdued the adders that drded the 
Telegraph's ankles. But Jeremy S ams 's 
crisp, brisk revival suggests that they 
have not altogether lost their nip. After 
all. what happens? Middle-aged Kath 
brings home a bratrish psychopath, 
Sloane. and seduces him. Her brother 
Ed then draws the “boy”, as he doy- 
ingiy calls him. into his emotional net. 

When Sloane kicks to death their 
father, who witnessed an earlier mur¬ 
der he committed, the siblings blade- 
mail him into becoming their slave. 
“Well, it has been a pleasant morn¬ 
ing.” breezily concludes Ed having

organised the sexual timesharing to 
ewgyo^^ satisfaction, 

thing, like ^lace ^cSrtains over brothel 
windows. Janet Dale's Kath veers from 
the arch to the twee, ladling out 
sentimental dich£s and giggling corne¬ 
ous like artificial cream: “I’m in the 
rude [sic] under this dress, Z only tdl 
you because you're bound to have 
noticed-” Meanwhile, lan Gelder’s Ed 
talks up manly camaraderie, muscle- 
budding and die Scout movement 
from inside his sheepskin jacket For 
Ben Daniels’s Sloane it is as if Baden- 
Powdl was in cahoots with Lithe Grey 
Rabbit; faced with so English an 
attack, what chance does he have? 

Orton, who wanted eveiyUiing in the 
play to be almost ostentatiously ordi¬ 
nary, might have had the odd question 
to ask about Sams’s production. 
Should Mark Bafle/s set — peeling 
wallpaper plastered with monster roses 
symbolically looming over the every¬ 
day tat of a suburban lounge — so 
obviously combine the banal with the 
menacing? Shouldn't Daniels’s 
spoiled-Aryan Sloane be younger, sexi¬ 
er. with more of the “combination of 
innocence and amoraihy'' Orton want¬ 
ed? But he could have had no 
complaints about Dale's over-age girl¬ 
ishness or Gelder’s Boy’s Own swagger 
or. for that matter, the growls and 
scowls of Christopher Hancock, play¬ 
ing their father. This is the character 
who represents conventional decency. 
And Orton being Orton, that means 
racism, homophobia, prurience, vin¬ 
dictiveness. and meanness of spirit. 
Well, what else?

THE Black Theatre Cooperative’s 
latest offering comes with a pro¬ 
gramme note denounring the “colo¬ 
nial’’ attitudes of European psychi¬ 
atrists. Indeed, it compares them with 
doctors of the slavery era, who appar¬ 
ently coined the term “drapetomania", 
meaning an irresistible urge to run 
away. “Research for the show staled 
that black people were ten times more 
likely to end up in mental institutions 
than any other raoe."^writes Zindlka, as 
the author of Leonora's Dance calls 
herself, “and the main reason for that 
was racism. ” 

A pity these provocative conclusions 
fail to fond their way into the play itself. 
No doctors, no shrinks are on view; 
and it is hard to be sure that the 
agoraphobic woman at the evening’s 
centre is quite the victim of racism she 
believes. Illegitimate daughter of a 
poor black mother and a rich white 
father, Leonora (Judy Hepburn) came 
to England from Jamaica convinced

that “dancing was my life", failed to get 
into the Royal Ballet, and now spends 
her days morosely talking to the house- 
plants, having concluded that “bring 
one per cent black can ruin your life". 
Her disappointment is sad—but have 
not a zillion white dancers been 
similarly afflicted? 

Nor are either of her tenants 
obviously the victims of racism. Melis¬ 
sa (Toshie Ogura) is Chinese and 
desperate to escape the forced mar¬ 
riage her father wants. Daphine 
(Doreene Blackstock) is a sprightly but 
illiterate single parent, separated from 
her child. The play becomes a study of 
the pains and confusions of all three, 
and a somewhat scattered one, made 
no sharper or dearer by the presence of 
a spirit called Medusa (Glenna For- 


ster-Jones). She dances about in ritual 
African make up. looking mischievous 
and malignant but contributing little 
of substance. 

Nor is the final arrival. Leonora's 
estranged Mum, a particularly plausi¬ 
ble addition. Freida (EUen Thomas) is 
a herbalist and healer, coming with 
her white robe and shamanic chants to 
rid foe house of evQ and take her 
daughter home. She ends up making 
Daphine her surrogate, explaining 
that “England needs Mother Freida 
and you’ve been chosen." 

Why this should be is not evident; 
but then by this time Zindika's play is 
stuttering verbally and emotionally, 
and the best efforts of Joan-Ann 
Maynard's performers cannot rescue 
it Still. I look forward to seeing several 
of them again, especially Toshie 
Ogura, a fbrioTTL batfling figure who 
holds the attention throughout

DISORIENTATED Dante took a 
dark wood as his starting point for a 
journey through hdl, purgatory and 
paradise. The Russian writer Venedikt 
Yerofeev uses a suburban rail journey 
for a metaphysical progress in his novel 
MoskvorPetushld: a modem equiva¬ 
lent easily comprehensible to British 
Rail commuters (and just wait until 
privatisation). Though the book dates 
from the Brezhnev era. when it was 
circulated secretly, it strikes sympathet¬ 
ic chords with a British audience today, 
acknowledging, as the Traverse pro- 
imme points out “a sick economy, a 
moralised people and a complex 
underclass of the disaffected”. 

The first person narrator, however, 
embodies the Russian characteristics of 
irony, self-deprecating humour and 
spiritual curiosity, not noticeable 
among the British today, whether over 
or underclass. 

After a Radio 3 production last July, 
this dramatisation by Stephen 
Mulrine reaches the theatre which 
commissioned it A drunkard's dream

of life and death,

He digresses into 
recipes for home-made liquor, a nar- 4 
ianal hobby. The show is a wry, rueful 
Slavonic shrug, a chuckle at its own 
despair. 

Underpinning the satire is a painful¬ 
ly recognisable human individual, 
thanks to the magnificent Tom 
Courtenay. This actor never plays for 
mere lovableness: his air of vulnerabili¬ 
ty is always shot through with slyness, a 
blend of tittle boy lost and intellectual 
ferret. 

For 90 minutes, Jess interval, he 
rings unflagging variations on the 
theme of fogged intelligence, murkily 
percewed ideals.

B oth MaiyChapin Car¬ 
penter and Lucinda 
Williams write most of 
the songs they sing and front 
their own trailing bands. 
While their music cannot be 
neatly categorised, in both 
cases it is related to country 
and rock: the songs have a 
cohesion and structure that is 
in many ways old-fashioned; 
the lyrics are often narrative 
and even rhyme. 

But although Carpenter has 
recorded one Williams song,

songs, which she sang with an 
abstracted air, staring fixedly 
into space. A muddy sound 
mix, some off-key singing and 
a resemblance to comedienne 
Jennifer Saunders compound¬ 
ed the detachment which fol¬ 
lowed from her aloofness. 
Perhaps she was nervous. 
Enough of “Jusr Wanna See

You So Bad”, "Six Blocks 
Away”, “Lines Around Your 
Eyes”, “Never Got Enough 
Love” and “Night’s Too 
Long” filtered through to 
make me want to seek out 
Williams's albums, but next 
time I would fike to see her in a 
dub, where the volume level 
could be kept lower. 

Carpenter, on the other 
hand, could comfortably fill 
even the Albert Hafl, to judge 
by the ecstatic and weD-eamed 
reception she and her super- 
tight four-man band were 
accorded. Short and stocky, 
with long, blonde hair, Car¬ 
penter is very much at ease 
with her songs, band and self. 

The voice is versatile, true- 
toned and has an attractively 
husky. Brenda Lee-like catch 
to it at times. The words she 
sings are literate, considered 
and witty. In some songs she 
talk-sings passages to great 
effect, from the flip asides of “I 
Fed Lucky” to the poetic 



T he B-52s have made 
some slender ideas 
stretch a very long way. 
It is true that in recent years 
.they have broadened the scope 
%>f their lyrics to reflea an 
interest in the usual pop star 
causes (environmentalism. 
Aids awareness, animal 
rights), while the worldwide 
success of their multi-million 
selling album Cosmic Thing. 
released in 1989, has elevated 
them to unforseen heights of 
popularity. But as this show at 
the Brixton Academy made 
dear, the band remains essen¬ 
tially the same, faintly zany 
cult phenomenon which 
began life in 1976 in Athens. 
Georgia as a colourful celebra¬ 
tion of B-movie Americana for 
the instant-coffee generafian. 

There have been personnel 
changes over the years, most 
% recently foe departure of 
founder member Cindy Wil¬ 
son in 1991. She has been 
replaced on the current tour by 
Julee Cruise, best known as 
foe breathy chanteuse on foe 
Twin Peaks soundtrack, but 


dearly much more in her 
element tackling the brasher, 
trashier call and response 
themes of the B-52s. 

With her bottle-blonde bouf¬ 
fant cascading upwards and 
downwards simultaneously, 
and dressed in a glittering, 
dectric bhie hot-pants ensem¬ 
ble with see-through panels. 
Cruise almost made her opp¬ 
osite number, foe dark-haired 
looker of the group, Kate 
Pierson, appear demure. Like 
a couple of aging sorority 
belles, they performed their 
shrill harmonies and old-fash- 

ioned party steps as if they had 
stepped straight out of a 1950s 
beach movie. 

Between the two of them 
presided foe slim figure of 
singer Fred Schneider, gar¬ 
landed with gold chains, and 
looking more than ever like a 
parody of an American hair¬ 
dresser. Guitarist Keith 
Strickland maintained a more 
discreet presence among foe 
various backing musicians 
(drums, percussion, key¬ 
boards. bass), occasionally 


stepping forward to crank out 
his twanging, James-Bond- 
on-a-surfboard parts with un- 
fussy efficiency. 

As good-humoured escap¬ 
ism tempered with a streak of 
untaxing idealism foe show 
worked weD enough. They 
imported some vaguely east¬ 
ern-sounding drones and 
Hare Krishna rhythms to 
“Dreamland", but more typi¬ 
cal were the straight-ahead 
dance grooves (and tacky in¬ 
nuendo) of numbers such as 
“Good Stuff”. “Hot Pants 
Explosion” and “Love Shack". 

The fonmila tended to sag 
as foe show went on. and 
several gaping cracks were 
revealed in foe vocal perfor¬ 
mances. But a selection of old. 
wadty favourites including 
“Planet Claire” and a final 
encore of “Rock Lobster con¬ 
firmed foe essence of the 
group's curiously timeless ap¬ 
peal: slightly bizarre, wholly 
American and ultimately 
meaningless.

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? ▼ Stone magazine last 
month. Spin Doctors were 
described as “one of the 
unlikdiest success stories of the 
1990s”. Certainly, foe aston¬ 
ishing popular support for the 
quartet from New Jersey has 
caught the music business on 
the hop. In America, their 
record company was hoping to 
sell about 50,000 copies of the 
band's debut album. Pocket 
Full OJKryptomte, released in 
1991. It has already sold a 
million. The album was not 
even released in Britain; it will 
belatedly be made available 
here for foe first time next 
week. 

In much foe same way that 
Nirvana's Nevermind cap¬ 
tured foe popular imagination 
in 1991 with a bare minimum 
of promotion. Spin Doctors 
have prevailed by putting their 
fingers on a {wise which most 
pundits had not even identi¬ 
fied. Fan of foe group’s appeal 
lies in their authentic restate¬ 
ment of first principles. Even

as bona fide superstars jetting 
in to play at the humble 
Borderline, they managed to 
look implausibly ordinary. 

Their bluer-derived, guitar- 
driven music, too. was plainly 
subject to all sorts of ancient 
influences including the 
Allman Brothers Band, the 
Stew MiQer Band and the 
Jimi Hendrix -Experience. But 
foe slap-happy funk rhythms 
of the opening number “What 
Time Is It?” and the semi-rap 
vocal delivery of the ensuing 
“Yo Mamas A Pajama” were 
as modem as they come. 

Above all, in these days of 
digital sampling techniques, 
heavy video rotation on MTV 
and “crossover” marketing

reflections of the wide-screen 
weepie that is “Only a 
Dream", sung with the grand 
piano of Jon CairoJL 
Carroll was excellent and 
well-featured throughout, as 
were guitarist John Jennings 


techniques. Spin Doctors have 
succeeded by dint of their 
astonishing eraft as an old- 
fashioned live aa. Three of 
them are formally trained 
musicians, and on numbers 
like “Refrigerator Car*’ and 
“Big Fat Funky Booty” they 
put a wealth of technique to 
work fry jamming with su¬ 
preme confidence and fluency 
within a highly disciplined 
framework. 

But they also delivered neat, 
catchy tunes such as “More 
Than She Knows” and “Little 
Miss Can’t Be Wrong", the 
single which was a Top 10 hit 
for them in America. 

The good-natured vocalist 
Steve Barron established an 
easy rapport with foe wildly 
enthusiastic crowd which, as a 
quick show of hands revealed, 
was mostly comprised of 
Americans. If this brief but 
tantalising glimpse was any¬ 
thing to go by. foat will soon 
change once word of this 
extraordinary band gets out.

P oets hogged foe radio 
last weekend—but they 
all produced more 
ihyrae titan reason. The Sun¬ 
day Play on Radio 3 was 
Anna's Story by foe poet 
George Mac Beth, who wrote 
it just before he died a year 
ago. It was based on a novel of 
his that told foe story of a 
Swedish woman, Anna Char- 
tier, and of her fiance Nils 
Strindberg (nephew of foe 
playwright), who died on a 
balloon expedition to foe 
North Pole in 1897. 

MacBefo liked women and 
was good at describing them. 
Here foe 18-year-oJd Anna 
was admirably portrayed, her 
delightful wit and energy al¬ 
most concealing her vulnera¬ 
bility — and foe young actress 
Rachel Joyce played foe pan 
with great naturalness and 
ease. All was well until Nils, 
her tutor before he became her 
lover, went off as a photogra¬ 
pher in foe balloon. 

Of course, he and his com¬ 
panions soon crashed: they 
spent ten months on foe ice, 
then died. Anna had to waii 
ten years before Nfls’s grave — 
and a cache of letters he had 
written to her — were found. 
The rest of foe play counter- 
pointed Nils’s ten months of 
suffering in the frozen wastes 
with the ten years of dissipa¬ 
tion and degradation foat foe 
sexy, lonely Anna fell into. 
Each painful episode in his life 
was '‘rhymed’’, as it were, with 
one in hers, foe same words 
often echoing across the time 
and space between them. 

It was very ingenious — and 
totally undramatic. Every 
event just became a counter in 
a lifeless poetic game. Nor was 
any drama added by the 
statutory episodes of emotion¬ 
al gasping now heard in all 
radio plays, augmented in this 
one by much noisy shivering 
in the Swedish frost and a 
good deal of seasick retching. 

E rik Ohis. another 
Swede, is a kind of 
radio poet His short 
play The QtriD (Radio 3. 
Saturday) won the 1991 Prix 
Italia for Drama — which 
shows how introverted and 
backward-looking such radio 
prizes are. This was not just a 
symbolic fairy story, but one 
symbolic fairy story inside 
another. 

Isabella, foe baron's daugh¬ 
ter. tells foe other children in 
her family a kind of Bluebeard 
story, and then if all happens 
to her. It meandered its way 
along with bits of narrative 
(some in tinkling verse that 
soon petered out), bits of 
drama, tedious sound-effects 
— in feet, foe kind of clever 
hodge-podge, dense with sym¬ 
bolic meaning and not a thrill 
in sight, that gave radio fea¬ 
tures a bad name in this 
country 30 or more years ago. 

Dylan Thomas (Radio 3, 
Sunday} came out the best of 
foe poets. Peter Porter had 
dug up a 1950 recording from 
the Sound Archives in which 
Thomas read two of his last 
poems “Over St John's HiD” 
in praise of dying birds, and 
“In the White Giant’s Thigh” 
in praise of dead women. 

Thomas had a majestic 
vibrant voice foat even 
Laurence Olivier would have 
paid something for, and could 
convince you of anything 
while he was speaking. You 
would have thought these 
poems were desperately tragic 
elegies with amazing paeans 
of joy bursting through them. 
In feet, on the page, you can 
see that they are just good 
descriptive poems, (a heron 
“ankles” its way through foe 
water, “firefly hairpins” fly as 
girls make love), bucryed up by 
grandiose dichfis. But when 
he read them in that voice, you 
believed.

Bookmakers’ profits plummet

BOOKMAKERS have told 
the government that their pre¬

Tom Kelly, director general 
of the Betting Office Licensees’ 
Association. (BOLA). the big 
bookmakers' trade organis¬ 
ation. said yesterday: “We 
have an industry whose profit 
is dedining faced with higher 
costs and no increase in busi¬ 
ness performance." 

Referring to the previous 
accepted three per cent profit 
margin. Kelly added: “It may 
well be we were talking higher 
than we should have been for 
some time, but we decided to 
re-examine it and our view is 
that we can no longer sustain 
the three per cent figure." 

Kelly blamed higher VAT 
increases. SIS costs and the 
inability of bookmakers “to 
put their price up". 

The bookmakers’ claims 
conflict with the widely-held 
view within racing, espoused 
most recently by Lord Hart- 
ington. senior steward of the 
Jockey Club, that bookmakers 
should plough back more

Fifa seeks 
Olympic 
tournament 
for women

WOMEN’S football will be¬ 
come an Olympic sport at the 
1996 Atlanta Games if an 
initiative made yesterday by 
football’s world governing 
body. Fifa. is accepted by the 
International Olympic Com¬ 
mittee (IOC). 

Sepp Blatter, Fife’s chief 
executive, is seeking a meeting 
with the Atlanta Committee 
for the Olympic Games 
(ACOG) to agree a proposed 
eight-team tournament that 
would take place alongside the 
men's competition at minimal 
extra cost 

Blatter said yesterday. 
“We've wanted this for a long 
time. The United States won 
the inaugural [women's] 
World Cup competition in 
199 i and it will be a great 
psychological boost for the 
women to take their place 
alongside the men in the 
Olympics." 

Progress is believed to have 
been made earlier this week in 
Rio de Janeiro, when Joao 
Havelange, the Fife president, 
met the IOC president Juan 
Antonio Samaranch, but 
nothing can be decided untQ 
the IOC receives a formal 
proposal from Fife and 
ACOG. 

“At that point we’ll be able 
to answer yes or no," Michele 
Verdier. an IOC spokeswom¬ 
an, said. “So far, we're at the 
stage where Fife is making 
press statements, but what I 
can say is that although the 
deadline for new sports at 
Atlanta has already passed, we 
could stm indude women's 
football because it would count 
as a discipline of an existing 
sport There will be no demon¬ 
stration sports this time 
around." 

British supporters of wom¬ 
en’s sport said that recognition 
of such a popular game was 
long overdue. Anita White, the 
head of development at the 
Sports Council, said: “We’re 
absolutely delighted with this 
news. In the past the Olympic 
Committee hasn't provided 
equal opportunities for 
women, so this could be a big 
step. At the moment two 
thirds of Olympic competitors 
are men. so it’s important that 


all the women’s events aren’t 
stereotypically feminine, tike 
synchronised swimming." 

Britain would beimKkdyto 
play in an Olympic tourna¬ 
ment, which would probably 
be entered by invitation only. 
Although the sport is well- 
established in die United 
Stales. Italy and Scandinavia, 
it has failed to make much 
progress in this country until 
recently. In addition, there is 
also the problem of having 
four domestic football associa¬ 
tions for England, Scotland. 
Wales and Northern Ireland 
and, in the men’s game, the 
unwillingness to field a united 
team and thus possibly weak¬ 
en their independence within 
Fife has been enough to keep 
Britons out of the Olympics. 

The last 18 months have, 
however, witnessed an 
unprecented rise in the 
number of women’s dubs, 
partly due to Channel 4’s 
decision to televise the WFA 
Cup Final, held tills year at 
Oxford United’s Manor 
Ground on April 24. In 
England, more than 150 
dubs were formed in 1992. 
taking the national total to 
450. Two years ago, tile first 
national league was formed, 
comprising three divisions of 
ten teams each. Another sign 
of growth is the likely merger 
of the FA with the WFA. 

The home countries have 
yet to catch up with the game's 
rapid growth worldwide. They 
failed to reach the Wodd Cup 
finals, held in China in Nov^ 
ember 1991, and England 
have just been knocked out of 
tire Uefe competition after 
losing a quarter-final, second- 
leg tie to Italy. 

Nevertheless. WFA develop¬ 
ment officers report an in¬ 
creasing willingness among 
head teachers to experiment 
with the sport at schools level 
and Linda Whitehead, the 
WFA secretary, said that 
grass-roots development 
would be greatly helped by the 
sort of added exposure Olym¬ 
pic competition would pro¬ 
vide. “If they do include the 
sport at Atlanta, there would 
be a knock-on effect on our 
youngsters," she said.

F ootball is “the people's 
game", the subject of a 
national Saturday afternoon 
ritual that is as modi a part of 
our social fabric as fish and 
chips and warm beer.

“We have Ferdinand mak¬ 
ing his debut, Barnes coming 
back after 18 months, Gas¬ 
coigne, whose fitness level is 
not as good as it was because 
he’s not always playing for his 
dub, and asking David Platt 
to replace a striker.” Taylor 
said. “To call it cautious would 
be harsh. We are developing a 
logical settled team.” 

The thinking behind pro¬ 
moting Platt to the front line is 
twofold. First, with opponents 
intent merely on damage limi¬ 
tation, there wifi be little room 
to make the penetrating runs 
from midfield that have 
proved England’s most consis¬ 
tent source of goals over the 
past year: second. Flairs expe¬ 
rience will help Ferdinand to 


adjust to international foot- 
bafi. 

That Platt is chosen for the 
role highlights the tentative 
nature of Barnes’s return. “I 
would like to ease Barnes 
back.” Taylor said. “I've said 
lust go and enjoy yourself, go 
out and play.’" If he cannot 
do that against a team that has 
onjy two professionals, one 
from the Italian second divi¬ 
sion, one from the fourth. 
England wifi surely have to 
look elsewhere for the rest of 
the campaign. 

In anticipation of non-stop 
attack, the team practised 
crosses in the final training 
session at Bisham Abbey yes¬ 
terday. Dixon and Dorigo, the 
full bads, will be key figures 
in the supply line. 

Whatever the score, though. 
San Marino cannot lose. 'ITos 
is their moment of glory before 
the authorities instigate a pre- 
qualifymg tournament inti 
for the 1998 World Cup. A 
handsome victory try En glan d 
would surely usher the butch¬ 
er, baker and candlestick- 
maker out of the big league by 
the tradesman’s entrance.

MacDonald: got five

THE days of 6-0 and 7-0 wins 
in international football are 
over. So professed the Eng¬ 
land manager, Bobby Rob¬ 
son. a decade ago. The 
following ms own 

patchwork of a side. Hastily 
assembled for the European 
championship qualifying tie 
against Luxembourg, made 
history at Wembley and a 
mockery of the theory. 

The margin of victory. 9-0, 
stands as their biggest at the 


national stadium. The record 
was threatened again six 
years ago. when Turkey avoid¬ 
ed a similarly humiliating 
defeat by one goal, and it wifi 
be in evident danger in to¬ 
night's World Cup qualifying 
tie against San Marino . 

Despite three enforced 
changes, England's line-up is 
no weaker than that which 
dismantled the Turks 4-0 in 
November. Indeed, the return 
of John Barnes, after an 
absence of eight months, 
should strengthen ft. If 
England are to match Nor¬ 


way's ten goals against San 
Marino, the opening 15 min¬ 
utes wifi be particularly agnif- 
kant Should they strike then, 
their natural impetus could 
cany them to unprecedented 
heights against visitors who 
have no pretensions other 
than to restrict the damage. 

Statistically, defeat is un- 
likely to be inflicted largely by 
one individual Although Mal¬ 
colm MacDonald scored all 
five against Cypres in 1975 
and Denis Wflshaw was cred¬ 
ited with four against the 
Scots in 1955, as was Jimmy 


Greaves against Northern 
Ireland in 1963. the goals 
tend to be shared around. 

It is almost certainly the 
last time England wffi enter¬ 
tain such feeble opposition. 
The recent proliferation of 
new countries has already 
persuaded tire governing bod¬ 
ies; fifa and XJefa. to consider 
staging preliminary tourna¬ 
ments in the World Cup and 
European championship. 
Never again, perhaps, will 
Htde fishes such as San Mari¬ 
no be allowed to swim in such 
big pools.

San Marino 
go willingly 
to their fate

F ootball is the national 
sport of San Marino, 
which makes you wonder 
what its sportsmen are like 
at everything else. San Mari¬ 
no have never won a match. 
Two men share their inter¬ 
national scoring record ... 
one goal each- And you 
cHmild have heard how 
much they liked YeadingPC 
when they went training 
there on Monday, in prepa¬ 
ration for tonight's World 
Cup qualifying match 
a gams # England at Wem¬ 
bley. There are only two 
grounds better in San Mari¬ 
no — better than Yeading. 
not Wembley. 

Not that San Marino 
amounts to much. There are 
40 square utiles of ft. on the 
Adriatic side of central Italy. 
It is die smallest, and oldest 
independent republic in the 
world- Its population. 
24,000, would fit three 
times into Wembley. And its 
travelling support for to¬ 
night’s game numbers 32. 
They win be cheering for 
perhaps the world’s worst 
international football team. 

Wflham H3L the book¬ 
maker. is offering 66-1 
against a San Marino win. 
the longest price offered 
against one team in a foot¬ 
ball match. Hie San Marino 
squad advises against tak¬ 
ing the bet “We could lose 
7-0 and play wed” William 
Guerra, their sweeper, said. 

There is full employment 
in San Marino but few work 
as hard as Pier Luigi 
Benedettini He is the nat¬ 
ional team’s goalkeeper and 
no goalkeeper in the world 
needs to be as fit as he. 
Benedettini says. He will be 
surprised if he Isis fewer 
than 30 shots to deal with 
tonight. He has another use: 
he runs the family travel 
business and drove the team 
to Bologna airport in one of 
his coaches for the first leg 
of the journey to England. 

There are three possible 
results tonight: a heavy de¬ 
feat a defeat or a narrow 
defeat “Even a point Is out 
of die question," Giorgio 
Leoni. the manager, said. 
He is looking forward to ft, 
though. 

Leoni is not a flamboyant 
man. He arrived at Heath¬ 
row in a brown duffle-coat 
with shoes and trousers that 
failed to recognise the art of 


colour co-ordination. His 
suitcase was like his de¬ 
fence not strong enough for 
the Job. When it burst open, 
the team went on ahead: 
and by the time poor Leoni. 
a dim inutive man. had sort¬ 
ed himself out the Football 
Association's welcome party 
had gone. 

San Marino are more 
Yeading than Arsenal, only 
two pros among them. They 
are as wide-eyed as Yeading 
were three years ago when 
they reached Wembley in 
the FA Vase. 

“Our players are dream¬ 
ing about playing on the 
most beautiful field mail the 
world" Ragini said “It is 
already a good result for us 
just being here. Defeat by 
four, five or six goals would 
be all right by us." 

San Marino were admit¬ 
ted by Fifa in 198S and have 
lost their 12 matches since. 
Even before then then- 
record showed only one 
draw: 0-0 against Lebanon: 
Their best result was a 3-1 
defeat by Romania. They' 
lost 10-0 to Norway in thrir 
present World Cup qualify¬ 
ing group and less than a 
fortnight ago. were beaten 
2-1 by a team of teenagers 
from the regionalised Ital¬ 
ian fourth division. 

S an Marino's profession¬ 
als are the midfield play¬ 
ers. Massimo Bonini and 
Marco Mazza. Bonini. 33. is 
past his best and Mazza is 
noGazza. Bonini spent right 
years at Juuentus and played 
in the 1985 European Cup 
final against Liverpool. Now 
be appears for Bologna in 
Italy’s Serie B. Mazza is in 
the Italian League too, but 
down at Hartlepool level. 

Nobody is paid to play for 
San Marino: in feet, for half 
the team, time off work has 
meant loss of earnings. 
“They give us dress, shoes 
and the trip, that’s ad" 
Ragini said “Our president 
said there may be some¬ 
thing for us ifwe win. but we 
are sure we are not going to 
win.” 

But. if they da San Mari¬ 
no might consider updating 
its national flag. It shows 
the republic's “mountain of 
the three towers”. Space 
might be found for two 
more, the fallen twin towers 
of Wembley.
